f or hundreds of thousands of cele¬ 
brants last weekend, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Pride Parade and Celebration 
proved a perfectly pleasant experi¬ 
ence, the highlight of which was the Sunday 
parade itself, which moved up Market Street 
at a unusually fast clip. 

" “1 was surprised it ran on time,” declared 
Trannyshack hostess Heklina, “because it 
never has in the past.” A lot of the divas who 


were supposed to be on her float never made 
it aboard, she added, since they vyere keep¬ 
ing “drag-queen time” and naturally expect¬ 
ed the parade to be lagging 
hours behind schedule. 

Among the surprises in the 
parade was the inclusion of 
the first Roman Catholic 
Church group in the history of 
the event, with a contingent 
from Most Holy Redeemer 
Parish parading their pride, not far behind 
the pagan Radical Faeries. 


Leather devotees, who in previous years 
had been relegated to positions at the rear of 
the parade, this year were positioned near 
the front, making Leather 
Pride more visible than ever. 

As usual, throngs of spec¬ 
tators lined the streets, mass¬ 
ing behind police barricades, 
with all but those in front 
craning necks and standing on 
tip-toes to get a look at the 
moving spectacle. Unlike previous years, 
however, they didn’t have to endure stretch¬

es of tedium when nothing seemed to move. 

“The parade monitors were much better 
trained this year,” said a Pride Committee 
spokesperson.

if' hey’ll have to start all over 
again in the murder case 
It against fledgling teen model 
and XY magazine coverboy Josh 
Puckett. In a stunning develop¬ 
ment Thursday, June 25, Contra 
Costa County Superior Court 
Judge James Marchiano declared 
a mistrial after the prosecution 
played an inadmissible portion of 
Puckett’s videotaped police con¬ 
fession. Deputy District Attorney 
Barry Grove said it was an inno¬ 
cent mistake by an aide. Puckett’s 
defense attorney, Mark Liss, called 
it intentional: He asked for and 
was granted a new trial. 

Puckett, 18, confessed to blud¬ 
geoning 29-year-old Vitaly “Steve” 
Poliakov to death last Labor Day 
weekend, but says he did it to fend 
off repeated aggressive advances 
which he characterized as sexual 
assault. 

Puckett says he’s heterosexual. 
By midweek, the focus of his trial 
turned to Puckett’s sexual orien¬ 
tation. Ultimately, a deal that led 
to the mistrial was over whether 
to allow a man to take the stand to 
testify that he had sex with Puck¬ 
ett. 

Prosecutors agreed to not 
admit Puckett’s armed robbery 
conviction into evidence, in ex¬ 
change for the defense allowing 
them to put a male witness on the 
stand to testify about a single sex¬ 
ual encounter he had with Puck¬ 
ett. Marchiano had earlier grant¬ 
ed a defense motion to keep out 
that testimony as irrelevant. 

Prosecutors wanted to lead the 
jury to believe Puckett is gay or bi¬ 
sexual, so that they would be 
more likely to believe Puckett had 
a sexual relationship with Poli¬ 
akov before the killing. As the Bay 
Area Reporter first reported last 
month, investigators found a 
semen stain on Poliakov’s bed¬ 
ding. DNA analysis showed the 
semen belonged to Poliakov, but 
it was mixed with Puckett’s saliva. 

Prosecutors are concerned the 
defense will try to challenge that 
evidence, or try to come up with 
another explanation for the saliva 
other than sex. They also want to 
head off any so-called “gay panic” 
defense, that Puckett was so ap¬ 
palled by the thought of having 
sex with a man, that he reacted in 
a panic to what he perceived to be 
a repugnant act.

While prosecutors make no 
bones about trying to prove Puck¬ 
ett is gay or bisexual, Liss says 
whether Puckett is gay or not is 
completely irrelevant, that “no 
means no,” and that sexual orien¬ 
tation has nothing to do with the 
case. But Liss seems to be deter¬ 
mined to do everything he can to 
portray Puckett as a heterosexual. 

7-Eleven 211 

In cross examining prosecu¬ 
tion witness Eduardo Torres, Liss 
asked several questions that 
seemed to be targeted at dissuad¬ 
ing the jury from any notions that 
Puckett might be gay. Torres be¬ 
friended Puckett at San Francis¬ 
co’s Pozole Restaurant, where they 
both worked. Puckett also stayed 
with Torres and Pozole owner 
Jesse Ceja at Ceja’s Twin Peaks 
home. Liss asked Torres whether 
all of the men who worked at Po¬ 
zole are gay. Torres answered that 
most were, but some were not. 

Liss asked Torres about Puck¬ 
ett going to gay clubs. “Do single 
women sometimes go to those 
clubs because they feel less threat¬ 
ened there?” he asked. Torres an¬ 
swered “yes.” Liss went on to ask 
Torres, “Did you see Josh in the 
social company of women, het¬ 
erosexual women?” Torres again 
answered “yes.” Torres told Liss 
that Puckett slept in his room 
during the time when he stayed at 
Ceja’s house. Torres said he 
thought of Puckett as his little 
brother. Liss asked Torres if he 
ever had sex with Puckett. Torres 


answered “no.” 

After Liss and Grove made 
their sex for robbery deal, prose¬ 
cutors were supposed to edit out 
all of Puckett’s references to his 
armed robbery conviction from 
his confession tape. They were 
given an extended lunch break to 
edit the tape, so it would be ready 
to play for jurors after lunch. 

Prosecutors cut out the section 
of the tape in which Puckett went 
into detail about his participation 
in the robbery of a 7-Eleven store, 
but they kept in an earlier passing 
reference Puckett had made about 
his involvement in a “211,” the 
penal code for robbery. The tape 
was played for jurors after lunch 
and the panel heard the “211” ref¬ 
erence. The tape was stopped and 
jurors were ordered out. 

Liss told Marchiano that the 
incident was intentional, and an¬ 
other example of misconduct by 
the prosecution. Grove responded 
by saying it was crazy for it to be 
characterized as anything other 
than a mistake. “Does anybody re¬ 
ally believe that I thought I could 
sneak in a reference to the robbery 
without anyone noticing?” Grove 
argued. 

Marchiano told Grove that he 
should have listened to the tape 
before it was played, and then 
granted the defense request for a 
mistrial. 

Puckett’s second trial is expect¬ 
ed to begin later this summer. ▼

HAF to fill medical 
marijuana needs

>"& an Francisco’s oldest buyers 
club serving people with 
% 0 HIV/AIDS, Healing Alter¬ 
natives Foundation (HAF), has 
announced it will now dispense 
medical marijuana to its clients, 
along with the vitamins and sup¬ 
plemental therapies it has provid¬ 
ed for the last 12 years. 

“We are distributing medical 


marijuana to people living with 
AIDS (PWAs) on a qualified 
basis,” said John Salvati, opera¬ 
tions manager at HAF, a nonprof¬ 
it agency run by volunteers from 
the community. 

To be eligible to receive pot, 
clients must have a catastrophic 
illness such as AIDS, as well as the 
recommendation of their physi¬ 
cian. 

Currently, PWAs are at the 


center of a political tug-of-war, 
Salvati stressed, and “are in very 
much pain. Their need for med¬ 
ical marijuana has got to be met 
in a way that’s not putting PWAs 
through hoops. They need deliv¬ 
ery in a straightforward way.” 

Salvati said HAF has an open- 
board, open-books policy, allow¬ 
ing the community to “clearly see 
where the money is going. It will 
go into direct services and to the 
people who need it the most, and 


that’s the PWAs. 

“This is not a question of le¬ 
galization, it’s a question of pain 
control and saving lives,” Salvati 
stressed. “I really believe that HAF 
is a model for a lot of current or¬ 
ganizations. We intend to meet 
the legal as well as political chal¬ 
lenge.” 

According to Salvati, HAF op¬ 
erates “the largest drug/medication 
recycling program in the country. 


We encourage people to bring in 
their unused medications,” which 
HAF recycles and ships to clinics in 
Zimbabwe, Chile, Peru, Mexico, 
and other nations where need for 
the drugs is great. 

Those PWAs who can’t afford 
costly medications or vitamins 
can get what they need for free or 
at minimal cost from HAF. 

This will not be the first time 
HAF has dispensed pot to PWAs. 
Two years ago, the agency cooper¬ 
ated with the Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church of San Francisco 
to provide pot on an emergency 
basis to clients of the Cannabis 
Buyers Club (CBC), who were 
locked out of their club after state 
narcotics police, acting under or¬ 
ders from California Attorney 
General Dan Lungren, temporar¬ 
ily shut the CBC. Y

AIDS Project of the East Bay holds 
1 Harlem Renaissance' Dinner in Oakland

| IDS Project of the East Bay 
(APEB), the oldest and 
if i largest AIDS service organi¬ 
zation in Alameda County, will 
hold its 15th anniversary dinner 
next Saturday, July 11 at 8 p.m. at 
the Marriott Hotel in downtown 
Oakland. 

The “Harlem Renaissance” 
dinner will recall the famed Cot¬ 
ton Club, and will feature blues 
and jazz recording artist Barbara 
Morrison. The first public 
fundraiser of its kind by the 
agency in four years, the dinner 
will raise money to support direct 
services to people living with 
HIV/AIDS, as well as support pre¬ 
vention programs. 

While APEB’s clientele is 90 
percent gay, lesbian, or transgen- 
dered, they are also 95 percent 
African-American and one-quar¬ 
ter female, groups that tradition¬ 
ally have had reduced access to 
medical treatment. 

“The African-American com¬ 
munity too often receives treat¬ 
ment in the latest stages of the dis¬ 
ease,” said Dr. Robert Scott, whose 
Oakland-based practice treats a 


substantial percentage of people 
with HIV/AIDS. “Typically, the T- 
cell count is around 10, 15 or 20 
when we see them, as opposed to 
their white counterparts, whose 
average T-cell count is around 400 
when they seek medical assis¬ 
tance.” 

Reaching patients with higher 
T-cell counts has become even 
more important since protease in¬ 
hibitors were introduced at the 
biannual World AIDS Conference 
two years ago in Vancouver. “We 
have witnessed a 70 percent to 80 
percent decrease in deaths among 
certain patients, more often with 
a higher T-cell count, when the 
AIDS ‘cocktails’ are taken,” Scott 
explained. Scott just attended the 
12th World AIDS Conference in 
Geneva, Switzerland, along with 
10,000 other practitioners and re¬ 
searchers from across the globe. 

In addition to the problem 
with seeing patients later in the 
progression of the disease, APEB’s 
clientele face a variety of addi¬ 
tional factors which impact treat¬ 
ment, such as transportation 
problems, drug abuse, depression 
and lack of support networks. For 
example, 80 percent of APEB 
clients have substance abuse prob¬ 


lems. 

“This is why the work of APEB 
is critically important,” Scott 
noted. “APEB is a full service 
agency that addresses all aspects 
of the AIDS patient, from medical 
treatment to day care.” 

“Our agency has a mammoth 
task,” said Robert Daniel, director 
of APEB. “We serve nearly 1,000 
clients annually with a $1.8 mil¬ 
lion budget.” 

Daniel sees the dinner as im¬ 
portant to fulfilling the agency’s 
mission, by increasing private 
sector support. “Unlike the agen¬ 
cies in San Francisco, supported 
by generous private sector fund¬ 
ing, 90 percent of our funding 
comes from government sources 
with specific restrictions at¬ 
tached,” he noted, adding that the 
fundraiser “is critical to not only 
heightened awareness, but also in 
attracting much needed private 
dollars to fund our multipurpose 
services.” Y

City files gay 
rights brief 
at U.S. 
Supreme 
Court

- C" he San Francisco City Attor¬ 
ney’s Office joined with eight 
m other cities in filing an ami¬ 
cus brief with the U.S. Supreme 
Court to strike down a Cincinnati 
law that repealed that city’s gay 
rights ordinances and prohibited 
the adoption of any future ones. 

In the amicus brief, City Attor¬ 
ney Louise Renne argued that the 
Cincinnati law, a 1993 charter 
amendment known as Issue 3, 
“undermines the ability” of cities 
“to treat all their citizens impar¬ 
tially,” and violates the equal pro¬ 
tection guarantees of the U.S. 
Constitution. In 1996, the court 
struck down a similar Colorado 
law, known as Amendment 2. San 
Francisco also filed an amicus 
brief in that case, Romer v. Evans. 

The current suit, brought by 
the Equality Foundation of 
Greater Cincinnati, a gay-rights 
group, argues Issue 3 is identical 
to Amendment 2 and should not 
be allowed to stand. Issue 3 
amended the Cincinnati city char¬ 
ter to prohibit city government 
from enacting anti-discrimina¬ 
tion statutes protecting gay men, 
lesbians, and bisexuals. It repealed 
provisions of the city’s equal em¬ 
ployment and human rights ordi¬ 
nances prohibiting discrimination 
based on sexual orientation in 
employment, public accommoda¬ 
tions, and housing. 

Issue 3 was struck down by an 
Ohio district court in 1994, but 
reinstated by the Sixth Circuit 
Court of Appeals. After deciding 
Romer , the U.S. Supreme Court 
remanded the case for reconsider¬ 
ation and the Sixth Circuit again 
upheld the law. The San Francis¬ 
co amicus brief urges the justices 
to review and overturn the Sixth 
Circuit decision. 

“Cities need a clear and inclu¬ 
sive reading by the courts on 
equal protection issues,” said 
Renne. “Each of us is diminished 
when any one of us is denied the 
right to basic fairness. To single 
out gay people for less than equal 
treatment is offensive to the Con¬ 
stitution.” 

Renne requested the participa¬ 
tion of eight other cities in the 
brief - Aspen, Atlanta, Boulder, 
Los Angeles, New York, Philadel¬ 
phia, Portland, and Seattle - all of 
which agreed to join. ▼

nizations in San Erancisco. 

David is in the midst of a tran¬ 
sition period between her new job 
at the community development de¬ 
partment and the Department of 
Human Services (DHS), where she 
previously worked overseeing the 
welfare reform planning efforts. 

She comes to her new position 
with a long history of activism in 
the gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender community. She was 
the national coordinator of the 
1987 March on Washington, the 
co-chair of Lesbians and Gays for 
Jesse Jackson for President in 
1988, and most recently she served 
on the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Community Center 
Project (CCP) board for more 
than two years. Since accepting the 
interim director post, David said 
she’s had to resign from the CCP 
board due to conflict of interest. 
The community center has re¬ 
ceived millions of dollars in city 
funds, including community de¬ 
velopment money. Her last CCP 
meeting was June 17, before being 
tapped by the mayor to head com¬ 
munity development. David said 
she was sad at having to resign but 
still strongly supports the planned 
community center and is eagerly 
working at her new job.

“I’m very excited,” David told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “It’s a real 
opportunity for community devel¬ 
opment to be a resource to neigh¬ 
borhoods, particularly low income 
neighborhoods. My goal is that 
this really be an activist office.” 

David is no stranger to the 
community development office. 
She previously worked in the de¬ 
partment under former mayor Art 
Agnos, and coordinated federal 
grants for the city. Later, she went 
over to DHS and is now returning 
to community development. 

David said she believes her 
greatest challenge will be to ensure 
that the Mayor’s Office of Commu¬ 
nity Development is seen as a facil¬ 
itator, an enabler, and a resource for 
all of San Francisco’s neighbor¬ 
hoods. Community development is 
her passion, she said, and she is 
thrilled at the opportunity to serve 
the city and the mayor. T

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Sweeping up after the parade 


verything is so quiet, suddenly. The 
city seems deserted, what with the 
usual post-parade exodus (tourists 
whence they came; San Franciscans to Eliz¬ 
abeth Arden, jail, or calmer vistas) plus the 
departure of activists and scientists for the 
AIDS conference in Switzerland. 

Speaking of jail, we’re glad to see the cops 
at the parade Sunday managed to avoid ar¬ 
resting and imprisoning nearly everyone. 
There was an arrest of one pot purveyor - 
and three other citations and brief detain- 
ings for the same “offense” - which seems 
pretty strict, considering the official policy 
tolerating the herb. We hope the brownie- 
seller escapes further punishment: after all, 
he was at a pride celebration, and this is San 
Francisco - the city whose original name 
(Yerba Buena) means “good herb.” 

Fortunately, those few police actions to 
stop the marijuana business didn’t have 
much effect - on pride, the pot trade, or the 
San Francisconess of the event, as far as we 
could see - we distinctly heard someone in 
the crowd say, “No, I’m sorry, they all have 
butter and milk, but they have a lot of pot!” 
With or without the brownies, most people 
seemed to be having a wonderful time and 
were appreciative that the parade had wasted 
less of their time than usual with long 
stretches of emptiness between the parading. 
We’ve seen pride parades that Flarold Pinter 
would find far too riddled with pauses, but 
this year those boring moments were the ex¬ 
ception instead of the rule. So much so, in 
fact, that the first time an interruption lasted 
more than a minute, one bystander turned 
to his friend and murmured, “It’s halftime?” 

It should be the Pride Committee’s top 
priority next year to increase the number of 
floats. They’ve discussed ways to do that, in¬ 
cluding renting warehouse space and giving 
workshops on building techniques, all of 
which sound like great ideas. Several groups 
around town just need a little boost of en¬ 
couragement to design and execute thrilling 
floats by next June, and there are a lot of rea¬ 
sons why people should consider doing it. 
Each float requires working in teams, which 
builds community; each float represents an 
accomplishment, which builds confidence; 
and each float expresses our gayness through 
artistry, which builds creativity. Is it too early 
to have pride for 1999 now? Think about the 
float you’d like to create for next year and start 
making it happen now. The people at the 
Pride Committee can keep you informed of 
the rules and procedures at (415) 864-FREE. 

Congratulations, by the way, to those who 


expressed pride fabulously at this year’s pa¬ 
rade. Specifically, the Official judges selected 
the following groups as exemplary: Aguilas, 
The Barbie Support Group, Bare Chest Men, 
Beach Blanket Babylon, Birds of Paradise, 
Budweiser Clydesdales, Cheer San Francisco, 
Club Q/The Box, Daddy’s Leather 
Pride, DC Different Drummers 
Marching, Department of Public 
Works, East Bay Pride, Imperial 
Court of SF, Leland Stanford Jr. 

Univ. Marching Band, Project 
Open Hand, ROTC San Francisco, 

San Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus, San 
Francisco Gay/Lesbian Band. 

It may be worth noting that 
the Barbie group was not an 
official entry - it was just a 
gang that crashed the parade 
without any advance angry publicity and 
made itself a crowd (and official judge) fa¬ 
vorite. 

One final word about Sunday: while the 
backstage glitches are being worked out, 
consider providing some amenities for the 
people who have volunteered to wait back 
there. To be realistic, it might not cut down 
on the complaining; then again, it might. 

As we mentioned, scientists and activists 
are convening in Geneva this week to discuss 
what’s new in the field of HIV. That’s not 


going to please the AIDS dissidents who be¬ 
lieve that something other than HIV caused 
this epidemic, but they’re free to throw their 
own international conference if they like, 
and the rest of us are fascinated by the news 
that’s coming out of Switzerland. 

We’ve put together a special report on 
some of that news in this issue, includ¬ 
ing some fascinating studies by some 
local researchers. Among the news is 
something truly exciting in the field of 
post-exposure prevention. None of the 
people who went through a regimen of 
antiviral drugs (plus counseling) after 
^ being exposed to HIV went on to 
seroconvert. That doesn’t give 
anyone a reason to have unsafe 
sex - let’s all repeat the mantra: 
the antiviral drugs suck - but it 
is reassuring to know we are inching our way 
out of this terrible plague. 

There are also advances in treating op¬ 
portunistic infections and in making viral 
load blood tests more precise, according to 
their developers. As with all stories about 
pharmaceutical developments, the infor¬ 
mation is best discussed with the profes¬ 
sional who oversees your healthcare. Edu¬ 
cated, informed patients live longer than 
their more trusting counterparts. Knowl¬ 
edge is power. Arm yourself. ▼ 




Pride... more than once a year

® " wo weeks ago, I flew back to home¬ 
town New Jersey to attend a friend’s 
wedding. Although, I was tired from 
the flight and not particularly in the mood 
for conversation, I was happy to be there 
supporting a friend on a day that meant so 
much to her. Almost from the moment I 
wedged myself into the nearest church pew, 
an older woman next to me began to rattle 
on and on in my general direction. Finally 
she realized that I was the same little boy 
she used to bounce on her knee and that 
she hadn’t seen me since I was about five 
years old. 

“Where do you live now?” 

“San Francisco, California.” 

“Wow. I’ve never been there but I hear 
it’s beautiful.” 

“Yes, I love it.” 

“You must have a lot of girlfriends.” 

I paused for a moment. I am used to the 
routine. My face flushed. My heart raced. To 
come out or not to come out? I felt torn, 
but only for a moment. 

I smiled and politely said, “No, I don’t 
have a girlfriend. I am gay.” 

Once again, I had done it. I felt proud to 
have been true to myself with honesty, 
power and strength. I felt free to have ex¬ 
pressed myself fearlessly, diplomatically and 
without apology. Pride and Freedom ... I 
had them at that moment in New Jersey 
and I empower myself to have them with 


me always. 

I returned to San Francisco to find by 
beautiful neighborhood plastered with 
stickers and posters exclaiming “Freedom is 
Important” and “Freedom is Coming.” I 
was intrigued. What new cool movement is 
being born in my community? Imagine my 
chagrin when I realized the Freedom pro¬ 
paganda was merely an advertisement for 
yet another circuit party - a place where 
white gay men, with chemically en¬ 
hanced faces and bodies, can do 
drugs and have sex with other men 
who look exactly like them. 

Does this sound like freedom to 
anyone? To me, it sounds like a dif¬ 
ferent sort of prison, with more ex¬ 
pensive uniforms. 

Why do we limit our¬ 
selves to expressing our 
pride in being who and 
what we are to only one 
weekend per year? And why is the focal 
point of that weekend a party poster with 
two models who look like the steroid ver¬ 
sion of the Pillsbury Dough Boy? Are there 
not better ways to demonstrate our pride 
than shooting speed into our veins, engag¬ 
ing in unsafe sex with men who look “so 
healthy” they couldn’t possibly have HIV, 
spending $5,000 on new clothes that show 
off our bodies, and wondering how long 
we’ll have to hang out at the End Up on 
Sunday afternoon drinking water before we 
crash and burn? 

And before all you circuit queens start 


telling me how much money circuit parties 
raise for AIDS charities - just think again. 
You may raise some money ... good for you 
... but you are simultaneously perpetuating 
and encouraging behavior that leads to ad¬ 
diction, debt, sexual disease, AIDS, and - as 
we saw last year - death by liposuction. So 
kindly stop using AIDS fundraising as a jus¬ 
tification for these parties ... it’s a cop out. 
Just admit you want to fuck and do drugs 
and shut up about it. Do not equate it with 
pride, freedom, or political activism ... for 
it is none of these. Finally, if you do 
^ talk about freedom and pride, 
put some substance behind it. 
Do something besides drink too 
many martinis and walk shirt¬ 
less down Market Street 
shouting liberation 
chants, you neither un¬ 
derstand nor really feel. 

I am weary of my gay 
brothers who equate pride and freedom 
with acts of self-destructive weakness, inse¬ 
curity, and fear. Is there any correlation be¬ 
tween the fact that the man that parties the 
hardest, fucks the most, or shoots the best 
drugs - is also the man who refuses to come 
out on the job or to his family? Is this free¬ 
dom? Is this pride? Or is this just another 
silly social event designed to make us feel 
famous, important, and loved for one 
evening? Think about it. 

Freedom is not a circuit party. 

Resist the one-day-of-the-year pride 
hype. ▼ 
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Tubthumping 

On June 26,1 got in line at the Steamworks Bath¬ 
house in Berkeley and saw a sign that as of 3:30 that 
afternoon, locker prices had increased from $10-12 
and room rates by $5 a room (making a 33 percent 
increase for the price of a regular room)!!! Under¬ 
neath it read, “Have a great Pride Weekend.” Yeah, 
right. 

The last time they raised prices, it came after ex¬ 
tensive remodeling with several years of no price in¬ 
creases. They posted notices advising of the increase. 
This time it’s different. The appearance is that it’s the 
most crass way to cash in on a large influx of out of 
town visitors for pride weekend. Has inflation in¬ 
creased 20-33 percent? Their mortgage or taxes? Have 
they given their employees commensurate raises? 
(The employees say “No”) Why the raise? Why now? 
Why no notice? 

In another business, it would be easy to just go 
somewhere else, if I’m not happy. But the Steamworks 
is different, because through no fault of it’s own, it 
has a regional monopoly by being the only bathhouse 
north of San Jose. This will probably be the case for 
the indefinite future, because of the political climate. 

So to me, while this monopoly position 
gives the Steamworks a unique advantage, 
it also creates a unique obligation to the 
gay male community in the Bay Area not 
to take advantage of its monopoly situa¬ 
tion, and to keep it accessible to men with 
low and moderate incomes. I think this 
recent price hike is not justifiable. It’s a 
slap in the face to those of us who have 
supported the Steamworks for all these 
years, and to out of town visitors here for the parade. 
It also puts even regular rooms outside of the ability 
of many men to pay. 

You might say, so what, but I think this is a great 
loss. Strange as it might seem for a sex club, the 
Steamworks is also a kind of community center, and 
these price hikes are bound to affect the diversity of 
those who can afford to come 

I call on the Steamworks to rescind these price in¬ 
creases, to issue an apology to the community for the 
inappropriateness of how they were instituted, and to 
rollback prices for a certain period of time as an 
amend. Then, if price hikes are really needed for the 
health of the business, to post the new prices, as 
they’ve done in the past, with an explanation of the 
reasons and several weeks of advance warning. This is 
the responsible way to act towards a community that 
is not only a clientele, but also a captive audience. To 
protest, write the Steamworks at 2110 5th Street, 
Berkeley, CA 94710.

UnBalanced review

Anyone whose heart strings 
might be plucked by tales from the former owner 
should keep in mind that the key word is “former,” 
and that this person’s thoughts and feelings are total¬ 
ly irrelevant to the event taking place. 

Mr. Gill is a victim, and he’s certainly playing up 
the role. I’ve also lived in my house for 20 years, I also 
have AIDS, and I also get a very small disability check. 
But I am no victim, I accept full responsibility for the 
course my life takes. Life is tough, and it’s super-ex- 
pensive to live in San Francisco, especially in the heart 
of the Castro. Why should Mr. Gill get to live in a 
primo location and not have to pay the price? Just be¬ 
cause he’s been there awhile, because he has AIDS, be¬ 
cause he’s “struggled,” and because he has stored 
there, in Laird’s words, “a lifetime of memories”? If 
Mr. Gill can only afford $519 a month rent, he needs 
to move to a place that rents for $519 a month, which 
is not in the Castro, no matter how badly he would 
like to stay there. I say be thankful for the past 21 
years, quit whining, and get real. 

Laird’s reporting should be directed at the reasons 
the unfortunate eviction is taking place, and quit at¬ 
tacking small property owners who are not to blame 
for the fact that everybody and their momma wants 
to live in San Francisco, and that it costs big bucks. If 
Laird, or anyone else, feels that Mr. Gill is blameless, 
and that Messrs. Valentine 8t Dinnocenzio are to 
blame for this predicament, they should allow Mr. 
Gill to occupy 1/4 of their property while only paying 
half the market rent. While we’re at it, let’s let him 
shop Cala for half-price, and only pay half of utilities 
and other expenses. I see no difference. Charity is a 
good thing, but forcing small property owners to pro¬ 
vide it is wrong. And using media such as the B.A.R. 
to defame the new owners is wrong as well. 

I would be willing to bet my $1,450 mortgage pay¬ 
ment and my $3,700 property tax bill (both of which 
are real low, by the way), that Ms. Laird does not own 
real property in San Francisco that she has to both 
live in and rent out, or her reporting wouldn’t have 
quite the same savage tone.

A couple of folks have written you about my sup¬ 
port of the homeless in the Castro. I’d like to add a 
few observations. One person left a message on my 
answering service saying the Castro was an upper 
class neighborhood and it should stay that way. Oth¬ 
ers wonder if I live anywhere near the Castro. My wife 
and I live at 20th and Church. We shop, bank, eat and 
walk on Castro Street. 

Here is the way I look at the homeless based on in¬ 
formation from the city’s program on the homeless. 

One third of the homeless are temporarily home¬ 
less and work hard to get work, homes and off the 
streets. 

One third of the homeless are mentally and emo¬ 
tionally disturbed and need to be protected from 
themselves and from the society. The mental hospitals 
were closed by the state of California many years ago. 
There is no chance the electorate will allow a tax raise 
to reopen these needed institutions. 

One third of the homeless have drug and alcohol 
problems or are just folks who prefer to live on the 
streets. The city has many agencies to help with sub¬ 
stance abuse, but not every addict wants help. 

This, added to the high cost of housing in SF 
means we will always have huge numbers of home¬ 
less people on the streets. Unless massive measures 
are taken by the city and state to make more housing 
available and reopen needed mental institutions, the 
churches and non-profit sectors must continue to 
feed the hungry, house the homeless, and give spare 
change to assist people. 

Keeping the homeless and hungry out of the Cas¬ 
tro merely means moving them on to other neigh¬ 
borhoods for a while and then they will return.

Sisters as thy brothers’ keepers 

The following letter was sent to Senator Tim 
Hutchinson (R-AR). 

What a surprise and delight is has been over the 
past few months to see that the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence have garnered so much national atten¬ 
tion. In a multitude of speeches and interviews re¬ 
garding James Hormel’s historic nomination as the 
next U.S. ambassador to Luxembourg, you and your 
colleagues have been truly unflagging in your tireless 
mention of the Sisters. 

Really. We have you to thank for expanding our 
reputation! 

It has come to our attention, however, that you 
may not entirely understand the nature of our work 
and how we help our communities. Since 1979, the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence have advocated the 
promulgation of universal joy and the expiation of 
stigmatic guilt through habitual manifestation. Al¬ 
though the Sisters, a nonprofit, benevolent organiza¬ 
tion with no paid staff, were founded by a group of 
four gay men, the order now includes gay, lesbian, 
straight, bisexual, and transgendered men and 
women in more than 20 countries worldwide. 

For nearly 20 years, the Sisters have worked tire¬ 
lessly to educate, entertain and advocate numerous 
progressive organizations and causes raising thou¬ 
sands of dollars in funds throughout the years which 
we have unceasingly delivered back to the communi¬ 
ties that need our help. Did you know, for example, 
that the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence: 

• Organized the first fundraiser for people with 
AIDS (a dog show in the Castro, with Shirley 
MacLaine as emcee); 

• Took to the streets of San Francisco after the 1989 
earthquake with a “bucket brigade” to raise funds for 
the Mayor’s Earthquake Disaster Relief Fund;

(A window placard system was de¬ 
vised to designate “safe” homes in the instance of an 
attack or the threat of an attack. The order distrib¬ 
uted window signs and whistles in various neighbor¬ 
hoods and on college campuses.) 

From time to time we are asked, “Why do you 
make fun of nuns?” Let’s get this straight, (so to 
speak): the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence are nuns. 

We are very much dedicated to our calling and our 
vows reflect our commitment to our community. As 
nuns, we minister to the sick, raise funds for the needy 
and educate those who thirst for knowledge. Our call¬ 
ing also includes gladdening the hearts, and even rais¬ 
ing a smile to the lips of those of good mind and spir¬ 
it who can find joy in this world.

Don’t trivialize the questions 

Martin Delaney perhaps doesn’t realize how he 
trivializes the concerns and work of scores of unpaid 
PWA activists by calling AIDS nonprofit accountabil¬ 
ity a Petrelis “I really, really hate Pat” campaign. (Mail- 
strom. June 11) 

Martin, like almost every other highly-paid AIDS 
spokesperson (the 1996 Project Inform 990 lists his 
salary at $78,000), has for three years ignored the ASO 
accountability issues raised by PWAs across the coun¬ 
try. Hard valid questions are being asked about SFAF 
in particular and other ASOs in general. Should any¬ 
one make an annual salary approaching $200,000 to 
run an AIDS charity? Is it okay that most of the 
$ 100,000-plus senior staff at SFAF are white, hetero¬ 
sexual, HIV-, and live in the suburbs, or that when 
PWAs question where and how money is spent, this 
highly-paid, white, HIV-, suburban, senior staff plays 
race, gender and class cards saying gay-men just don’t 
understand the needs of poor people with HIV? What 
exactly is “case management” and why does it cost so 
much? Why on issues like rent control, owner move 
in evictions, patient-accountable medical care, or 
AIDS drug pricing, where PWA interests are most 
likely at odds with interests of wealthy donors, does 
SFAF remains mostly silent? Is it in PWAs’ best inter¬ 
ests that virtually all AIDS nonprofits take collective¬ 
ly hundreds of thousands to millions of dollars from 
drug companies? Who is the real constituency of the 
SFAF and other large ASOs? Is it the PWAs given no 
direct voice in ASO governance or the wealthy indi¬ 
viduals, corporate donors who control the funding 
and largely make up ASO governing boards but who 
never actually meet the clients the ASOs claim to 
serve? Why doesn’t SFAF use any of its wealth to make 
activists of its supporters, rather than tirelessly pro¬ 
moting the idea that the best thing a person can do 
to fight AIDS is take a week off work to have a per¬ 
sonally transforming experience riding a bicycle 
down the California coast? 

It is these questions and the non-performance on 
a number of life-and-death issues for PWAs that has 
led to calls for greater ASO accountability, and not a 
grudge against any single ASO officer or employee. 
Petrelis (and I and other activists) would rather be 
working on issues other than ASO accountability. 
But, when we look at desperate unmet needs of peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and then look at the tens of millions of 
dollars spent in San Francisco allegedly toT>enefit 
people with AIDS, the discrepancy between dollars 
spent and services and advocacy delivered is as¬ 
tounding. The needs of PWAs can never be met when 
uncounted tens of millions of dollars raised to bene¬ 
fit PWAs are instead diverted to bloated, bureaucrat¬ 
ic organizations with scores of extremely highly paid 
“executives” or to professional fundraisers who have 
used AIDS to become multi-millionaires. Martin 
would do better to help PWAs get answers to these 
questions and concerns rather than attacking those 
who dare to ask.

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Gays are in the House

hen San Diego Council- 
. woman Christine 
Kehoe (49th District) 
won the Democratic Party’s nom¬ 
ination last month for the U.S. 
House, she became a potential gay 
milestone: the first acknowledged 
lesbian to be elected to national 
political office. Kehoe, who is on- 
sidered a slight underdog to in¬ 
cumbent Republican Representa¬ 
tive Brian Billbray,isoneoffour 
known lesbians running for Con¬ 
gress this year. 

Two openly gay incumbents, 
Representative Barney Frank (D- 
Mass.) and Representative Jim 
Kolbe (R-Ariz.), are favored to win 
re-election. A third openly gay 
man, Democrat Paul Barby, is op¬ 
posing GOP incumbent Represen¬ 
tative Frank Lucas in Oklahoma. 

The four lesbians and three gay 
men comprise the largest group of 
openly gay candidates to ever 
make a run for Congress. Their 
candidacies have turned the 1998 
midterm elections into a possible 
watershed for homosexuals. 

Two of the lesbian House can¬ 
didates (all four are Democrats) 
are seasoned state legislators: 
Tammy Baldwin, running for an 
open seat in Wisconsin, and Susan 
Tracy, running for an open seat in 
the Boston, Massachusetts area. 
The fourth lesbian House hopeful 
is a celebrated former member of 
the military, retired Army Colonel 
Margarethe Cammermeyer of 
Washington state. She’ll oppose in¬ 
cumbent Representative Jack 
Metcalf (R). Cammermeyer be¬ 
came a hero in the gay communi¬ 
ty after she was discharged from 
the military in 1992 for revealing 
her homosexuality. 

While incumbents Frank and 
Kolbe, who have both been re¬ 
elected since coming out while in 
office, are expected to win easily, 
Councilwoman Kehoe and the 
Badger State’s Baldwin are 
thought to have the best chances 
of the gay/lesbian challengers this 
time around. If Baldwin wins her 
primary fight in September (and 
she is thought to have a slight 
edge), she will become the imme¬ 
diate favorite to win the Madison- 
area seat, where Democrats slight¬ 
ly outnumber Republicans. 

San Diego’s Kehoe is facing an 
uphill battle, but she is well-known 
in San Diego and well-financed — 
plus her opponent is not expected 
to make her sexuality an issue. 
Some politicos analyzing this race 
feel that Kehoe, with the help of 
votes from moderate female Re¬ 
publicans, has at least an even 
chance of unseating Billbray. 

It should be noted that none of 
the above hopefuls is running a 
campaign centered on sexual ori¬ 
entation; instead, they offer them¬ 
selves as qualified candidates who 
happen to be gay. While the most¬ 
ly Republican opponents of the 
gay “Magnificent Seven” are un¬ 
likely to make sexual orientation 
an issue, some Democratic Party 
analysts fear that as election day 
nears, conservative, anti-gay 
groups will find ways to make vot¬ 
ers aware of the matter. 

“It’s definitely one way that the 
conservative wing of the Republi¬ 
can Party can mobilize its troops,” 
said one San Francisco political 
strategist. Indeed, a spokesman for 
the homophobic Christian Coali¬ 
tion has already said that their 
group will address the candidates’ 
sexual orientation when they 
make their stands on gay rights 
public. In addition, some Republi¬ 
can Party insiders have hinted that 


even if their GOP aspirants refrain 
from directly mentioning that 
their opponents are gay, their sup¬ 
porters and financial backers 
(such as the Christian Coalition 
and other conservative groups) 
will most certainly remind their 
adherents of the facts. 

While not all of the gay/les¬ 
bian challengers are 
likely to win in Novem¬ 
ber, most are thought to 
be in contests that are at 
least theoretically 
winnable. Represen¬ 
tatives Frank and 
Kolbe could well 
find that the 
“Gay 8c Les¬ 
bian Caucus” 
in the U.S. 

House of Representatives will not 
be quite so small after the general 
elections. 

Political potpourri 

Gubernatorial candidates Gray 
Davis and Dan Lungren will meet 
in a total of five debates. The first is 
in San Diego on July 30, and will 
be televised. Although details of 
the remaining four debates are still 
being worked out, one is expected 
to be held in San Francisco. 

In Montgomery, the Alabama 
State Supreme Court last week re¬ 
moved a child from the custody of 
her lesbian mother, ruling that the 
child is “exposed to a lifestyle that 
is illegal” in that state under a 
1975 law. The girl will be returned 
to her recently remarried father. 

A recent four-day, three-mile 
AIDS Ride from Raleigh, N.C. to 
Washington, D.C. drew 1,400 
people and raised nearly $4 mil¬ 
lion for the cause. AIDS czarina 
Sandy Thurman made the trip, 
after having trained for three 
months. Thurman praised the 
participants, noting that “there 
are HIV-positive riders here that 
take a drug cocktail regimen that 
would choke a horse, and they go 
whizzing by me at 60 miles per 
hour. They’re amazing.” 

The applause meter for politi¬ 
cos in Sunday’s gay Pride Parade 
was highest for Carole Migden, 
Supes Tom Ammiano and Mark 
Leno, and D.A. Terence Hallinan. 

Not only has NYC’s Republi¬ 
can Mayor Rudolph Giuliani 
made new friends in that heavily 
Democratic city’s lesbian/gay 
community by pushing through 
one of the broadest domestic 
partners bills in the country, he 
has also reached out to the gay 
community in other ways. During 
a recent news conference dis¬ 
cussing the state of the Big Apple, 
he voluntarily credited gayS"with 


playing an important role in the 
city’s turnaround, and said New 
York had grown stronger by em¬ 
bracing diversity and rejecting in¬ 
tolerance. During a later ceremo¬ 
ny recognizing gays in city gov¬ 
ernment, Giuliani said that “di¬ 
versity in our city has given gays 
and others a chance to make 
their maximum contri¬ 
bution.” He then openly 
thanked our commu¬ 
nity. (Tell me this guy 
isn’t thinking of na¬ 
tional office!) 

Just when former Or¬ 
ange County Congress¬ 
man Bob Dor- 
nan thought the 
House would re¬ 
imburse him for 
the $464,000 he spent contesting his 
loss to Representative Loretta 
Sanchez, the GOP leadership decid¬ 
ed not to! (Newt Gingrich and oth¬ 
ers in his the Republican party can’t 
stand him.) Now Dornan’s cam¬ 
paign is flat broke, while Representa¬ 
tive Sanchez reportedly has $1 mil¬ 
lion in the bank. Couldn’t happen to 
a nicer guy! 

What started out as a small 
celebrity pool tournament at Hol¬ 
lywood Billiards last Tuesday 
night in LA raised $80,000 for 
AIDS Project Los Angeles 
(APLA). Lou Diamond Phillips, 
Patrick Muldoon, and a few of 
the regulars from Bay watch and 
Dawsons Creek cued up and 
raised big bucks, while having fun 
at the same time. (Now why can’t 
we do something similar here?) 

Just wondering if my friends in 
the Lincoln Log Cabin Club know 
that GOP U.S. Senate nominee 
Matt Fong is touting an endorse¬ 
ment from the Traditional Values 
Coalition’s Lou Sheldon. And I 
thought Fong planned to run as a 
“moderate”! 

During a recent brief conver¬ 
sation with Board of Supervisors 
President Barbara Kaufman, I 
expressed the view of many that 
the current board has become a 
rubber stamp for the mayor. 
Kaufman, once thought to be 
rather an independent lady, de¬ 
nied that she and others blindly 
follow the mayor. “Speaking only 
for myself, Wayne,” she explained, 
“I just seem to always agree with 
those things that the mayor is in 
favor of.” Okey-dokey, Madam 
President, but many feel (and I 
would agree) that Tom Ammiano 
is the only supe who has the 
courage to oppose Mayor Willie 
Brown when necessary. From 
where I stand, that in and of itself 
is reason enough to elect him the 
next Board president. T

ome androids may dream of 
electric sheep, but Crow T.

to watch HBO’s new comedy, Sex 
and the City , starring Sarah Jessi¬ 
ca Parker and co-starring the 
aforementioned Ms. Cattrall. 

Of course, SATC started out on 
my good side by making the lead 
character a columnist. “Sex and 
the City” is the name of the col¬ 
umn Sarah Jessica Parker, as Car¬ 
rie Bradshaw, writes with the help 
of her friends’ foibles in the dat¬ 
ing arena. Specifically, these are 
successful heterosexual Manhat¬ 
tan women over 30 who, by all 
objective standards, should be 
highly desirable dating material. 
So what is it that makes a good 
main squeeze so hard to come by? 
Some of the observations that en¬ 
lighten our columnist as she de¬ 
velops her essays come from a gay 
male friend, which means the 
writers have an even broader 
range of upscale New Yorker be¬ 
havior to lampoon mercilessly - 
which, to their credit, they appear 
to take great joy in doing. 

For all the matter-of-fact het¬ 
erosexuality of the core foursome 
of female friends, 1 find a remark¬ 
able commonality across the ori¬ 
entation line: their antics are aw¬ 
fully easy on the lesbian funny 
bone. Perhaps it’s the more than 
equal opportunity we lesbians 


have to go out on dates with the 
flaky, the inexplicably odd, and 
the relationship-wary or relation- 
ship-obsessed. This opportunity, 
of course, is especially conferred 
upon those of us a little older and 
perhaps a little more established: 
we, too, get a little more picky and 
lose patience with dates who are 
cute and bubbly but clueless. 

But fear not: one recent 
episode worked in a lesbian 
theme to great effect. The 
theme columnist Carrie was 
researching was the strange 
and precarious transforma¬ 
tion one’s friendships 
with people can un¬ 
dergo once they cou¬ 
ple up: “I” becomes 
“we” in every 
conversation 
(sound famil¬ 
iar?); single 
friends become either threats or 
objects of pity to set up for intro¬ 
ductions. One character getting 
the dubious benefit of a col¬ 
league’s matchmaking urge (his 
yenta yen?) is Miranda the attor¬ 
ney (Cynthia Nixon), whose 
deadpan, long-suffering mein is 
reminiscent of former Kid in the 
Hall David Foley in his most la¬ 
conic drag moments. 

Dreading the annual firm pic¬ 
nic, but needing to show her face 
in front of the managing partners, 
Miranda lets herself get volun¬ 
teered for the softball game, to 
which a male colleague has 
brought her “someone I’d like you 
to meet” ... another woman. The 
colleague had never seen Miranda 
with a man, so he assumed ... Mi¬ 
randa, though exasperated, is 
friendly, and she and her putative 
date end up making the game¬ 
winning defensive play. That gar¬ 
ners a compliment from a senior 
partner - who not only requests 
she drop formality and call him 


“Chip” rather than Charles but in¬ 
vites the two women to dinner at 
his and his wife’s home. 

Miranda decides that playing 
along with the misattribution of 
coupledom could at least enable 
her to bring her work to the part¬ 
ner’s attention. However, when a 
second invitation is offered, she 
confesses her heterosexuality and 
scheming. The partner is 
disappointed, because he 
and his wife “were hop¬ 
ing to add a lesbian cou¬ 
ple to our circle of friends.” 
Just to be sure, Miranda 
plants a kiss on her date 
in the elevator, but they 
both agree Miranda 
ain’t got it. 

Mean¬ 
while, 

brought along 
to a party 
Carrie didn’t know was going to 
be all couples, Kim Cattrall - as 
Samantha, the oldest and most 
boy-crazy of the group - is freak¬ 
ing out and getting drunk. Not 
only is she trapped in Married 
Couple Hell, she recognizes a 
number of the husbands as men 
she’s schtupped. Another friend 
insists she crash on her sofa rather 
than go home, but Samantha, 
having eyed the young doorman 
on the way in, wakes and heads 
downstairs to seduce him. I’m 
watching as she opens her coat to 
reveal black lacy bra, underpants, 
and stockings ... and I’m all ... 
“Kiiiiiiim Cattraaaaaaall! Kiiiiiiim 
Cattraaaaaaall!” (bow, scrape!) 

It all makes me wonder, when 
lesbians should by all rights be 
just a hop, skip, and a jump away 
from ready access to the hot plea¬ 
sures of mutual lingerie-wearing 
seduction, just what makes those 
of us partial to such delights, a 
misunderstood and oft-mistrust¬ 
ed minority in the lesbian com¬ 


munity. According to that famous 
Advocate survey, one lesbian in six 
readily identifies herself as a 
femme-femme kind of gal... but 
do we have anything near a pro¬ 
portionate presence in lesbian 
community and culture? No way. 

Even at the recent Femme 
Conference. After having returned 
exhausted from a wonderfully 
productive but air travel-intensive 
business trip at the end of the pre¬ 
vious weekend, and made wary by 
my purely internal suspicions I 
might have to wade through too 
many butch/femme assumptions 
and too much standard lesbian 
conference drama (not to men¬ 
tion the queer studies kind), I just 
didn’t have it in me to clear the 
time and money to go. This was 
probably just as well: Cyberdyke 
postings and other reports sug¬ 
gested I might not have found 
much there for me. 


Not that I would have been 
bothered by, or have really disap¬ 
proved of, the content completely 
extraneous to me, my style and 
my desire. Sure, I might have de¬ 
spaired of the high percentage of 
hutches among the attendees ... I 
mean, no duh! But somehow, 
when I hear the words “Femme 
Conference,” I visualize lots of 
femmes getting together. I’d not 
have minded the FTMs who, 
though living out their maleness, 
nonetheless identified as “femme 
boys” (I’d have wondered about 
clarity on the concept, but...). 

And thus the eternal question: 
to look for the scarce girl-crazy 
femme among lesbians, or the 
scarce lesbian among non-dykes? 
For some of us, this question is 
more important - and more im¬ 
mediate - than identification with 
a community in which we’re a mi¬ 
nority. Sigh.... V

Army life: What a drag!

This week in gay history: Irving 
Berlin's This Is the Army, an all¬ 
soldier revue featuring drag rou¬ 
tines and stripteases, debuts in 
New York City, July 4, 1942. 

ntertainment for the armed 

forces during World War II 
1 M was much more than Bob 
Hope and the Andrews Sisters 
touring with the United Services 
Organization (USO). In 1942, to 
complement the USO, the Army 
Special Services Branch set up an 
all-soldier theatrical program to 
help boost troop morale. These 
shows almost invariably included 
drag numbers and female imper¬ 
sonators, which helped to foster 
an underground gay soldier com¬ 
munity during the war years. 

The Special Services Branch 
took the production of soldier 
shows very seriously, turning its 
personnel into “talent scouts” who 
searched army bases for likely per¬ 
formers among the enlisted men 

- the barracks’ cut-ups or clowns 

- and also those who might be 
able to write and direct the pro¬ 
ductions. Special Services also 
published handbooks nicknamed 
“Blueprint Specials,” which of¬ 
fered scripts, music and lyrics, and 
costume design instructions (in¬ 
cluding dress and evening gown 
patterns) to the soldiers. 

But one early soldier revue 
provided the clearest template for 
many subsequent army shows. 
Irving Berlin, who himself had 
served in World War I, wrote an 
all-soldier musical, This Is the 
Army, which debuted on July 4, 
1942 at the Broadway Theater in 
New York City to raise money for 
the production of other shows. 
TITA , as it was known, later 
toured other cities and was so suc¬ 
cessful that it was expanded into a 
Hollywood musical in 1943, star¬ 
ring Lieutenant Ronald Reagan. 
The revue featured all the basic el¬ 
ements that would become popu¬ 
lar in G.I. shows, including plenty 
of men in drag. 

At first, drag was incorporated 
because there were no women in 


the armed forces, but it remained 
popular even after the founding 
of the Women’s Auxiliary Army 
Corps (WAAC). Many drag 1 rou¬ 
tines had few queer undertones 
and featured bumbling chorus 
lines of hairy-chested soldiers 
dressed in tutus or frills. In TITA, 
for example, the spoof “Ladies of 
the Chorus” involved deep-voiced 
soldiers in dainty dresses, 
golden curls, and army 
boots singing and dancing 
with men in suits and 
straw boaters. In a ballet 
sequence, the men proved 
unable to lift some of the 
burly “ladies.” These bur¬ 
lesque-style skits 
carefully distanced 
the performers from 
any suggestion of ho¬ 
mosexuality. In the movie version 
of TITA, one soldier forced to play 
a chorus girl whines, “Grown-up 
guys in dames’ clothes! What a sad 
sack of bananas!” 

Other musical numbefs in 
TITA, however, involved comedy 
drawn more directly from gay 
male culture. In “Stage Door Can¬ 
teen,” a chorus of “hostesses,” 
again in dresses and army boots, 
sang lyrics with what sounds 
today (and must have sounded to 
gay soldiers then) like obvious gay 
subtext, alluding to the rules 
against homosexuality in the mil¬ 
itary: 

We could do more for the boys 
And greatly add to their joys. 
But we don’t get very far. 

The rules and regulations are 
We mustn’t be seen 
Outside the canteen 
With a soldier. 

In the final verse, the hostesses 
swore “to never be 
found/Canoodling around/With 
a soldier.” 

The canteen segment also in¬ 
corporated what had for years 
been a feature of gay male culture 
— female impersonation. More 
so than the broad comedy of cho¬ 
rus-line drag, female imperson¬ 
ation was and is a highly refined 
art projecting the illusion of be¬ 
coming the other gender. The 
mistress of ceremonies of the can¬ 
teen was “Jane Cowl,” a discipli- 



Judge rules for Holmes

San Francisco Superior 
Court judge ruled Monday, 
. June 29 in favor of a gay 
man who claimed he was improp¬ 
erly discharged from the National 
Guard. Judge David Garcia issued 
the final ruling on the matter, say¬ 
ing the military’s “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” policy violates the Cal¬ 
ifornia Constitution. 

Former First Lieutenant An¬ 
drew Holmes, a decorated offi¬ 
cer, brought his class action suit 
against the California National 
Guard after his discharge in 


1995. He told a superior officer 
about his sexual orientation in a 
memo. 

The plaintiff’s argument was 
based on the fact that the Califor¬ 
nia National Guard is both a fed¬ 
eral and state organization. When 
the judge’s preliminary ruling was 
issued, a spokesman for the state 
National Guard said they would 
appeal. 

Officials were not available for 
comment following Garcia’s final 
ruling. 

Garcia’s ruling would have al¬ 
lowed the class action lawsuit to 
go forward, but Homes has decid¬ 
ed not to pursue it further. T 
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narian who warned her hostesses 
that their guests should have fun, 
“but don’t be fools./It must be 
done according to the rules.” Miss 
Cowl introduced to the audience 
various “celebrities,” who were in 
fact soldiers impersonating some 
of the stars of the day. One private 
appeared as stripper Gypsy Rose 
Lee, and, as one reviewer noted, 
he “studied [her] striptease 
technique carefully. He is 
charmingly literary about it. 
...” Another private imper¬ 
sonated stage actress Lynn 
Fontanne, who issued or¬ 
ders to her stereotypically 
milquetoast husband, actor 
Alfred Lunt. Many 
gay soldiers had un¬ 
doubtedly heard the 
rumors about Lunt 
and Fontanne’s lavender mar¬ 
riage, so the skit provided them 
with a private joke that straight 
soldiers missed. 

The TITA canteen segment, “I 
Left My Heart at the Stage Door 
Canteen,” must have been 
poignant for many gay soldiers. In 
this sequence, a uniformed soldier 
sang a love song to his “girl,” an¬ 
other soldier in drag. Unlike other 
drag numbers, the song was un¬ 
abashedly romantic and not for 
comic relief. Gay audience mem¬ 
bers could fantasize about same- 
sex romance, and a day when one 
man could openly sing love lyrics 
to another man. 

The gay men in the audience 
weren’t the only ones who bene¬ 
fited from these drag numbers. A 
number of gay soldiers had been 
involved in the theater in their 
civilian days and were recruited to 
perform in the army shows. 
Often, being thrown together in 
these revues instilled a sense of ca¬ 
maraderie among gay enlisted 
men, by affording them an under¬ 
ground social network and a pub¬ 
lic way to camp it up. On the 
other hand, fear of exposure as 
gay, and dishonorable discharge 
were sometimes so great that 
many gay soldiers in these shows 
were too scared to “let their hair 
down,” even with each other. 

Ironically, while the U.S. mili¬ 
tary was for the first time dis¬ 
charging large numbers of gay 
soldiers, their own theatrical pro¬ 
gram inadvertently gave many gay 
soldiers, whether they were audi¬ 
ence members or participants, a 
way to connect with each other. T

I# group of HIV-positive 
women who have held suc- 
~ cessful “Positive Women, 
Positive Art” shows and sales in 
San Francisco are gearing up for 
their third event this Saturday and 
Sunday, July 4 - 5 at Noe Valley 
Ministry. The art will be left up 
through July 14. 

As with the previous art shows, 
this one will feature fun, great 
food, and exciting art, said Pali 
Boucher, who’s helping organize 
this weekend’s activities. Boucher, 
a woman living with AIDS, said 
she started the shows awhile ago 
as a way of pulling together other 
HIV-positive women and to feel 
good about her own life. 


“Many of these women have 
come from very artistic back¬ 
grounds, but when they found 
out they were HIV-positive, they 
put much of their lives on hold, 
including their artistic expres¬ 
sion,” said Boucher. “Others, like 
me, had been homeless and on 
drugs, life was very hard, but have 
lifted out of that and started 
reaching out through art.” 

Boucher is noted for her pho¬ 
tographs of people living with 
AIDS and their pets, and she’ll 
have those at the show. Other arts 
and crafts will also be featured, 
including ceramics, jewelry, 
paintings, and photographs. 
Boucher has been supported in 
organizing this weekend’s show 
and sale by several local organiza¬ 
tions, including the Women’s 
AIDS Network (WAN), WORLD 
(Women Organized to Respond 
to Life-threatening Diseases), and 


Pets Are Wonderful Support 
(PAWS). 

“Mostly, what’s important to 
me is that people show up,” said 
Boucher. “We are very proud of 
the work we are doing. We have 
great free food donated by local 
businesses, free raffles, and most¬ 
ly it’s just a very laid back, fun at¬ 
mosphere.” 

She added that Positive Women, 
Positive Art welcomes anyone iden¬ 
tifying as a woman who is HIV¬ 
positive to come join the group. 
“We will continue to do these 
shows as long as women want to be 
in them,” Boucher said. ▼

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Radical Faeries founder 
fights ‘drug nomads’ 
in the Upper Haight

11 s anyone knows who’s navi- 

1 gated the crowded side¬ 
walks of Upper Haight 
Street in recent years, a common 
refrain heard in passing, most 
often uttered sotto voce by young 
men and women camping out in 
front of stores, is “Buds? Doses?” 

The kids are independent mer¬ 
chants, of sorts, peddling mari¬ 
juana buds and doses of LSD, 
among other drugs, and eking out 
an existence that ignores the 
mainstream economy and rejects 
establishment values. Moreover, 
the ragamuffins are tourist attrac¬ 
tions, adding to the local color. 
Visitors imagine them to be like 
the hippies during the much bal- 
lyhooed Summer of Love. 

Yet that description of the 
street urchins is far too kind, in 
the vie v of one long-time Haight 
Ashbury resident, who recently 
stepped up his long-running cam¬ 
paign to get police to roust the 
itinerants from the street and put 
them in jail if necessary. 

“What’s happening in the 
Haight,” says Arthur Evans, who 
has lived in an apartment near the 
corner of Haight and Ashbury for 
24 years, “is that young white 
male nomads who are not San 
Franciscans are flocking here, sell¬ 
ing drugs, trashing the neighbor¬ 
hood, and then passing them¬ 
selves off as the San Francisco 
homeless.” Far from being peace 
loving hippies, he adds, “they are 
not easygoing. They are vicious, 
destructive, racist, misogynist, ho¬ 
mophobic, the whole ball of wax. 
On top of it, they’re on drugs. I 
shudder to think what will hap¬ 
pen when they start using guns.” 

Coming from almost anyone 
else, such comments might be dis¬ 
missed as the narrow-minded 
rantings of someone opposed to 
people leading alternative 
lifestyles. 

Yet Evans is far from an estab¬ 
lishment type. Indeed, he is an 
important figure in the historic 
struggle for gay liberation, the au¬ 
thor of histories on the persecu¬ 
tion of pagans by Christians (his 
first book, Witchcraft and the Gay 
Counterculture, has become a cult 
classic), a scholar critical of scien¬ 
tific reasoning, and a founder of 
the Radical Faeries, a thriving 
tribe of pagan queers who also re¬ 
ject mainstream values and eco¬ 
nomics. 

“This is not a left wing versus a 
right wing issue,” insists Evans. 


“This is an issue of neighborhood 
survival, and my own survival. 
Everybody who believes in the 
importance of community should 
rally against those who trash and 
destroy community.” 

Lord of the Flies on drugs 

Evans, who says this summer’s 
influx of “drug nomads” is “as bad 
as I can remember in 24 years,” 
has appealed repeatedly to city of¬ 
ficials to take action to clean up 
the neighborhood, to little avail. 

“Because of Police Commis¬ 
sion orders,” he laments, “and not 
because of any state or local laws, 
it is illegal for the police to cite 
someone for blocking the side¬ 
walk unless the police have a spe¬ 
cific complaint from a civilian. 
That policy, in my opinion, is pre¬ 
posterous.” 

Evans says he and other Haight 
residents have worked for years to 
get openly lesbian Police Com¬ 
mission President Pat Norman, as 
well as her predecessor, John 
Keker, to drop the requirement, 
but “they refused to do so.” 

Now Evans is taking his cam¬ 
paign to the Board of Supervisors, 
hoping to convince Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano to support efforts 
to allow the police to stop people 
from blocking the sidewalks (“the 


drug nomads first stake out their 
territory by sprawling all over the 
sidewalk,” Evans wrote in a recent 
e-mail to Ammiano), arrest peo¬ 
ple who sell drugs in public, and 
reform the welfare laws. 

“Most of the drug nomads 
who come here get on welfare 
after a short stay,” Evans wrote to 
Ammiano. “Welfare should be for 
San Franciscans, not abusive no¬ 
mads.” 

Ominously, in Evans’s view, 
some of what’s happening in his 
neighborhood is now beginning 
to affect the Castro. 

“I’ve noticed the drug nomads 
from the Haight are now infiltrat¬ 
ing the Castro and passing them¬ 
selves off there as the San Francis¬ 
co homeless. In fact, they are drug 
dealers, and drug dealers, in my 
opinion, are the worst form of 
American capitalists.” 

Asked if he didn’t find it iron¬ 
ic for a founder of the Radical 
Faeries to oppose those attempt¬ 
ing to lead alternative lifestyles in 
the Haight, Evans replied, “Did 
you ever see a movie called Lord of 
the Flies ? What we have in the 
Haight is Lord of the Flies on 
drugs. The answer is respect for 
the community and self-respect. 
That’s what is missing in the drug 
nomads in the Haight.” T

where gigantic rainbow flags 
flapped gracefully overhead, 
through booth-lined streets, to 
the grassy areas bordering the 
Main Stage in front of City Hall. 

Soon thousands of people 
filled up the area, creating a more 
congested celebration area than 
usual. Yet, except for having to 
wait in packed food lines that 
inched forward at a glacial pace, 
everyone was in high spirits. Not 
even a fog layer dampened the 
mood, though the chill it brought 
meant less flesh was exposed than 
many would have liked. 

At 3:45 p.m. on Sunday, Mayor 
Willie Brown announced from 
the Main Stage at Civic Center 
that more than one million peo¬ 
ple had participated in the com¬ 
bined Pink Saturday celebration 
in the Castro and the parade and 
celebration on Sunday. 

For those who managed to 
squeeze into the crowds enjoying 
the Main Stage performances, the 
reward was a mostly stellar line-up 
of entertainment, including some 
pleasant surprises, though the pre¬ 
sentation was not without glitches. 

The most exciting (albeit un¬ 
advertised) event on that stage was 
the appearance of Chumbawam- 
ba, the British rock group current¬ 
ly enjoying world-wide celebrity. 
The group, whose members reside 
in an anarchist commune outside 
of London, performed a three- 
song acoustic set, including a piece 
titled “Homophobia.” 

“They had contracted to do 
another gig in the Bay Area that 
evening,” said Ken Bunch, enter¬ 
tainment director for the Main 
Stage. For contractual reasons, he 
explained, “they asked us not to 
do any publicity.” 

Other star performers on the 
stage included Alison Moyet and 
Ultra Nate. 

“The reason we had such a 
phenomenal lineup was because 
of [Pride Committee Executive 
Director] Teddy Witherington’s 
contacts in London and New 
York,” said Bunch. “No one be¬ 
sides Teddy would have known 
how to contact such people. 
That’s why the committee went 
out and got Teddy.” 

Witherington, who only re¬ 
cently moved to San Francisco, 
ran London Pride for many years. 
He was hired to be this city’s first- 
ever Pride executive director. 

Shit always happens 

Yet not everyone was happy 
with the way things went on the 
Main Stage. In particular, the 
members of three San Francisco 
rock groups - Pansy Division, En¬ 
rique, and Blue Period - expressed 
anger at being bumped off the 



stage because some performers 
took more than their allotted time. 

“I don’t want to make it seem 
they were picking on us,” said 
Pansy Division singer/guitarist 
Jon Ginoli, “but shit always seems 
to happen to the local bands here. 
We get appreciated far more in 
other cities. It’s a drag. We were 
there on time, ready to play, and 
sat around for four hours.” 

“We got down to see Chum- 
bawamba and Alison Moyet, 
which was cool,” said Pansy Divi¬ 
sion bassist Chris Freeman, “but 
otherwise they wasted our day. 
They overbooked.” 

“The problem was some of the 
acts played longer than they were 
scheduled to,” responded Bunch, 
who apologized to the bands that 
got cut. 

Although stage manager Cristi 
Delgado did her best to keep every¬ 
one on schedule, said Bunch, she 
was unable to keep Candye Kane, 


Billy Ray Martin, and a few others 
from going well over their 10- 
minute time slots. “If all the bands 
had stuck to the schedule,” said 
Bunch, “we would have been fine.” 

The actions of a few bands 
showed “a lack of respect for us, 
the Pride Committee, and the 
bands scheduled after them,” 
added Bunch. 

In upping the ante this year 
and offering “the greatest enter¬ 
tainment ever,” said spokesperson 
Alan White, Pride organizers 
knew “there would be things we’d 
mess up. When you raise the 
stakes this high, you’re going to 
mess up at times, you have to un¬ 
derstand that.” 

Despite the glitches, Pride or¬ 
ganizers declared the event a San 
Francisco milestone. 

“We believe unquestionably it 
was the most successful event in 
Pride’s 29-year history,” said 
White. T

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How sh ould I take C RI XIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes . 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medications? ** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening 

problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, orRIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 
TAGAMET® (cimetidine) isoniazid (INH)

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole)

What are the possible side effects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other aiiti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually' this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 
Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any 
other unusual symptoms. If the condition 
persists or worsens, seek medical attention.

alifornia health officials re- 
4 port a 60 percent decline in 
%' AIDS deaths in the first six 
months of 1997, compared with 
the first half of the previous year. 

The Department of Health Ser¬ 
vices said today whites still account 
for the largest percentage of AIDS 
cases, although rates for blacks and 
Hispanics are increasing. 

Health Director Kim Belshe 
credited the overall decline with 


increased financing of the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program, which 
provides drugs to HIV and AIDS 
patients who can’t afford them. 
She says 53 drugs are now avail¬ 
able through the program. 

The AIDS report says Califor¬ 
nia accounts for about 17 percent 
of all reported cases in the United 
States, and 94,300 to 130,500 Cal¬ 
ifornians are living with the dis¬ 
ease. 

The report says most people 
seeking publicly financed HIV 
tests were heterosexuals. ▼

WARNING 

CO-ADMINISTRATION OF NORVIR WITH CERTAIN NONSEDATING ANTIHISTAMINES, SEDATIVE 
HYPNOTICS, ANTIARRHYTHMICS. OR ERGOT ALKALOID PREPARATIONS MAY RESULT IN POTEN¬ 
TIALLY SERIOUS AND/OR LIFE-THREATENING ADVERSE EVENTS DUE TO POSSIBLE EFFECTS OF 
NORVIR ON THE HEPATIC METABOLISM OF CERTAIN DRUGS. SEE CONTRAINDICATIONS AND 
PRECAUTIONS SECTIONS. 


INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

NORVIR is indicated in combination with other antiretroviral agents or as monotherapy for the treatment of HIV-infection. 
For patients with advanced HIV disease, this indication is based on the results from a study that showed a reduction in both 
mortality and AIDS-defining clinical events for patients who received NORVIR. Median duration of follow-up in this,study 
was 6 months. The clinical benefit from NORVIR therapy for longer periods of treatment is unknown. 

For patients with less advanced disease, this indication is based on changes in surrogate markers in studies evaluating 
patients who received NORVIR alone or in combination with other antiretroviral agents. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

NORVIR is contraindicated in patients with known hypersensitivity to ritonavir or any of its ingredients. 

Ritonavir is expected to produce large increases in the plasma concentrations of the following drugs: amiodarone, astemi- 
zole. bepridil. bupropion, cisapride, clozapine, dihydroergotamine, encainide, ergotamine. flecainide, meperidine, pimozide, 
piroxicam, propafenone, propoxyphene, quinidine, rifabutin, and terfenadine. These agents have recognized risks of arrhyth¬ 
mias. hematologic abnormalities, seizures, or other potentially serious adverse effects. Additionally, postmarketing reports of 
co-administration of ritonavir with ergotamine or dihydroergotamine has been associated with acute ergot toxicity character¬ 
ized by peripheral vasospasm and ischemia of the extremities. These drugs should not be eo-administered with ritonavir. 

Ritonavir co-administration is also expected to produce large increases in these highly metabolized sedatives and hyp¬ 
notics: clorazepate, diazepam, estazolam. flurazepam, midazolam, triazolam, and zolpidem. Due to the potential for 
extreme sedation and respiratory depression from these agents, these drugs should not be co-administered with 
ritonavir. 

WARNINGS 

Allergic reactions including urticaria, mild skin eruptions, bronchospasm, and angioedema have been reported. Rare cases 
of anaphylaxis and Stevens-Johnson syndrome have also been reported; 

Hepatic transaminase elevations exceeding 5 times the upper limit of normal, clinical hepatitis, and jaundice have 
occurred in patients receiving NORVIR alone or in combination with other antiretroviral drugs (see Table 3). There may 
be an increased risk for transaminase elevations in patients with underlying hepatitis B or C. Therefore, caution should 
be exercised when administering NORVIR to patients with pre-existing liver diseases, liver enzyme abnormalities, or 
hepatitis. 

There have been postmarketing reports of hepatic dysfunction, including some fatalities. These have generally occurred 
in patients taking multiple concomitant medications and/or with advanced AIDS. A definitive causal relationship has not 
been established. 

New onset diabetes mellitus, exacerbation of pre-existing diabetes mellitus, and hyperglycemia have-been reported dur¬ 
ing postmarketing surveillance in HIV-infected patients receiving protease inhibitor therapy. Some patients required 
either initiation or dose adjustments of insulin or oral hypoglycemic agents for treatment of these events. In some cases, 
diabetic ketoacidosis has occurred. In those patients who discontinued protease inhibitor therapy, hyperglycemia persisted 
in some cases. Because these events have been reported voluntarily during clinical practice, estimates of frequency can¬ 
not be made and a causal relationship between protease inhibitor therapy and these events has not been established. 
PRECAUTIONS 
General 

Ritonavir is principally metabolized by the liver. Therefore, caution should be exercised when administering this drug to 
patients with impaired hepatic function (see WARNINGS). 

Resistance/C ross-resistancc 

The potential for HIV cross-resistance between protease inhibitors has not been fully explored. Therefore, it is unknown 
what effect ritonavir therapy will have on the activity of subsequent protease inhibitors. 

Hemophilia 

There have been reports of increased bleeding, including spontaneous skin hematomas and hemarthrosis. in patients with 
hemophilia type A and B treated with protease inhibitors. In some patients additional factor VIII was given. In more than 
half of the reported cases, treatment with protease inhibitors was continued or reintroduced. A causal relationship has not 
been established. 


Information For Patients 

Patients should be informed that NORVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and that they may continue to acquire illnesses 
associated with advanced HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. 

Patients should be told that the long-term effects of NORVIR are unknown at this time. They should be informed that 
NORVIR therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Patients should be advised to take NORVIR with food, if possible. 

Patients should be informed to take NORVIR every day as prescribed. Patients should not alter the dose or discontinue 
NORVIR without consulting their doctor. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon as possible. How¬ 
ever. if a dose is skipped, the patient should not double the next dose. 

Since NORVIR interacts with some drugs when taken together, patients should be advised to report to their doctor the 
use of any other medications, including prescription and nonprescription drugs. 

Laboratory Tests 

Ritonavir has been associated with alterations in triglycerides, cholesterol. SCOT, SGPT, GGT, CPK, and uric acid. 
Appropriate laboratory testing should be performed prior to initiating NORVIR therapy and at periodic intervals or if any 
clinical signs or symptoms occur during therapy. For comprehensive information concerning laboratory test alterations 
associated with nucleoside analogues, physicians should refer to the complete product information for each of these drugs. 
Drug Interactions 
Effects on ritonavir 

Agents which increase CYP3A activity (e.g.. phenobarbital, carbamazepine, dexamethasone, phenytoin. rifampin, and 
rifabutin) are expected to increase the clearance of ritonavir resulting in decreased ritonavir plasma concentrations. 
Tobacco use is associated with an 18% decrease in the AUC of ritonavir. 

Effects on co-administered drugs 

Ritonavir can produce large increases in plasma concentrations of certain highly metabolized drugs. Ritonavir has a high 
affinity for several cytochrome P450 (CYP) isoforms with the following rank order: CYP3A > CYP2D6 > CYP2C9, 
CYP2CI9 » CYP2A9, CYPIA2, CYP2E1. There is some evidence that ritonavir may increase the activity of glu- 
curonosyl transferases; thus, loss of therapeutic effects from directly glucuronidated agents during ritonavir therapy may 
signify the need for dosage alteration of these agents. 

Clinical drug interaction studies with ritonavir and some commonly administered drugs have been conducted. Drugs 
that may need dose adjustment based on information from these studies are listed below in alphabetical order. Drugs that 
are predicted to be affected by co-administration with ritonavir are listed in Table 1. 

Clar ithromycin : The mean increase in the AUC of clarithromycin in the presence of ritonavir was 77%. 
Clarithromycin may be administered without dosage adjustment to patients with normal renal function. However, for 
patients with renal impairment the following dosage adjustments should be considered. For patients with CL< R 30 to 
60 mL/min the dose of clarithromycin should be reduced by 50%. For patients with CL rR < 30 mL/min the dose of 
clarithromycin should be decreased by 75%. 

Desipramine : Co-administration of ritonavir resulted in a 145% mean increase in the AUC of desipramine. Dosage reduc¬ 
tion of desipramine should be considered in patients taking the combination. 

Didanosine : The AUC of didanosine was decreased by 13% when co-administered with ritonavir. Didanosinc may be admin¬ 
istered without dosage adjustment to patients taking ritonavir, however, dosing of the two drugs should be separated by 
2.5 hours to avoid formulation incompatibility. 

Disulfiram/Mctronidazole : Ritonavir formulations contain alcohol, which can produce reactions when co-administered 
with disulfiram or other drugs that produce disulftram-like reactions (e.g., metronidazole). 

Oral Contraceptives : The mean AUC of ethinyl estradiol, a component in oral contraceptives, was reduced 40% during con¬ 
comitant dosing with ritonavir 500 mg ql2h; dosage increase or alternate contraceptive measures should be considered. 
Saq uinavir : Ritonavir extensively inhibits the metabolism of saquinavir resulting in greatly increased saquinavir plasma 
concentrations. Following approximately 4 weeks of a combination regimen of saquinavir (400 or 600 mg b.i.d.) and 
ritonavir (400 or 600 mg b.i.d.) in HIV-infected patients, saquinavir AUC values were at least 17-fold greater than his¬ 
torical AUC values from patients'who received saquinavir 600 mg t.i.d without ritonavir. When used in combination ther¬ 
apy for up to 24 weeks, doses greater than 400 mg b.i.d. of either ritonavir or saquinavir were associated with an increase 
in adverse events. Plasma exposures achieved with Invirase® (saquinavir mesylate) (400 mg b.i.d.) and ritonavir (400 mg 
b.i.d.) are similar to those achieved with Fortovase™ (saquinavir) (400 mg b.i.d.) and ritonavir (400 mg b.i.d.). 
Theophylline : The average AUC of theophylline was reduced by 43% when co-administered with ritonavir. Increased 
dosage of theophylline may be required. 

A systematic review of over 200 medications prescribed to HIV-infected patients was performed to identify potential drug 
interactions with ritonavir. Table I summarizes some commonly prescribed drugs, categorized by the predicted magni¬ 
tude of interaction that could result if co-administered with ritonavir. Drugs that are specifically contraindicated due to 
the expected magnitude of interaction and potential for serious adverse events are in the first column of Table 1. This table 
lists the predicted magnitude of drug interaction based on what is known about the metabolism for each medication. The 
actual magnitude of interaction could be larger or smaller than that listed; therefore, it is advised that concomitant use of 
any of these agents with ritonavir should be accompanied by therapeutic drug concentration monitoring and/or increased 
monitoring of therapeutic and adverse effects, especially for agents with narrow therapeutic margins (e.g., oral anticoag¬ 
ulants, immunosuppressants). Large dosage reductions (>50% reduction) may be required for those agents extensively 
metabolized by CYP3A.

Post-Marketing Experience with Drugs Listed in Table 1 

Cardiac and neurologic events have been reported when ritonavir has been co-adminislered with disopyramide, mexile- 
tine. nefazodone, or fluoxetine. The possibility of drug interaction cannot be excluded. 

Carcinogenesis and Mutagenesis 

Long-term carcinogenicity studies of ritonavir in animal systems have not been completed. However, ritonavir was not 
mutagenic or clastogenic in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including bacterial reverse mutation (Ames) using 
S. typhimurium and E. coli. mouse lymphoma, mouse micronucleus, and chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes. 

Pregnancy, Fertility, and Reproduction 

Pregnancy Category B: Ritonavir produced no effects on fertility in rats at drug exposures approximately 40% (male) and 
60% (female) of that achieved with the proposed therapeutic dose. Higher dosages were not feasible due to hepatic toxicity. 

No treatment-related malformations were observed when ritonavir was administered to pregnant rats or rabbits. Devel¬ 
opmental toxicity observed in rats (early resorptions, decreased felal body weight and ossification delays and develop¬ 
mental variations) occurred at a maternally toxic dosage at an exposure equivalent to approximately 30% of that achieved 
with the proposed therapeutic dose. A slight increase in the incidence of cryptorchidism was also noted in rats at an expo¬ 
sure approximately 22% of that achieved with the proposed therapeutic dose. 

Developmental toxicity observed in rabbits (resorptions, decreased litter size and decreased fetal weights) also occurred 
at a maternally toxic dosage equivalent to 1.8 times the proposed therapeutic dose based on a body surface area conver¬ 
sion factor. 

There are, however, no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies 
are not always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether this drug is excreted in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in 
human milk, caution should be exercised when ritonavir is administered to a nursing woman. However, the U.S. Public 
Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises HIV-infected women not to breast-feed to avoid post¬ 
natal transmission of HIV to a child who may not be infected. 

Pediatric Use 

The safety and pharmacokinetic profile of ritonavir in pediatric patients below the age of 2 years have not been estab¬ 
lished. In HIV-infected patients age 2 to 16 years, the adverse event profile seen during a clinical trial and postmarketing 
experience was similar to that for adult patients. The evaluation of the antiviral activity of ritonavir in pediatric patients 
in clinical trials is ongoing. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The safety of NORVIR alone and in combination with nucleoside analogues was studied in 1140 patients. Table 2 lists 
treatment-emergent adverse events (at least possibly related and of at least moderate intensity) that occurred in 2% or 
greater of patients receiving NORVIR alone or in combination with nucleosides in Study 245 or Study 247. At the time 
of this safety assessment, the median duration of treatment in Study 245 and Study 247 was 3.7 and 2.4 months, respec¬ 
tively. However, safety data was collected on patients for greater than 6 months of treatment. The most frequently 
reported clinical adverse events, other than asthenia, among patients receiving NORVIR were gastrointestinal and neuro¬ 
logical disturbances including nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, anorexia, abdominal pain, taste perversion, and circumoral and 
peripheral paresthesias. Similar adverse event profiles were reported in patients receiving ritonavir in other trials.

Body as a Whole: Abdomen enlarged, accidental injury, allergic reaction, back pain, cachexia, chest pain, chills, facial 
edema, facial pain, flu syndrome, hormone level altered, hypothermia, kidney pain, neck pain, neck rigidity, pain (unspec¬ 
ified). substernal chest pain, and photosensitivity reaction. 

Cardiovascular System: Hemorrhage, hypotension, migraine, palpitation, peripheral vascujar disorder, postural 
hypotension, syncope, and tachycardia. 

Digestive System: Abnormal stools, bloody diarrhea, cheilitis, cholangitis, colitis, dry mouth, dysphagia, eructation, 
esophagitis, gastritis, gastroenteritis, gastrointestinal disorder, gastrointestinal hemorrhage, gingivitis, hepatitis. 


hepatomegaly, ileitis, liver damage, liver function tests abnormal, mouth ulcer, oral moniliasis, pancreatitis, periodontal 
abscess, rectal disorder, tenesmus, and thirst. 

Endocrine System: Diabetes meilitus. 

Hemic and Lymphatic System: Anemia, ecchymosis, leukopenia, lymphadenopathy, lymphocytosis, and thrombocy¬ 
topenia. 

Metabolic and Nutritional Disorders: Avitaminosis, dehydration, edema, glycosuria, gout, hypercholesteremia, periph¬ 
eral edema, and weight loss. 

Musculoskeletal System: Arthralgia, arthrosis, joint disorder, muscle cramps, muscle weakness, myositis, and twitching. 
Nervous System: Abnormal dreams, abnormal gait, agitation, amnesia, anxiety, aphasia, ataxia, confusion, convulsion, 
depression, diplopia, emotional lability, euphoria, grand mal convulsion, hallucinations, hyperesthesia, incoordination, 
libido decreased, nervousness, neuralgia, neuropathy, paralysis, peripheral neuropathy, peripheral sensory neuropathy, 
personality disorder, tremor, urinary retention, and vertigo. 

Respiratory System: Asthma, dyspnea, cpistaxis, hiccup, hypoventilation, increased cough, interstitial pneumonia, lung 
disorder, and rhinitis. 

Skin and Appendages: Acne, contact dermatitis, dry skin, eczema, folliculitis, maculopapular rash, molluscum contagio- 
sum, pruritus, psoriasis, seborrhea, urticaria, and vesiculobullous rash. 

Special Senses: Abnormal electro-oculogram, abnormal eleciroretinogram, abnormal vision, amblyopia/blurred vision, 
blepharitis, ear pain, eye pain, hearing impairment, increased cerumen, iritis, parosmia, photophobia, taste loss, tinnitus, 
uveitis, and visual field defect. 

Urogenital System: Dysuria, hematuria, impotence, kidney calculus, kidney failure, nocturia, penis disorder, polyuria, 
pyelonephritis, urethritis, and urinary frequency. 

Post-Marketing Experience: 

There have been postmarketing reports of seizure. Cause and effect relationship has not been established. 

Dehydration, usually associated with gastrointestinal symptoms, and sometimes resulting in hypotension, syncope, or 
renal insufficiency has been reported. Syncope, orthostatic hypotension, and renal insufficiency have also been reported 
without known dehydration. 

Laboratory Abnormalities

OVERDOSAGE 

Acute Overdosage 

Human Overdose Experience: Human experience of acute overdose with NORVIR is limited. One patient in clinical tri¬ 
als took NORVIR 1500 mg/day for two days. The patient reported paresthesias which resolved after the dose was 
decreased. A post-marketing case of renal failure with eosinophilia has been reported with ritonavir overdose. 

The approximate lethal dose was found to be greater than 20 times the related human dose in rats and 10 times the 
related human dose in mice. 

Management of Overdosage 

Treatment of overdose with NORVIR consists of general supportive measures including monitoring of vital signs and 
observation of the clinical status of the patient. There is no specific antidote for overdose with NORVIR. If indicated, 
elimination of unabsorbed drug should be achieved by emesis or gastric lavage; usual precautions should be observed to 
maintain the airway. Administration of activated charcoal may also be used to aid in removal of unabsorbed drug. Since 
ritonavir is extensively metabolized by the liver and is highly protein bound, dialysis is unlikely to be beneficial in sig¬ 
nificant removal of the drug. A Certified Poison Control Center should be consulted for up-to-date information on the 
management of overdose with NORVIR.

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Consenting adults: 

the challenge of informed consent

etting aside for a moment 
the well-known difficulties 
% p of discovering or designing 
new drugs and vaccines, perhaps 
the most complicated problem for 
modern medicine is how to find 
out if they really work in humans 
without putting people at unnec¬ 
essary risk. This puzzle has several 
well-defined pieces, but it is par¬ 
ticularly difficult for HIV vaccines. 

Safety and efficacy trials 

The cornerstone piece of 
human experimentation is the clin¬ 
ical trial, which carefully measures 
the effect (which must be statisti¬ 
cally “significant”) of the drug or 
vaccine. Trials must be done in 
enough people so that statistically 
the result cannot be by chance 
(usually up to a very high level of 
reliability, or statistical “confi¬ 
dence”). Since the Thalidomide 
disasters of the 1960s, the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) 
and similar agencies in other coun¬ 
tries require such scientific proof of 
safety and efficacy. This is why it 
takes so long and costs so much to 
license a new medical product. 

The process is not foolproof 
however, and AIDS activists and 
pharmaceutical companies have 
put pressure on FDA to make it 
faster, so lifesaving treatments 
(and corporate profits) can be 
available sooner. Politicians sup¬ 
portive of less government con¬ 
trol have facilitated this positive 
change, but now we are hearing of 
drugs taken off of the market be¬ 
cause safety problems arose after 
approval and marketing. Protec¬ 
tions, proof of efficacy, and access 
must strike a delicate balance. 

Personal health 
and public health 

We can get an indication if a 
drug is helping by testing it in a 
smallish number of sick people. If 
doctors believe it may or will 
work, and it has some benefit over 
existing treatment, many have lit¬ 
tle difficulty recommending it for 
their patients while it is still exper¬ 
imental, and patients can enroll in 
clinical trials with some hope of a 
benefit. That is one reason many 
AIDS patients and activists follow 
the drug testing process so closely. 

Human trials of preventive 
vaccines pose a much more diffi¬ 
cult problem because they are test¬ 
ed and ultimately used on healthy 
individuals for HIV, because there 
are other ways to prevent infec¬ 
tion, and because no vaccine is 
100 percent effective. In addition, 
scientists are in genuine disagree¬ 
ment about what is likely to work, 
so at our current level of under¬ 
standing, big trials with thousands 
of at-risk individuals will be re¬ 
quired to even get an indication, if 
any approach has any value at all. 

Three levels of approval 

The Nazi doctors who per¬ 
formed terrible experiments on 
prisoners were only an extreme of 
medical exploitation, often in the 
name of science or mankind. Our 
own country also has a history of 
running questionable experi¬ 
ments on vulnerable groups, and 
usually the experimenter believes 
in what he is doing, so much that 
he may not be an objective judge 
of its scientific merit and ethics. 

So, since the Nuremberg trials 


there has been an international ef¬ 
fort to protect the rights of indi¬ 
viduals, while at the same time 
being able to conduct important 
human experiments, which have 
the prospect of improving the 
human condition. The ethical 
principles for this effort were de¬ 
fined in a 1979 report by the 
National Commission for ^ 
the Protection of 
Human Subjects in 
Biomedical and Be¬ 
havioral Research 
called the Belmont Re¬ 
port. The three principles 
are respect for a person 
(autonomy), benefi¬ 
cence (doing no 
harm, maximizing 
possible benefits, and 
minimizing possible harms), and 
justice (equitable distribution of 
risks and benefits). 

In the U.S., the FDA must first 
approve the complete protocol for 
any human trial, and then an Insti¬ 
tutional Review Board (IRB) at 
each site must approve it locally. 
The requirements for IRB mem¬ 
bership were designed to ensure 
various points of view, some mea¬ 
sure of objectivity, and expertise. 
There are seven distinct criteria 
IRBs are to follow based on the Bel¬ 
mont principles, including careful 
attention to informed consent doc¬ 
uments and process. Yet only last 
month, federal investigators deter¬ 
mined that clinical trials were often 
unsafe and unethical because these 
boards are overworked, often un¬ 
qualified, and didn’t do their job 
well enough. There is ample evi¬ 
dence of misleading recruitment 
and advertisements that don’t 
mention the risks and experimen¬ 
tal nature of human trials. So let 
the “buyer” of research beware! 

Informed consent: the 
personal level of approval 

The Belmont principle of re¬ 
spect for persons includes treating 
individuals as independent deci¬ 
sion-makers, and protecting those 
who are incapable of making in¬ 
dependent decisions. All existing 
codes of research ethics, and reg¬ 
ulations in the U.S. and many 
other countries, require obtaining 
the individual consent of each 
participant based on respect for 
the person’s autonomy, indepen¬ 
dence, and freedom to choose. 
The Council for International Or¬ 
ganizations of Medical Sciences 
(CIOMS) defines this as “consent 
given by a competent individual 
who has received the necessary in¬ 
formation; who has adequately 
understood the information; and 
who, after considering the infor¬ 
mation has arrived at a decision 
without having been subject to 
coercion, undue influence or in¬ 
ducement, or intimidation.” 

Federal regulations specify 
what elements must be included in 
informed consent. These are usu¬ 
ally covered in a written document 
signed by the participant and by a 
witness, who represents the study 
team, and who should be respon¬ 
sible for explaining the study and 
answering all questions. That is the 
letter of the law, which often is as 
far as informed consent goes. 

Essential information 

1. A statement that the study in¬ 
volves research, an explanation of 
the purposes of the research and 
the expected duration of the sub¬ 
ject’s participation, a description of 
the procedures to be followed, and 


identification of any procedures 
which are experimental. 

2. A description of any reason¬ 
ably foreseeable risks or discom¬ 
forts to the subject. 

3. A description of any benefits 
to the subject or to others, which 
may reasonably be expected from 
the research. 

4. A disclosure of appropriate 
alternative procedures or 
courses of treatment, if 
any, that might be advan¬ 
tageous to the subject. 

5. A statement de¬ 
scribing the extent, if 
any, to which confiden¬ 
tiality of records iden¬ 
tifying the subject will 
be maintained. 

6. For research in¬ 
volving more than minimal risk, an 
explanation as to whether any com¬ 
pensation and an explanation as to 
whether any medical treatments are 
available if injury occurs and if so, 
what they consist of, or where fur¬ 
ther information may be obtained. 
(The international guidelines re¬ 
quire that therapy be provided free 
of charge for specified types of re¬ 
search-related injury.) 

7. An explanation of whom to 
contact for answers to pertinent 
questions about the research and 
the research subjects’ rights, and 
whom to contact in the event of 
research-related injury.

8. A statement that participa¬

The international guidelines 
also specify that informed consent 
represents more than just a legal 
document with a couple of signa¬ 
tures to protect investigators and 
their institutions. They state it is 
the duty of the investigator to: 

• communicate to the prospec¬ 
tive subject all the information 
necessary for adequately in¬ 
formed consent; 

• give the prospective subject 
full opportunity and encourage¬ 
ment to ask questions; 

• exclude the possibility of un¬ 
justified deception, undue influ¬ 
ence and intimidation; 

• seek consent only after the 
prospective subject has adequate 
knowledge of the relevant facts 
and of the consequences of par¬ 
ticipation, and has had sufficient

CIOMS guidelines 
specify that informed consent is 
ultimately the responsibility of the 
investigator, and that the informa¬ 
tion be provided in “language that 
he or she (the participant) is capa¬ 
ble of understanding.” Often the 
attitude and openness of the in¬ 
vestigator will help you decide if 
you want to enroll in the trial. 

If you want to know more 
about ethical issues in the devel¬ 
opment and testing of a preven¬ 
tive HIV vaccine, see AIDS Vac¬ 
cine by Christine Grady, 1995. She 
actually proposes a fourth level of 
consent, at the community level, 
which seems like a good idea for 
vaccines that benefit the commu¬ 
nity, but which is difficult to de¬ 
fine, let alone accomplish.

AIDS conference 
tries to close gaps

M ore than 10,000 doctors, scien¬ 
tists, and activists converged on 
Geneva, Switzerland to spend a 
week sorting through thou¬ 
sands of reports on progress and fail¬ 
ure in combating the worldwide epi¬ 
demic of AIDS. The conference 
began on Sunday, June 28 and will 
continue until Friday, July 3. 

Key presentations have dis¬ 
cussed growing incidences of 
side effects of protease in¬ 
hibitors - still the mainstay 
of treatment - and whether 
HIV/AIDS infection can be 
treated with fewer doses of" 
drugs to help those with in¬ 
fection comply with treatment 
regimens. 

The theme of the 12th World 
AIDS Conference, “Bridging the 
Gap,” also explores the widening 
abyss between those who can af¬ 
ford treatment and the vast major¬ 
ity of the 30 million people living with 
HIV who do not have access to medication. 

Robin Gorna, executive director of the 
Australian Federation of AIDS Organiza¬ 
tions and the community planning com¬ 
mittee chairman of the conference, 
promised, “Gaps in prevention, research, 
and human rights will be addressed in all 
major sessions, as will urgent social and po¬ 
litical issues such as access to treatment for 
people living with HIV in the developing 
world.” 

Even though costs of some drugs are de¬

UN AIDS director calls 
for a new urgency

A IDS prevention programs do work, 
but are not being applied widely 
enough, the head of the United Na¬ 
tions AIDS program announced 
Sunday, June 28 during the opening session 
of the 12th International AIDS Conference. 

Dr. Peter Piot told United Press Interna¬ 
tional today that there is a dangerous gap 
“between what we know we can do today 
and what we are actually doing.... We know 
that sex education works, but it’s not being 
applied. We know that condoms work, and 
we’re not using them.” 

The UNAIDS program this week released 
a report showing that cases of AIDS have 


continued to soar in many parts of the de¬ 
veloping world, even as new therapies and 
better prevention have reduced the incidence 
in Europe and North America. 

But not all developing countries are 
equally under siege, Piot said. Brazil, Sene¬ 
gal, Thailand, and Uganda have been able to 
cut infection rates, even without the re¬ 
sources of the developed world. 

A previous AIDS conference, in Vancou¬ 
ver, Canada, two years ago, was marked by a 
surge of hope that new drugs would soon 
overcome the AIDS virus, but Piot said this 
meeting should be marked by a “new realism 
and a new urgency.” 

He said, “there have been some real 
achievements on the prevention front,” in¬ 
cluding the development of a “female” con¬ 


dom (which can be worn inside the vagina 
or rectum, greatly increasing pleasure over 
condoms worn on the penis, according to 
many users) and studies showing that rela¬ 
tively cheap drug therapy can prevent the 
virus being transmitted from mothers to 
newborn infants. 

But he added that statistics showing that 
10 million new people have been infected 
since 1996 are “the collective fault of the 
world.” Currently, some 30 million people 
worldwide are infected by the AIDS virus. 

Robin Gorna, the conference’s co-chair, 
also hailed studies showing that infant infec¬ 
tion can be prevented, even if the mother has 
AIDS, but added that the mothers are being 
forgotten. “That’s good news for the babies,” 
she said. “But what about the women?” T

PEP’s initial success 


So far, no one has seroconverted in study

I n the first study of its kind, a 
team of San Francisco AIDS 
specialists has conducted a 
systematic review of people who 
seek out post-exposure preven¬ 
tion (PEP) treatment following a 
possible exposure to HIV - and 
so far, no one has become infect¬ 
ed after going through 28 days of 
treatment. The study was pre¬ 
sented Tuesday, June 30 at the 
12th World AIDS Conference in 
Geneva. 

In another surprise, researchers 
said that while there was concern 
in the beginning that PEP might 
lead to increased unsafe sex prac¬ 
tices, that has not been the case. 
Only a handful of the 151 people 
enrolled in PEP so far have re¬ 
turned repeatedly, which gives 
counselors the chance to talk to 
these high-risk takers who are not 
heeding safe sex messages. 

The ongoing study focuses on 
the conditions that cause people 
to come to a PEP clinic, the deci¬ 
sions they make about their op¬ 
tions, and how they fare. The re¬ 
searchers - from the University of 
California, San Francisco (UCSF) 
and the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health (DPH) - 
Mooked at giving potent anti-HIV 
medications and intensive coun¬ 
seling to people possibly exposed 
to HIV by a sexual activity or in¬ 
travenous drug use (IDU). 

The idea of giving anti-retro- 
viral drugs to someone possibly 
exposed to HIV is not new. These 
drugs have been prescribed for 
the past 10 years to healthcare 
workers who suffer accidental 
needle sticks, with the thought 
that HIV infection could be 
stopped before it has a chance to 
spread in the body. Using that 
background, health experts in San 
Francisco applied for and received 
a federal grant to operate PEP 
clinics in the city for people who 
may have been exposed to HIV 
through sex or drug use. The goal 
is to get people within 72 hours of 
their potential exposure. The pro¬ 
gram started in November at 
three locations in the city. 

Dr. James O. Kahn, associate 
professor of medicine in the 
UCSF AIDS Program at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital (SFGH), 
presented the PEP study at the 
conference. “Our study is the first 
to describe a number of funda¬ 
mental aspects of PEP,” said Kahn. 
“We know some doctors are pre¬ 
scribing anti-retroviral therapy 
for HIV exposure to their pa¬ 
tients, but they are not collecting 
the vital data needed to under¬ 
stand the implications of having 
PEP available to all individuals in 
the community.

Co-investigator Dr. Jeffrey 
Martin presented further informa¬ 
tion Wednesday, July 1; although 
Martin cautioned “this study is not 
testing whether PEP works per se,” 
the data proved the program has 
been surprisingly effective. 

“For example, we need to 
know what type of exposures 
cause people to seek information 
about PEP, which individuals 
choose to take medications, how 
patients adhere to the monthlong 
treatment, what side effects devel¬ 
op, and how people’s risk-taking 
behavior changes after taking PEP 
and receiving the intensive coun¬ 
seling,” Kahn said. 

Test, counsel, and advise 

When patients with possible 
exposure to HIV show up at one 
of the three study-sponsored clin¬ 
ics in San Francisco, they are test¬ 
ed for HIV, counseled about their 
risk, and advised on the pros and 
cons of the PEP drugs. The most 
common regimen is two drugs 
given for weeks along with 
risk reduction counseling. The 
patients are tested at four weeks, 
again at six months, and at one 
year for the development of HIV 
infection. 

“This field is in its infancy. No 
one is 100 percent certain that 
anti-retrovirals given within 72 
hours of exposure to HIV will 
prevent infection, but there is 
considerable evidence that sug¬ 
gests that it will,” Martin said. “We 
feel it is essential to understand 
the demand for the drugs and 
some of the consequences in pre¬ 


scribing them.” 

Whenever possible at the city 
clinics, the counselors try to have 
the exposed person bring in his or 
her partner for testing so that the 
risk of HIV exposure can be 
known for sure. 

Since the beginning of No¬ 
vember 1997, findings include: 

• The exposures were almost 
all sexual, with anal intercourse 
being the most common. Only 
one person sought PEP following 
exposure through shared drug 
equipment. 

• About half of the patients 
knew their partners were HIV-in¬ 
fected. Forty-three percent didn’t 
know for sure but knew their 
partners had one of more risk fac¬ 
tors, such as IDU or being a man 
who has sex with men. The re¬ 
mainder were unsure about their 
partners’ HIV status or behavioral 
history. 

• All but six subjects elected to 
receive medications, although it is 
not a criterion for study enroll¬ 
ment. These six are receiving risk 
reduction counseling and are being 
monitored for HIV infection. 

• Nine patients have returned 
for repeat PEP treatment. The in¬ 
vestigators are studying these peo¬ 
ple in detail to determine reasons 
for their repeated exposures. 

• Thus far, no one has become 
infected after the 28 days of treat¬ 
ment. 

• The patients are 84 percent 
male and about 30 percent of 
them are non-Caucasian. While 
most participants live in San 
Francisco, almost 30 percent have 
traveled from outside the city to 
seek PEP treatment. 

• The average time after expo¬ 
sure and coming to the clinic is 58 
hours. 

The study principal investiga¬ 
tor is Dr. Thomas Coates, UCSF 
professor of medicine, epidemiol¬ 
ogy, and biostatistics and director 
of the UCSF AIDS Research Insti¬ 
tute (ARI). Co-investigators are 
Drs. Michelle Roland and Mar¬ 
garet Chesney, both of USCF; Dr. 
Mitch Katz, director of health for 
the city; and Dr. Joshua Bamberg¬ 
er of the DPH. 

The study is supported by the 
National Institutes of Allergy and 
Infectious Disease of the Nation¬ 
al Institutes of Health, Glaxo 
Wellcome, Bristol Myers Squibb, 
Agouron Corp., and Chiron Corp. 

The UCSF ARI is an institute 
without walls that encompasses 
all UCSF AIDS programs under a 
single umbrella. ARI includes a 
dozen research institutes, a wide 
range of clinical, behavioral sci¬ 
ence, and policy programs, and 
nearly 1,000 investigators. T

, here is good news and bad 
news about the way Ameri¬ 
cans perceive the AIDS epi¬ 
demic, compared with attitudes of 
eight years ago, according to Dr. 
Gregory Herek, an openly gay re¬ 
search psychologist at the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Davis. 

Herek said that he has found 
some of the worst aspects of the 
stigma attached to AIDS have 
abated in the past decade - but a 
large portion of the American 
public still expresses discomfort 
about being around people with 
AIDS and harbors misinforma¬ 
tion about transmission of HIV. 

Herek’s study, presented at the 
12th World AIDS Conference in 
Geneva, used telephone survey 
methods to ask a representative 
sample of more than 1,700 Amer¬ 
ican adults their opinions about 
people with AIDS and various 
AIDS policies. 

“More than one American in 
four feels uncomfortable about 
being around a person with 
AIDS,” Herek said. “And a large 
proportion of the population still 
doesn’t understand that AIDS is 
not spread through casual social 
contact. Moreover, the extent to 
which people with AIDS are 
blamed for their illness seems to 
be increasing.” 

More than half of the survey 
respondents believed that most 
people with AIDS are responsible 
for having their illness. Twenty-

nine percent agreed that people 
who got AIDS through sex or 
drug use have gotten what they 
deserve, compared to 20 percent 
who felt that way in 1991, when 
Herek conducted a similar survey. 

Herek regards these patterns as 
ominous signs. 

“We know from past research 
that the public is more likely to 
stigmatize persons with AIDS to 
the extent that they believe that 
AIDS is easily spread and that 
people with AIDS should be 
blamed for their illness,” he said. 
“As these perceptions increase, 
there is a real possibility that prej¬ 
udice and discrimination against 
people with AIDS will also in¬ 
crease.” 

The study also indicates that 
gay and bisexual men with AIDS 
get more blame and less sympathy 
than heterosexual men and 
women with the disease, regard¬ 
less of whether they were infected 
through sex with one or many 
partners. In addition, the public 
still perceives AIDS as largely a gay 
disease, even though the virus is 
increasingly transmitted through 
heterosexual contact. 

Another area of widespread 
misinformation concerns HIV 
transmission routes: approxi¬ 
mately half of the survey respon¬ 
dents incorrectly believed that 
AIDS might be transmitted 
through sharing a drinking glass 
with a person with AIDS, being 
coughed or sneezed on, or using a 
public toilet. These figures repre¬ 
sent a slight increase since 1991. 
Herek speculates that the rise in 
the public’s misinformation about 
HIV may be due to the fact that 
AIDS information campaigns in 
recent years have placed less stress 
on the safety of casual contact. 

Some good news 

According to Herek, the 1996 
recipient of the American Psycho¬ 
logical Association’s Early Career 
Award for Distinguished Contri¬ 


butions to Psychology in the Pub¬ 
lic Interest, other findings from 
his study also contain some good 
news about public attitudes sur¬ 
rounding AIDS. 

“An encouraging sign is that 
support for extremely coercive 
policies, such as quarantine and 
public identification of people 
with AIDS, has declined over the 
past decade,” he said, noting that 
17 percent of the public now sup¬ 
ports quarantine and 19 percent 
would have the names of people 
with AIDS made public. In 
Herek’s 1991 national survey 
these policies were supported by, 
respectively, 36 percent and 30 
percent of the American public. 

In addition, fewer people 
today say that they would actively 
avoid social contact with a person 
with AIDS in the workplace or a 
neighborhood grocery store. Only 
12 percent would avoid an office 
co-worker with AIDS today, com¬ 
pared to 20 percent in 1991. Thir¬ 
ty-three percent would avoid 
shopping at a neighborhood gro¬ 
cery store whose owner has AIDS, 
compared to 47 percent in 1991. 

Even though these figures rep¬ 
resent a decrease in some aspects 
of AIDS stigma, Herek noted that 
they should be lower still. 

“As a society, we have been liv¬ 
ing with AIDS for more than 15 
years,” he observed. “We.should 
have reached the point by now 
where no one would support 
quarantine or avoid a person be¬ 
cause he or she has AIDS.” 

Herek also noted that another 
important finding from the study 
is that nearly four of five respon¬ 
dents agreed that people with 
AIDS are unfairly persecuted by 
society. He believes that this wide¬ 
spread perception of stigma has 
important implications for AIDS 
policies, and suggested that advo¬ 
cates of mandatory reporting and 
contact tracing for people who 
test positive for HIV should con¬ 
sider the possible effects of such 
policies on those who are at risk 
for infection. 

“People who expect to face 
persecution if they have HIV may 
be discouraged from being tested 
or seeking treatment if they be¬ 
lieve that their name will be 
placed on a government list,” 
Herek said. If mandatory report¬ 
ing and tracing laws are to avoid 
discouraging high-risk people 
from being tested, he suggested, 
those people will need to be con¬ 
vinced that their civil rights and 
privacy will be vigorously protect¬ 
ed. 

Herek also stressed the impor¬ 
tance of including anti-stigma 
messages in educational programs 
about AIDS. 

“It is not enough simply to tell 
people how to avoid infection or 
get treatment,” he said. “We also 
need to keep repeating the mes¬ 
sage that people with AIDS de¬ 
serve our respect and compas¬ 
sion.” T

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UCSF study shows HIV risk 
tied to self-esteem issues

esearchers from the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco, Center for AIDS Pre¬ 
vention Studies (CAPS), an¬ 
nounced the results of a s>:udy 
Monday, June 29, at the 12th In¬ 
ternational Conference of AIDS 
that examined the link between 
self-acceptance of gay identity and 
the transmission of HIV. 

Researchers Craig Waldo, 
Susan Kegeles, and Robert Hays 
surveyed 301 gay men between 
the ages of 18-27 in Santa Cruz; 
Santa Barbara; and Eugene, Ore¬ 
gon. The individuals involved in 
the study were asked to react to 
statements intended to measure 
their self-esteem as gay men, such 
as “I am glad to be gay” or “My 
male friends are good at helping 
me solve personal problems.” 

Results of the survey indicated 
that 46 percent of the men deter¬ 
mined to be the least accepting of 
their gay identity had reported en¬ 
gaging in unsafe sexual behavior, 
while only 30 percent of those 
deemed most accepting of their 
identity reported similar behavior. 

The conclusion reached in¬ 
cludes that self-acceptance of gay 
identity can be important for re¬ 
ducing sexual risk behavior in 
young gay men. 

Part of the puzzle? 

This study appears to support 
results from other studies intend¬ 
ed to tetter understand factors in¬ 
volved in risky sex such as a paper 
published by Dr. Rafael Diaz - a 
researcher with the Latino Gay 
Men’s Study at CAPS - reporting 
on interviews conducted in the 
context of the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation’s (SFAF) Qualitative 
Interview Study conducted in 
1996-97. In this study of 30 men, 
Diaz suggests six characteristics 
that contribute to an individual’s 
motivation for engaging in risky 
sexual behavior, including “pow¬ 
erful emotional needs” as well as 
the use and abuse of drugs and/or 
alcohol and sexual objectification. 
Or, as Diaz describes it, “engaging 
in sexual activity in an attempt to 
fulfill or solve, in fantasy-like fash¬ 
ion, what is basically a non-sexu- 
al need or personal problem, 
whether is it intimacy, masculini¬ 
ty, or self-worth.” 

A 25-year-old gay man who 


was recently infected with HIV 
identified, in an interview for this 
story, a number of patterns of be¬ 
havior he believes contributed to 
transmission of the virus includ¬ 
ing lack of clarity regarding his 
partner’s status, alcohol use, and 
self-esteem. “I believe I pushed 
the boundaries of safe sex too 
much. ... [In the past] the lines 
have been blurred beyond my 
comfort level,” he said. 

The sexual episode that was 
the likely source of transmission 
in this case was after the break-up 
of a relationship where the indi¬ 
vidual was not necessarily looking 
for sex, but was presented with a 
situation that “made me feel good 
about myself.” 

Some have warned not to over¬ 
state findings related to self-es¬ 
teem, pointing to other reasons for 
HIV transmission: an accident in 
an otherwise safe encounter, un¬ 
safe sex within the context of a re¬ 
lationship, or transmission where 
individuals practiced what can be 
defined as safer sex, but were per¬ 
haps not careful enough. Also, 
along a spectrum of safer sexual 
choices, many of these studies 
look at clearly unsafe sexual prac¬ 
tices - such as intercourse without 
a condom - while many men who 
do not engage in this degree of 
risk still get exposed to HIV. 

Derek Gordon, communica¬ 
tions director at SFAF, is one who 
urges caution when examining 
these behaviors. “It is important 
not to pathologize gay men as a 
class,” he said. “The vast majority 
of [gay men] have a commitment 
to safer sex, but occasionally make 
a different decision.” 

What is being done? 

A number of AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations have developed pro¬ 
grams designed to address the 
role of self-esteem in HIV preven¬ 
tion efforts. One-on-one counsel¬ 
ing and various larger group ac¬ 
tivities are available at organiza¬ 
tions such as the AIDS Health 
Project, Stop AIDS, and SFAF’s 
Gay Life program. Gordon indi¬ 
cated that low self-esteem is an 
important factor in HIV trans¬ 
mission, but so are the general 
impacts of day-to-day life. 

“In the [sexual] moment, you 
may make decisions that help you 
address your non-sexual needs,” 
said Gordon, commenting on the 
effect of events such as a break-up 


or a stressful experience at work. 
He indicated that for AIDS pre¬ 
vention organizations to address 
how these non-sexual needs affect 
risk-taking behavior, they have 
had to go beyond billboards and 
slogans and develop or refine ac¬ 
tivities such as individual coun¬ 
seling, group discussions, social 
events as a context to address seri¬ 
ous issues, and online Internet 


chat rooms. 

Hazel Betsy, with the Women’s 
AIDS Network, agreed that self¬ 
esteem is part of the complex fac¬ 
tors involved in HIV transmis¬ 
sion, but stresses that the issues 
that define the concept may be 
somewhat different for men and 
women. “Self-esteem had a lot to 
do with decisions I made around 
sexual practices. I didn’t feel like I 


could speak up for myself,” said 
Betsy, speaking about her experi¬ 
ences as an HIV-positive woman. 

Both her personal and profes¬ 
sional experience lead her to de¬ 
fine self-esteem as the biggest 
issue involved in women protect¬ 
ing themselves “either in not 
knowing how to take care of 
themselves or not knowing how 
to say no.” ▼

How much HIV 
is in semen? 

It depends , but not 
on your'viral load'

. iral load tests that measure 
the amount of freely circu¬ 
lating HIV genetic material 
in the blood may not accurately 
indicate how much virus is in the 
patient’s semen, say researchers 
from the University of Pittsburgh 
Graduate School of Public Health 
(GSPH). 

In a report presented on June 30 
at the 12th World AIDS Confer¬ 
ence, Pitt researcher Phalguni 
Gupta, Ph.D., emphasized that 
physicians could better monitor 
viral activity in HIV-infected pa¬ 
tients, and also stem transmission 
of HIV, by testing viral load levels in 
semen and targeting treatments to 
sites of seminal virus production. 

Gupta and his colleagues are 
the first to report that HIV in 
semen can fluctuate greatly in 
some HIV-infected men and does 
not correspond to viral levels in 
blood. A previous study by the 
Pitt group found differences be¬ 
tween the types of HIV found in 
the blood and semen of some 


mit the virus during risky sexual 
behaviors at certain times.” 

The Pitt researchers measured 
the amount of genetic material of 
the virus, HIV RNA, in the semen 
and blood of 18 men infected 
with HIV. The amount of virus 
detected in the blood samples 
from all of the study participants 
remained at the same level 
throughout the study, while viral 
levels in semen fluctuated from 
very high levels to low levels in 44 
percent of the study participants. 

“This intermittent ‘shedding’ of 
HIV in this group of men occurred 
even though no changes were de¬ 
tected in the viral load from the 
blood samples,” said Dr. Gupta. 
The researchers also measured the 
number of total CD4 T cells, acti¬ 
vated CD4 T cells, and a certain 
growth hormone in semen to see if 
these factors were controlling 
replication of seminal virus. 

CD4 T cells, the initiators of 
immune responses against HIV 
and other foreign substances in 
the body, are the primary targets 
of HIV. A change in the number or 
activity of these cells would ex-

HIV-infected men. 

“These results, taken together 
with our new Findings, indicate 
that virus found in the semen orig¬ 
inates from a separate site, different 
from that of virus that circulates 
throughout the body,” Gupta re¬ 
marked. “If we locate the site where 
seminal virus is produced, we may 
be able to target treatments to this 
site and suppress replication of 
viral strains which may be different 
than the ones found circulating 
throughout the body. This is ab¬ 
solutely crucial to stemming trans¬ 
mission of the virus.” 

Previous research has provided 
evidence that circulating virus in 
the body is produced in the blood, 
but Gupta, who is a professor of 
infectious diseases and microbiol¬ 
ogy at Pitt’s GSPH, thinks seminal 
virus may originate in the prostate. 
He and his colleagues are conduct¬ 
ing further research to understand 
more about replication of seminal 
virus as well as viral transmission 
through sexual contact. 

“To accurately assess how eas¬ 
ily and how much HIV can be 
transmitted during risky sexual 
contact with HIV-infected indi¬ 
viduals, we can’t rely on blood 
tests. Instead, we need to test viral 
load levels in semen,” said Gupta. 

“Most of the HIV-infected 
men in our study had very high 
levels of virus present in their 
semen at certain time points, and 
then at other times had a lower 
amount. This indicates that some 
men may be more likely to trans¬ 


plain the discrepancy in viral levels 
between the blood and semen in 
HIV-infected men. However, re¬ 
searchers found no unusual mea¬ 
surements of these factors and 
concluded that they did not cause 
the changes in seminal viral load. 

Dr. Gupta and his colleagues 
are currently conducting studies 
to determine why the levels of 
virus in semen fluctuate in some 
HIV-infected men. 

He found that in 28 percent of 
the participants in this study, HIV 
was not detected in semen sam¬ 
ples. However, in another 28 per¬ 
cent of the men, HIV was pro¬ 
duced at consistent levels through¬ 
out the 10 weeks of the study. 

“Again, this Finding points to 
the necessity of viral load testing 
of semen samples in addition to 
testing blood samples. Seminal 
viral load varies not only from 
one individual to the next, but 
also in some HIV-infected men, 
the levels of virus in semen can 
vary from one day to the next,” 
said Gupta. 

“The good news is that a pre¬ 
vious study by our group has 
demonstrated treating HIV-in¬ 
fected men with a combination of 
three potent drugs can reduce 
viral levels in both semen and 
blood,” he added. But for some 
patients who are not undergoing 
therapy, they may be “shedding” 
HIV at higher levels, which in¬ 
creases the likelihood of infecting 
others with the virus through 
risky sexual contact. ▼

FORTOVASE™ (saquinavir) Soft Gelatin Capsules 


INDICATIONS AND USAGE: FORTOVASE is indicated for use in combination with other antiretroviral agents 
for the treatment of HIV infection. This indication is based on a study that showed a reduction in both mor¬ 
tality and AIDS-defining clinical events for patients who received INVIRASE® (saquinavir mesylate) in com¬ 
bination with HIVID® (zalcitabine) compared to patients who received either HMD or INVIRASE alone. This 
indication is also based on studies that showed increased saquinavir.concentrations and improved antiviral 
activity for FORTOVASE 1200 mg tid compared to INVIRASE 600 mg tid. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS: FORTOVASE is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity 
to saquinavir or to any of the components contained in the capsule. 

FORTOVASE should not be administered concurrently with terfenadine, cisapride, astemizole, triazolam, 
midazolam or ergot derivatives, because competition for CYP3A by saquinavir could result in inhibition of 
the metabolism of these drugs and create the potential for serious and/or life-threatening reactions such as 
cardiac arrhythmias or prolonged sedation (see PRECAUTIONS: Drug Interactions). 

WARNINGS: New onset diabetes mellitus, exacerbation of pre-existing diabetes mellitus and hyperglycemia 
have been reported during postmarketing surveillance in HIV-infected patients receiving protease-inhibitor 
therapy. Some patients required either initiation or dose adjustments of insulin or oral hypoglycemic agents 
for the treatment of these events. In some cases diabetic ketoacidosis has occurred. In those patients who 
discontinued protease-inhibitor therapy, hyperglycemia persisted in some cases. Because these events have 
been reported voluntarily during clinical practice, estimates of frequency cannot be made and a causal rela¬ 
tionship between protease-inhibitor therapy and these events has not been established. 

PRECAUTIONS: General: If a serious or severe toxicity occurs during treatment with FORTOVASE, 
FORTOVASE should be interrupted until the etiology of the event is identified or the toxicity resolves. At that 
time, resumption of treatment with full-dose FORTOVASE may be considered. 

Preliminary results from a pharmacokinetic substudy of NV15182 from patients sampled between weeks 
61 to 69 of treatment showed that the mean saquinavir AUC was lower than the week 3 mean AUC from 
study NV15107. However, the mean AUC of saquinavir at week 61 to 69 remained higher than the mean 
AUC of INVIRASE in study NV15107 (see complete product information, CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Phar¬ 
macokinetics). The clinical significance of this finding is unknown. 

Hepatic Insufficiency: Saquinavir is principally metabolized by the liver. Therefore, caution should be exer¬ 
cised when administering FORTOVASE to patients with hepatic insufficiency since patients with baseline 
liver function tests >5 times the upper limit of normal were not included in clinical studies. Although a 
causal relationship has not been established, there have been reports of exacerbation of chronic liver dys¬ 
function, including portal hypertension, in patients with underlying hepatitis B or C, cirrhosis or other 
underlying liver abnormalities. 

Hemophilia: There have been reports of spontaneous bleeding in patients with hemophilia A and B treated 
with protease inhibitors. In some patients additional factor VIII was required. In the majority of reported 
cases treatment with protease inhibitors was continued or restarted. A causal relationship between 
protease-inhibitor therapy and these episodes has not been established. 

Resistance/Cross-resistance: Varying degrees of cross-resistance among protease inhibitors have 
been observed. Continued administration of saquinavir therapy following loss of viral suppression may 
increase the likelihood of cross-resistance to other protease inhibitors (see complete product information, 
MICROBIOLOGY). 

Information for Patients: Patients should be informed: (1) Any change from INVIRASE to FORTOVASE 
should be made only under the supervision of a physician; (2) FORTOVASE is not a cure for HIV infection 
and they may continue to contract illnesses associated with advanced HIV infection, including opportunis¬ 
tic infections; (3) FORTOVASE therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others 
through sexual contact or blood contamination; (4) FORTOVASE may interact with some drugs; therefore, 
patients should be advised to report to their physician the use of any other prescription or nonprescription 
medication; (5) FORTOVASE should be taken within 2 hours after a full meal (see complete product infor¬ 
mation, CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics)', (6) Of the importance of taking their medication 
every day, as prescribed, to achieve maximum benefit. Patients should not alter the dose or discontinue 
therapy without consulting their physician. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon 
as possible. However, the patient should not double the next dose; (7) The long-term effects of FORTOVASE 
are unknown at this time; (8) Refrigerated (36° to 46°F 2° to 8°C) capsules of FORTOVASE remain stable 
until the expiration date printed on the label. Once brought to room temperature [at or below 77°F (25°C)], 
capsules should be used within 3 months. 

Laboratory Tests: Clinical chemistry tests should be performed prior to initiating FORTOVASE therapy and 
at appropriate intervals thereafter. Elevated nonfasting triglyceride levels have been observed in patients in 
saquinavir trials. Triglyceride levels should be periodically monitored during therapy. For comprehensive 
information concerning laboratory test alterations associated with use of other antiretroviral therapies, 
physicians should refer to the complete product information for these drugs. 

Drug Interactions: Several drug interaction studies have been completed with both INVIRASE and 
FORTOVASE. Observations from drug interaction studies with INVIRASE may not be predictive for 
FORTOVASE. 

ANTIBIOTICS: Clarithromycin: Coadministration of clarithromycin with FORTOVASE resulted in a 177% 
increase in saquinavir plasma AUC, a 45% increase in clarithromycin AUC and a 24% decrease in clar¬ 
ithromycin 14-OH metabolite AUC. 

ANTIHISTAMINES: Terfenadine: Coadministration of terfenadine with FORTOVASE resulted in increased ter¬ 
fenadine plasma levels; therefore, FORTOVASE should not be administered concurrently with terfenadine 
because of the potential for serious and/or life-threatening cardiac arrhythmias. Astemizole: Because a sim¬ 
ilar interaction to that seen with terfenadine is likely from the coadministration of FORTOVASE and astemi¬ 
zole, FORTOVASE should not be administered concurrently with astemizole. 

HIV PROTEASE INHIBITORS: Indinavir: Coadministration of indinavir with FORTOVASE (1200-mg single 
dose) resulted in a 364% increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. Nelfinavir: Coadministration of nelfinavir with FORTOVASE 
resulted in an 18% increase in nelfinavir plasma AUC and a 392% increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. 
Currently, there are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. Ritonavir: 
Following approximately 4 weeks of a combination regimen of saquinavir (400 mg or 600 mg bid) and 
ritonavir (400 mg or 600 mg bid) in HIV-infected patients, saquinavir AUC values were at least 17-fold 
greater than historical AUC values from patients who received saquinavir 600 mg tid without ritonavir. 
When used in combination therapy for up to 24 weeks, doses greater than 400 mg bid of either ritonavir 
or saquinavir were associated with an increase in adverse events. Plasma exposures achieved 
with INVIRASE (400 mg bid) and ritonavir (400 mg bid) are similar to those achieved with FORTOVASE 
(400 mg bid) and ritonavir (400 mg bid). 

HIV REVERSE-TRANSCRIPTASE INHIBITORS: No interaction with saquinavir is expected. 

HIV NON-NUCLEOSIDE REVERSE-TRANSCRIPTASE INHIBITORS: Delavirdine: Coadministration of delavir- 
dine with INVIRASE resulted in a 5-fold increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. Currently there are limited 
safety and no efficacy data available from the use of this combination. In a small, preliminary study, 
hepatocellular enzyme elevations occurred in 13% of subjects during the first several weeks of the 
delavirdine and saquinavir combination (6% Grade 3 or 4). Hepatocellular changes should be monitored 
frequently if this combination is prescribed. Nevirapine: Coadministration of nevirapine with INVIRASE 
resulted in a 24% decrease in saquinavir plasma AUC. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy data avail¬ 
able from the use of this combination. 

ANTIFUNGAL AGENTS: Ketoconazole: Coadministration of ketoconazole with INVIRASE resulted in a 130% 
increase in saquinavir plasma AUC.

ANTIMYCOBACTERIAL AGENTS: Rifabutin: Coadministration of rifabutin with INVIRASE (saquinavir 
mesylate) resulted in a 43% decrease in saquinavir plasma AUC. Physicians should consider using an 
alternative to rifabutin when a patient is taking FORTOVASE. Rifampin: Coadministration of rifampin with 
INVIRASE resulted in an 84% decrease in saquinavir plasma AUC. Physicians should consider using an 
alternative to rifampin when a patient is taking FORTOVASE. 

H 2 ANTAGONISTS: Ranitidine: Little or no change in the pharmacokinetics of INVIRASE was observed when 
coadministered with ranitidine. No significant interaction would be expected between FORTOVASE and 
ranitidine. 

Gl MOTILITY AGENTS: Cisapride: Cisapride should not be administered concurrently with FORTOVASE 
because of the potential for serious and/or life-threatening cardiac arrhythmias. 

Other potential drug interactions that may decrease saquinavir plasma concentrations include: anticonvul¬ 
sants — carbamazepine, phenobarbital, phenytQin; corticosteroids — dexamethasone. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenesis: Carcinogenicity studies in rats 
and mice have not yet been completed. 

Mutagenesis: Mutagenicity and genotoxicity studies, with and without metabolic activation where appropri¬ 
ate, have shown that saquinavir has no mutagenic activity in vitro in either bacterial (Ames test) or mam¬ 
malian cells (Chinese hamster lung V79/HPRT test). Saquinavir does not induce chromosomal damage in 
vivo in the mouse micronucleus assay or in vitro in human peripheral blood lymphocytes and does not 
induce primary DNA damage in vitro in the unscheduled DNA synthesis test. 

Impairment of Fertility: Fertility and reproductive performance were not affected in rats at plasma expo¬ 
sures (AUC values) approximately 50% of those achieved in humans at the recommended dose. 

Pregnancy: Teratogenic Effects: Category B. Reproduction studies conducted with saquinavir in rats have 
shown no embryotoxicity or teratogenicity at plasma exposures (AUC values) approximately 50% of those 
achieved in humans at the recommended dose or in rabbits at plasma exposures approximately 40% of 
those achieved at the recommended clinical dose of FORTOVASE. Distribution studies in these species 
showed that placental transfer of saquinavir is low (less than 5% of maternal plasma concentrations). 
Studies in rats indicated that exposure to saquinavir from late pregnancy through lactation at plasma con¬ 
centrations (AUC values) approximately 50% of those achieved in humans at the recommended dose 
of FORTOVASE had no effect on the survival, growth and development of offspring to weaning. Because 
animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human response, FORTOVASE should only be used 
during pregnancy after taking into account the importance of the drug to the mother. Presently, there are no 
reports of women receiving FORTOVASE in clinical trials who became pregnant. 

Nursing Mothers: The US Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises 
HIV-infected women not to breastfeed to avoid postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may not be 
infected. It is not known whether saquinavir is excreted in human milk. 

Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of FORTOVASE in HIV-infected pediatric patients younger than 
16 years of age have not been established. 

Geriatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of FORTOVASE in HIV-infected geriatric patients older than 65 years 
of age have not been established. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS (see PRECAUTIONS): The safety of FORTOVASE was studied in more than 
500 patients who received the drug either alone or in combination with other antiretroviral agents. 
The majority of treatment-related adverse events were of mild intensity. The most frequently reported 
treatment-emergent adverse events among patients receiving FORTOVASE in combination with other anti¬ 
retroviral agents were diarrhea, nausea, abdominal discomfort and dyspepsia. 

Clinical adverse events of at least moderate intensity which occurred in >2% of patients in studies 
NV15182 and NV15355 are summarized in Table A. The median duration of treatment in studies NV15182 
and NV15355 were 52 and 18 weeks, respectively. In NV15182, more than 300 patients were on treatment 
for approximately 1 year.

FORTOVASE did not appear to alter the pattern, frequency or severity of known major toxicities associated 
with the use of nucleoside analogues. Physicians should refer to the complete product information for other 
antiretroviral agents as appropriate for drug-associated adverse reactions to these other agents. 

Rare occurrences of the following serious adverse experiences have been reported during clinical trials 
of FORTOVASE and/or INVIRASE and were considered at least possibly related to use of study drugs: 
confusion, ataxia and weakness; seizures; headache; acute myeloblastic leukemia; hemolytic anemia; 
thrombocytopenia; thrombocytopenia and intracranial hemorrhage leading to death; attempted suicide; 
Stevens-Johnson syndrome; bullous skin eruption and polyarthritis; severe cutaneous reaction associated 
with increased liver function tests; isolated elevation of transaminases; exacerbation of chronic liver dis¬ 
ease with Grade 4 elevated liver function tests, jaundice, ascites, and right and left upper quadrant abdomi¬ 
nal pain; pancreatitis leading to death; intestinal obstruction; portal hypertension; thrombophlebitis;

$1.5M to AIDS 
vaccine effort

iH he International AIDS Vac- 

I cine Initiative (IAVI) has 
unveiled a new global scien¬ 
tific strategy to accelerate AIDS 
vaccine development and said it 
will begin work on the plan with 
existing resources and newly an¬ 
nounced grants from the William 
H. Gates Foundation, the World 
Bank, and the government of the 
United Kingdom. 

IAVI’s Scientific Blueprint for 
AIDS Vaccine Development was 
released by the two-year-old non¬ 
profit scientific and educational 
organization on the opening day 
of the World AIDS Conference. 
The report synthesizes months of 
consultations with scientific, in¬ 
dustrial, political and communi¬ 
ty leaders in developing and in¬ 
dustrialized countries, and in¬ 
cludes an analysis of ongoing 
AIDS vaccine research and devel¬ 
opment efforts. 

“The world is not on track to 
meet the goal of a safe and effec¬ 
tive AIDS vaccine in the next 
decade,” said Dr. Margaret John¬ 
ston, IAVI’s vice president for sci¬ 
entific affairs. “This program will 
not only put us back on track; it 
will put us on a fast track.” The 
Blueprint outlines a global strat¬ 
egy to accelerate product devel¬ 
opment and human testing. 

“IAVI’s approach is designed 
to complement, not compete 
with, existing AIDS vaccine ef¬ 
forts, which have increasingly 
emphasized basic research,” Dr. 
Seth Berkley, IAVI’s president, 
said. “In addition, our approach 
is uniquely geared to the needs of 
developing countries.” 

At least 30.6 million people 
around the world are infected 
with HIV, and another 16,000 be¬ 
come newly infected every day, 
according to the United Nations 
AIDS Programme (UNAIDS). 

“A safe, effective, accessible 
vaccine is our only realistic hope 
for stopping the AIDS epidemic,” 
said Dr. Peter Piot, executive di¬ 


rector of UNAIDS. “The Scientif¬ 
ic Blueprint details a bold and 
necessary global program to 
achieve success in the shortest 
time possible,” Piot added. 

Berkley also announced a 
number of new financial com¬ 
mitments to IAVI. These include 
a $1.5 million grant from the 
William H. Gates Foundation, 
and £200,000 from the United 
Kingdom’s Department for Inter¬ 
national Development (DIFD). 

“Melinda and I are committed 
to building a future in which 
AIDS is part of the past. As par¬ 
ents, and as believers in science 
and technology, we make this gift 
with the hope that a safe, accessi¬ 
ble vaccine can be developed to 
end AIDS for all time,” said 
Gates, the founder of Microsoft. 
“This will require a sustained 
global effort and creative think¬ 
ing from organizations at all lev¬ 
els. We hope our commitment to 
IAVI will inspire others to join 
this worthy cause ” 

“We’re gratified that forward- 
thinking people like Bill and 
Melinda Gates were willing to in¬ 
vest in IAVI’s scientific program,” 
Berkley said. 

IAVI also receives ongoing 
support from the Rockefeller 
Foundation, the Starr Founda¬ 
tion, the Alfred P. Sloan Founda¬ 
tion, the Until There’s A Cure 
Foundation, the World Bank, 
UNAIDS, Glaxo-Wellcome’s Pos¬ 
itive Action Program, Founda¬ 
tion Marcel Merieux, and the 
U.K.’s National AIDS Trust. The 
Levi Strauss Foundation recently 
became IAVI’s first significant 
corporate funder. 

IAVI’s mission is to ensure the 
development of safe, effective, 
and accessible, preventive HIV 
vaccines for use throughout the 
world. Lean in structure and cat¬

New viral load test unveiled

va, Switzerland a new way of as¬ 
sessing viral loads in the blood of 
HIV-positive people, claiming the 
new technology may soon lead to 
better, faster, and less expensive 
weapons in the global fight 
against HIV and other viruses. 

“The critical ability to mea¬ 
sure viral load accurately is some¬ 
thing that [current] processes 
simply cannot do,” said Chester 
King, president of Maryland- 
based BioTech Imaging, Inc. 
(BTI). “With our method, we can 
quickly, accurately, and inexpen¬ 
sively identify, separate, and 
count infected cells in blood sam¬ 
ples and determine viral loads 
very precisely. We are confident 
that our process will prove in¬ 
valuable in both current medical 
approaches to HIV and in vaccine 
research.” 

BTI’s system allows labs to at¬ 


tach “tags” to infected cells by 
using virus-specific antibodies in 
a unique one-step process. When 
the antibodies attach to the in¬ 
fected cells, the tags can be illu¬ 
minated and the cells themselves 
can be moved magnetically for 
separation from uninfected cells. 

“We can identify and count 
small numbers of infected cells in 
samples containing very large 
numbers of healthy cells in the 
early stages of an infection,” King 
said. “We can then track levels of 
infectivity better than any exist¬ 
ing system and do it at far less 
cost. 

“This cost advantage is ex¬ 
tremely important in attacking 
the disease in developing nations. 
This conference is focused on the 
urgent need to bridge the gap be¬ 
tween developed and developing 
nations in the AIDS war.” 

BTI will be seeking fast-track 
FDA approvals. As non-invasive 
techniques, BTI processes do not 
require lengthy clinical trial peri¬ 
ods associated with pharmaceuti¬ 
cals.

12th International AIDS 
1<V Conference in Geneva pre¬ 
sented data demonstrating that a 
gel with a retinoid-based drug (al- 
itretinoin, which can be described 
as a vitamin A derivative) is effec¬ 
tive in treating dermal lesions of 
AIDS-related Kaposi’s sarcoma 
(KS) in up to 50 percent of pa¬ 
tients studied. 

These data from two Phase III 
studies further support previous 
safety and efficacy findings re¬ 
ported in earlier investigations of 
the gel, a Ligand Pharmaceuticals 
Inc. product with the trade name 
Panretin. 

Patient responses to Panretin 
gel in Phase III investigations were 
significantenough that one of the 
two studies stopped enrollment 
early, after an 82-patient interim 
analysis, in accordance with the 
study’s protocol. The interim 
analysis concluded that patients

tistically significant even after ad¬ 
justing for ARV [antiretroviral] 
therapy. Clinicians evaluating 
Panretin gel may have questioned 
whether it is the antiretrovirals or 
the gel that is impacting tumor 
growth. This study indicates that 
Panretin gel provides an anti¬ 
tumor effect independent of ARV 
therapy.” 

Tumor regression among the 
control group correlated with the 
degree of ARV therapy, but after 
adjusting for concurrent ARV 
therapy, response rates for Pan¬ 
retin gel remained substantially 
higher (p=0.0015) than the con¬ 
trol. Patient quality-of-life re¬ 
sponses were also higher in the 
study’s Panretin gel arm. 

Researchers also noted the 
benefits of the drug’s easy appli¬ 
cation, strong compliance rates, 
limited and manageable side ef¬ 
fects and, most encouraging, re¬ 
sponses among patients who had 
previously failed chemotherapy 
treatment or had CD4+ counts 
below 50.

The 134-patient 
final analysis that confirmed the 
positive results of the interim 
analysis was reported in Geneva 
Tuesday, June 30. 

A second trial showed that 35 
percent of patients receiving Pan¬ 
retin gel demonstrated either a 
complete or partial response, 
compared to only 18 percent of 
those receiving placebo. This in¬ 
vestigation also included an open- 
label follow-on phase of treat¬ 
ment, from which it was deter¬

Side effects in both trials were 
principally confined to local skin 
irritations, pain, and erythema 
and were easily managed, accord¬ 
ing to investigators.

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Amino acids may hold key to wasting

got their first look at the results of 
a two-year study of a nonpre¬ 
scription amino acid formula, 
showing dramatic results for 
AIDS patients suffering from 
muscle wasting.

Researchers 
compare notes 
on metabolism

n international panel of 
AIDS clinicians and re- 
h searchers came together 
Sunday, June 28 during the 12th 
International AIDS Conference to 
examine wasting and new syn¬ 
dromes such as fat redistribution 
in people with HIV/AIDS that are 
associated with metabolic abnor¬ 
malities. 

Types of fat redistribution in¬ 
clude truncal obesity (abnormal 
accumulation of abdominal fat), 
thinning of the subcutaneous fat 
in the face and limbs (peripheral 
lipodystrophy), “buffalo hump” 
(abnormal fat deposits in the neck 
or shoulders), and breast enlarge¬ 
ment in women. Abnormal meta¬ 
bolic function is common among 
people with HIV/AIDS treated 
with protease inhibitors, and in¬ 
cludes increased triglyceride and 
cholesterol levels, which can lead 
to a greater risk for heart disease. 

“There is no doubt that seri¬ 
ous metabolic and nutritional 
complications - including wast¬ 
ing, lipodystrophy, and chemical 
imbalances within the body such 
as diabetes, high cholesterol, and 
high blood pressure - continue to 
plague people with AIDS and, in 
fact, seem to be on the rise,” said 
Dr. Donald Kotler, chief of gas¬ 
trointestinal immunology at St. 
Luke’s-Roosevelt Hospital Center, 
New York. “The good news from 
this meeting today is that there 
are several potential treatment 
options for these syndromes. I am 
more encouraged about our abil¬ 
ity to help people with AIDS than 
at any time in the past.” 

More than 300 people attend¬ 
ed the daylong symposium, “Up¬ 
date on Wasting, Metabolism and 
Altered Body Shape in 
HIV/AIDS,” co-sponsored by 
Tufts University School of Medi¬ 


cine and the National Institute on 
Drug Abuse, a part of the Nation¬ 
al Institutes of Health (NIH). Pre¬ 
sentations focused on recent find¬ 
ings on the impact of nutrition, 
drug therapies, and exercise in the 
health of those living with AIDS. 

“Recent research indicates that 
a diagnosis of AIDS wasting 
based solely on body weight is in¬ 
sufficient. It is now time to revise 
the current Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) definition of 
AIDS wasting, which was not rig¬ 
orously based on science,” said 
Dr. Sherwood L. Gorbach, profes¬ 
sor of community health and 
medicine at Tufts University 
School of Medicine. “The type 
and cause of weight loss, muscle 
decline, and metabolic dysfunc¬ 
tion also play an important role 
in the proper diagnosis and effec¬ 
tive treatment of this disease. An¬ 
other element of treatment is 
closer monitoring of blood glu¬ 
cose and lipids, including triglyc¬ 
erides, and cholesterol.” 

“Today’s symposium is an ex¬ 
cellent example of successful col¬ 
laboration among the world’s nu¬ 
trition and metabolic experts fo¬ 
cused on the long-term care of 
people with HIV/AIDS,” said Jag 
H. Khalsa, Ph.D., health science 
administrator, the Center on 
AIDS and Other Medical Conse¬ 
quences of Drug Abuse, in the Na¬ 
tional Institute on Drug Abuse. 
“The findings presented at this 
meeting will have a direct impact 
on improving patient care. In ad¬ 
dition, more research is needed in 
populations that are using drugs 
of abuse and that are infected with 
HIV and other infections.” V

vices at Nassau County Medical 
Center in East Meadows, New 
York, and the chief researcher in 
the Juven clinical trials. “The 
study proves that Juven helps 
people stop muscle loss, and even 
restore lost muscle, without tak¬ 
ing steroids or growth hormone.” 

Clark conducted a clinical 
study of AIDS patients who had 
lost at least 5 percent of their 
body weight during the preceding 
two months, and compared pa¬ 
tients taking Juven to those tak¬ 
ing a placebo in a double-blind 
test. Patients taking Juven gained 
an average of six and one-half 
pounds over eight weeks, five and 
one-half pounds of it muscle. The 
placebo group continued to lose 
muscle at an average one and 
one-half pounds during the eight 
week period. 

When early test data began to 
show extraordinary gains, the sci¬ 
entists behind the test became 
skeptical. “You don’t see results 
this positive in human testing 
with this type of product,” said 
Nissen, an Iowa State University 
professor in Ames, Iowa, and 
founder of MTI BioTech, Inc., the 
company developing Juven. “We 
designed the product to protect 
these patients from further loss, 
so we assumed that as our body 
of data grew, the results would 
level out. Instead, they just got 
stronger. By the time the last pa¬ 
tient finished the study we had 
the most tested product of its 
kind with research that goes well 
beyond FDA requirements for 
this type of product.” 

Currently weight loss in AIDS 


patients is treated with a number 
of different options, including 
anabolic steroids and human 
growth hormone. Growth hor¬ 
mone has achieved muscle 
growth results similar to those of 
Juven, but side effects can include 
musculo-skeletal discomfort and 
more serious problems. “We have 
found no significant side effects 
with Juven,” Clark said. 

At about $45 per week, the 
cost of Juven is significantly less 
than current therapies: the Hos¬ 
pital Formulary Pricing Guide 
lists the wholesale price of growth 
hormone at $1,750 per week, 
nearly 40 times the cost of Juven.

Francisco, demonstrated that an 
increase in protease inhibitor use, 
despite the increase in drug 
spending, correlated with a de¬ 
crease in opportunistic infections 
and therefore a drop in total HIV 
care costs.

three-drug “cocktail” is cur¬ 
rently considered to be the 
' best form of treatment for 
the human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV), which causes AIDS. 
But Frank de Wolf of the Univer¬ 
sity of Amsterdam said the five- 
drug regimen made HIV unde¬ 
tectable in blood within four 
weeks, compared to 12 weeks for 
the three-drug regimen. 

“Undetectable” doesn’t mean 
the virus is gone, he said, but only 
that current tests can’t find any 
viral particles. 

Reporting on the new study at 
the 12th International AIDS Con¬ 
ference Monday, June 29, de Wolf 
said the speed of the decline is 
considered important for preserv¬ 
ing the immune system. “The 
quicker you go down,” de Wolf 
said, “the better it is.” 

The defining feature of AIDS is 
destruction of the immune sys¬ 
tem, leaving the patient open to 
attack by opportunistic infections 
that would be shrugged off by a 
healthy person. 

The drug cocktails attack 
HIV’s ability to reproduce by 
blocking the action of enzymes

known as reverse transcriptase 
and protease. Usually, there are 
two reverse transcriptase in¬ 
hibitors (RTIs) and one protease 
inhibitor (PI). 

De Wolf and his colleagues 
added two more RTIs to make 
their five-drug cocktail. Despite 
the extra drugs, he said, there were 
no unexpected side effects. 

A quick reduction in the level 
of HIV also may be important to 
prevent the virus from evolving 
resistance to drugs, he said. Drug 
resistance, a common problem in 
today’s therapies, arises when the 
virus reproduces itself with muta¬ 
tions that make the new virus par¬ 
ticles immune to a given drug. 

But, de Wolf said, “If you don’t 
have reproduction, you don’t have 
drug resistance.” 

The study compared 15 HIV¬ 


positive patients who were in a three- 
drug program to nine men who took 
five drugs. De Wolf said the study 
was small, but he’s convinced it 
shows the five-drug program is a bet¬ 
ter option for treating HIV. 

“That’s the case,” he said, “at 
least in terms of the effect on virus 
replication.” But he said he doesn’t 
know what effect the treatment 
will have on the health of the pa¬ 
tients, because they haven’t been 
followed long enough yet. 

Current HIV tests work by 
searching for copies of the virus’ 
genetic material. De Wolf said the 
sensitivity limit for his tests was 
fewer than 50 copies of the HIV 
genetic material in a milliliter of 
blood. 

The study is to be published in 
the journal AIDS next month, de 
Wolf said. ▼

administered as part of a 
“protease-sparing” triple combi¬ 
nation with the nucleoside ana¬ 
logue drugs ddl and d4T, signifi¬ 
cantly reduces the amount of 
HIV in a patient’s blood. The in¬ 
ternational study conducted in 
Argentina, Brazil, and Canada is 
the largest controlled hydrox¬ 
yurea-based trial ever conducted, 
and could provide an important 
treatment option to patients 
worldwide that should be further 
explored. The findings were re¬ 
ported Monday, June 29 at the 
12th World AIDS Conference. 

“Close to 80 percent of pa¬ 
tients receiving a three-drug 
combination of hydroxyurea, ddl, 
and d4T achieved undetectable 
viral loads at 20 and 24 weeks,” 
said Sergio Lupo, M.D. “These re¬ 
sults were superior to those seen 
with three different two-drug reg¬ 
imens, and are comparable to re¬ 
sults from trials of protease in¬ 
hibitor-containing regimens. 

“The data clearly show that hy¬ 
droxyurea works best when part 
of triple combination therapy for 
HIV, as it pontentiates the effects 
of both ddl and d4T,” comment¬ 
ed Lupo, who is affiliated with 
Centro de Asistencia e Investiga- 
cion Clinica en Immunocompro- 
metidos (C.A.I.C.I.) at the Na¬ 
tional University of Rosario, Ar¬ 
gentina. “This is based, in large 
part, on what appears to be a 
unique synergy between hydrox¬ 
yurea and ddl. Hydroxyurea 
blocks a cellular enzyme called ri¬ 
bonucleotide reductase, which 
helps produce the DNA building 
blocks that HIV uses to replicate. 
By blocking this enzyme, hydrox¬ 
yurea reduces the pool of the 


building blocks ddl competes 
with for incorporation into the 
RNA chain, and increases HIV’s 
use of building blocks that are 
rendered defective by ddl. 

“Recent studies have demon¬ 
strated the effectiveness of hy¬ 
droxyurea and ddl in inhibiting 
HIV in quiescent, or ‘resting,’ 
cells. By contrast, d4T acts prefer¬ 
entially in cells that are actively 
replicating, as do the protease in¬ 
hibitors. Adding d4T to the hy- 
droxyurea/ddl combination en¬ 
ables targeting of both ‘resting’ 
and ‘active’ cells, and this ‘pro- 
tease-sparing’ strategy preserves 
two different classes of drugs - 
non-nucleoside reverse transcrip¬ 
tase and protease inhibitors - for 
subsequent treatment.” 

Lupo added that hydroxyurea 
is not recommended in combina¬ 
tion with AZT, which, like d4T, is 
a thymidine nucleoside analogue. 
“Because myelosuppression, or 
suppression of white blood cells, 
is the major side effect associated 
with hydroxyurea, it should not 
be used with AZT, which has an 
overlapping toxicity profile with 
hydroxyurea. This is not the case 
with d4T, which has been shown 
to be well-tolerated when admin¬ 
istered with hydroxyurea and 
ddl.” 

Lupo concluded by noting 
that hydroxyurea is one of the 
least expensive drugs that might 
be used for treatment for 
HIV/AIDS. “This makes hydrox¬ 
yurea-based combinations thera¬ 
py a very cost-effective treatment 
option, one that can be made 
widely accessible to patients, even 
in countries with limited budgets 
for AIDS patient care,” he said. 
“The relatively low cost of this 
combination further strengthens 
the rationale for three-drug ther¬ 
apy with hydroxyurea, ddl and 
d4T.”

W* - esearchers at the University 
of Miami have announced 
is & that a drug cocktail that 
uses a combination of two estab¬ 
lished medicines and an experi¬ 
mental pill from Glaxo Wellcome 
has reduced HIV levels in the 
blood of more than 70 percent of 
patients studied. 

AIDS expert Dr. Margaret Fis- 
chl presented the findings at the 
12th World Conference on AIDS 
in Geneva, Switzerland. 

Fischl, principal investigator 
for the research team, is studying 
combinations of the oldest of the 
AIDS drugs, AZT and 3TC, plus 
abacavir, an experimental pill. 

The three drugs are classified 
as nucleoside analogue reverse 
transcriptase inhibitors. 

Glaxo Wellcome developed 
abacavir, originally known as 
1592, four years ago. It appears to 
be more powerful than AZT and 
3TC, which have been used for the 
last 10 years. 

The research could be wel¬ 
come news for patients who 
struggle daily, taking a dozen pills 
to fight the ravages of the disease. 

But Fischl says there have been 
some downsides to the cocktail, 
including fever, nausea, and 
sometimes rashes that tend to dis¬ 
appear when the drug is stopped.

It does not seem to have the bone 
marrow suppression associated 
with AZT. 

The U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration has abacavir on its 
fast-track designation and if ap¬ 
proved, it would be marketed in 
the U.S. by Glaxo under the name 
Ziagen. 

The company has not decided 
on a price for the drug, a factor of 
critical importance since nine out 
of 10 people who suffer from 
AIDS live in developing countries.

creasing, Dr. Peter Piot, executive 
director of UNAIDS in Geneva, 
says the costs are still prohibitive 
for people in Asia and sub-Saha¬ 
ran Africa, where 80 percent of the 
people with HIV infection live. 

Dr. Bernard Hirschel of Gene¬ 
va, chairman of the biannual con¬ 
ference, says highlights of the 
meeting will be:

“buffalo” humps on the back or 
protruding bellies. The disfigur¬ 
ing changes in fat distribution in 
the body have caused some pa¬ 
tients to stop taking the drugs. 

• Studies that show that treat¬ 
ing patients with minimal doses 
of protease inhibitors also work to 
impressively reduce the viral load 
in the body. 

• The latest studies on new drugs 
which are most likely to be ap¬ 
proved for use within the next year. 

• Development of new treat¬ 
ment regimens that can signifi¬ 
cantly reduce the number of pills 
a patient has to take each day. In 
some AIDS regimens, 20 or more 
tablets are taken each day. Some 
have to be eaten with meals, oth¬ 
ers are taken on empty stomachs. 
The regimens can be difficult to 
follow and lead patients to not 
comply with treatment - and that 


key to controlling the epidemic in 
developing nations. 

Even though AIDS vaccine tri¬ 
als have begun in the United 
States, Piot says he expects it will 
be at least 10 years before a suc¬ 
cessful vaccine is ready for use in 
mass populations. 

Piot says the gap between the 
raging epidemic in Asia and 
Africa will be seen in reports 
showing that the epidemic is 
slowing or is in decline in indus¬ 
trialized parts of the world where 
there is easy access to information 
and medication. 

Although the international 
conferences were once noted for 
protests by AIDS patients, ac¬ 
tivists’ outbursts were infrequent 
and relatively informative in na¬ 
ture in Vancouver. Officials say 
they expect any activism at Gene¬ 
va to be low key as well. ▼

‘Cocktail Hour’ at SF Camerawork

T f0 he recent groundbreaking discovery of a crucial, previously elu¬ 
sive means by which HIV enters and infects cells has been tout¬ 
ed by physicians as a major advancement towards the potential for¬ 
mulation of an effective vaccine against the virus. Like all similarly 
encouraging yet ultimately inconclusive AIDS-related findings, 
however, this one has been greeted with guarded optimism and the 
usual frustrated impatience. Two decades and countless losses into the epi¬ 
demic, responses to even the most promising news still tend to range from cau¬ 
tious hope and ironic detachment to stubborn fatalism and perpetual outrage. 

Reacting in all of these ways, contemporary artists have documented, inter¬ 
preted and challenged the pandemic ever since it entered public consciousness 
in the early 1980s. Now, nearly twenty years later, protease inhibitors and other 
progressive “cocktail” drug therapies are profoundly improving the health and 
projected life-span of many PWAs (or at least those fortunate enough to have 
the required access, funds, and physiology). Reflecting on this recent, unprece¬ 
dented change in treatment and prognosis, artists (and the rest of us) must now 
come to terms with new attitudes and possibilities as the understanding and

£ artha Kitt can be a handful. Just ask Lady Bird Johnson. Or 
the little old lady who found herself at gay disco in New Or¬ 
leans at 4:30 in the morning trying to convince her charge 
that a few hours of sleep might not be a bad idea. 
t That was in 1979, and Kitt was in New Orleans to pro¬ 
mote her run in the musical Timbuktu! I was also in New 
Orleans, a young reporter at the daily newspaper assigned to inter¬ 
view the performer just a few hours after she had been reluctantly con¬ 
vinced to abandon the dance floor. Unlike the frazzled local PR 
woman trying to keep her on schedule, Kitt was in fine fettle. 

Talking to Kitt recently by phone, I reminded her of our previous 
encounter — and of her boogie night. “That was a very rare thing,” she 
said. “I go to the discos, really, to help the boys realize how much I ap¬ 
preciate them.” 

Gay men have indeed provided Kitt with key support over the 
years, embracing her sex-kitten stage persona, relating to her person¬ 
al struggles, and appreciating her big mouth. 

When I fished out a copy of the interview that ran in 1979,1 was 
reminded of just how out there Kitt was on gay issues back then. 
“Were becoming more aware that we should not be afraid of being 
ourselves,” she said in 1979. “It’s amazing how people are pulling 
themselves out of the closets. Who the hell is straight anyway?” 

As I read her this 19-year-old quote, Kitt laughed when I came to 
the final sentence. “I’ve been very honest in my life,” she said, “even 
though I’ve been kicked in the derriere because of the honesty. But 
that’s what sets one free. They say don’t rock the boat. But if you don’t 
rock the boat, nothing is ever going to happen.” 

Kitt, 71, was on the phone from her dressing room in a Toronto

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San Francisco Mime Troupe

* haz Martinez, who last year 

' became executive director of 

a struggling San Francisco 
Mime Troupe, had done well 
doing good — and it was begin¬ 
ning to make him sick. The son of 
a migrant farm worker was dri¬ 
ving a fancy car to his meetings 
with the A-list gays of Los Ange¬ 
les as he helped plan lavish 
fundraisers. He thought he was 
really on the make. 

“But then one night,” Martinez 
said, “I was getting out of a lim¬ 
ousine in Century City, walking 
up a red carpet behind Steven 
Spielberg at the charity premiere 
of Philadelphia, and I thought, 
‘How much is all this costing?’ I 
flashed back to a play I saw by the 
San Francisco Mime Troupe in 
the ’80s, and that moment 
changed my life.” 

The play was Ripped Van Win¬ 
kle, a variation on the old tale that 
now had the title character wak¬ 
ing up in Golden Gate Park after a 
decades-long sleep to find his 
counterculture idealism being 
slickly packaged and marketed. 
For Martinez, who was helping 
package and market good causes, 
the message belatedly hit home. 

“It’s hard to raise money, but 
the politics behind all that hoopla 
is discouraging to the human 
spirit,” Martinez said during a re¬ 
cent interview. He began to ques¬ 
tion the amounts of money going 
to those who make their business¬ 
es in big-time fundraising. “It was 
shameful to me,” he said. “I could¬ 
n’t sleep at night.” 

Martinez, who helped develop 
the California AIDS Ride and 
served as Deputy Director of De¬ 
velopment for the Los Angeles 
Gay and Lesbian Services Center, 
returned to the Bay Area in 1994 
with realigned priorities. After 
freelancing for several years as a 
fundraising consultant for small 
non-profits, he looked to the ven¬ 
erable but financially hobbled San 
Francisco Mime Troupe that had 
provided him with that pivotal 
flashback on a red carpet in Cen¬ 
tury City. 

“I sent the Mime Troupe a re¬ 
sume and cover letter that was un¬ 
orthodox,” Martinez said, “and I 
figured they’d either say, ‘This is a 
knucklehead’ or ‘Come on down.’ 
They said, ‘Come on down.’” 

Family meeting 

Martinez’s first interview with 
the 12 members of the Mime 
Troupe collective who control the 
organization was “like a family 
meeting around the Thanksgiving 
table,” he said. “It was quite color¬ 
ful and a little surreal.” 

He got the job as executive di¬ 
rector 16 months ago, but even as 
he heard the good news he “won¬ 
dered if I was coming aboard a 
sinking ship.” There was no 
money for the annual tour of Bay 
Area parks, a tradition since 1962, 
and morale among the weary 
troupe was low. 

“They were desperate enough 
to go with a Pollyanna approach,” 
Martinez said. “I have been called 
the Tim Robbins of the gay com¬ 
munity. I really believe in the 
ideas of personal growth and self- 
worth.” 

As he tightened the financial 
reins and improved the adminis¬ 
trative infrastructure, he also set

out to make help the troupe mem¬ 
bers feel better about themselves. 
“They needed to hear, ‘You guys 
are wonderful. You’ve created in¬ 
credible theater on small budgets. 
You’ve toured the world.’ They re¬ 
ally have done miracles. They just 
don’t like to call them miracles be¬ 
cause they’re socialists.” 

Martinez’s financial manage¬ 
ment has paid off, as the troupe 
prepares to debut its new summer 
show this week without a large 
debt handing over its head. And 
the members of the collective seem 
to like his personal style, as well. 

“Chaz has this effusive energy 
that’s really a wonderful quality,” 
said Dan Chumley, a 30-year vet¬ 
eran of the troupe and director of 
Damaged Care, the current show. 
“You have to realize it’s very diffi¬ 
cult to work at the Mime Troupe 
because it still is a collective, 
which means you have 12 bosses, 
each with their own opinion, and 
that can be rather anarchistic. But 
Chaz seems to be able to get ener¬ 
gy and focus out to individuals, 
and he’s always asking, ‘Is there 
something you need that will 
make your day easier?”’ 

Scandalous mama 

Martinez, 46, said he learned 
his people skills, as well as how to 
get the most out of a tough situa¬ 
tion, from his late mother. “She 
was a widow with six kids and not 
a lot of resources, but we did just 
fine,” he said. “My mother was 
very clever with her money, and 
she bought a house in Fremont in 
1949 when it was still a rural area, 
and then a Leave It to Beaver com¬ 
munity grew up around us. She 
was definitely scandalous, and I 
want to own some of that.” 

But Martinez’s first steps as an 
adult were hardly scandalous. He 
wound up in college in Kansas, 
and after graduating, worked eight 
years for a subsidiary of Citicorp 
in San Francisco. “By then the 
AIDS pandemic had just arrived,” 
he said, “and I had so much re¬ 
spect watching what was happen¬ 
ing in our community. It made me 
want to be a better person.” 

He quit his job and began per¬ 
forming with a little theater 
troupe in Northern California. 
“Then I went to L.A. I was going 
to be a star,” he said. “But then I 
started looking inward. I realized 
my interest was not to be a movie 
star, but a star in my own life.” 

Martinez’s job with the Mime 
Troupe pays a fraction of what he 
had been making, but that’s all 
right for now. “On a daily basis, I 
recognize that I’m overworked 
and underpaid, but I also recog¬ 
nize that the collective does twice 


that, and I want to be in a place 
where I have respect for the peo¬ 
ple I’m working with.” 

The troupe’s new show, Dam¬ 
aged Care by Joan Holden and 
Karim Scarlata, takes a caustic 
look at the state of healthcare in 
this country. “It really rocks,” 
Martinez said of the production 
staged in a commedia dell’arte 
style. “They take a sad situation, 
and not only do you recognize it, 
they can get you laughing even as 
they attack corporate greed.” 

While gay characters are occa¬ 
sionally featured in Mime Troupe 
plays (but not in the current pro¬ 
duction), Martinez said the 
group’s focus is “usually on op¬ 
pression afflicting all people.” And 
while the collective, which strives 
for multiculturalism in its ranks, 
has had gay members in the past, 
this is not the case at present. 

That Martinez is gay becomes a 
particular asset, Chumley said. “In 
terms of someone who is out there 
talking for you, in this city it’s an 
absolute value. It gives us that 
broad-range demographic credi¬ 
bility that we absolutely need.” 

But for Martinez, who at one 
time found working in all-gay en¬ 
vironments so liberating, his new 
surroundings “have let me bal¬ 
ance the different pieces of pie of 
who I am,” he said. “Most people 
want to be with like-minded peo¬ 
ple. But I love being with the pot¬ 
pourri of people.” ▼

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Coloring blind 

On the unbearable whiteness of gay film

P t the close of Tommy 
O’Haver’s upcoming gay 
- romantic comedy Billy’s 
Hollywood Screen Kiss, a middle- 
aged white photographer on a 
beach is putting the moves on a 
young (also white) protege. After 
the young man rejects his men¬ 
tor’s advances, the older guy sud¬ 
denly spots a black man nearby, 
then promptly trots after him. A 
quick but telling example of mi¬ 
norities being used as narrative 
garnish, this scene points up the 
lack of compelling minority char¬ 
acters in gay and lesbian films. All 
too often, black, Latino, and Asian 
actors are used simply as “local 
color” or comic relief, much as 
gay characters have functioned in 
recent film and television. 

Screen Kiss also features a Latin 
sex object whose ethnicity does 
nothing more than facilitate a 
running name joke: Is it Fernan¬ 
do or Federico? If only it mat¬ 
tered. Victor Mignatti’s otherwise 
charming Broadway Damage falls 
into the same trap while tracking 


the romance between two white 
men, David and Marc, who is also 
being pursued by his best friend 
Robert. Marc’s black co-worker 
Jerry is the film’s only minority 
character, and serves solely to 
console Marc about his romantic 
tribulations. As so often is the 
case, the romantic leads are white, 
and the audience gets no hint that 
the minority character has a love 
life, too. Actor Wilson Cruz has 
been used this way in both Johns, 
in which he played a hustler side- 
kick to David Arquette and Lukas 
Haas, and as a neighborhood 
sidekick to Alison Folland and 
Tara Subkoff in All Over Me. 

Desi Del Valle, a lesbian actress 
who helps run Frameline, San 
Francisco’s gay and lesbian film 
festival and distribution company, 
thinks white filmmakers use non- 
traditional casting as a cop-out. “I 
would like to think my being Lati¬ 
na is a quality some director 
would want,” she says. “But it’s 
easier to say, ‘Race doesn’t matter,’ 
and seem to transcend it than to 
actually deal with it. Race does 
matter. People of color have been 
used to decorate a lot of films.” 


So-called color-blind casting 
grinds good character develop¬ 
ment to a halt, says Rajendra Roy, 
Executive Director of the MIX 
Festival, which aggressively sup¬ 
ports minority filmmakers and 
films with racial subjects. 

“There’s no attempt to make 
minority actors leads or to make 
the characters, large or small, 
unique individuals,” Roy says. 
“This is lazy filmmaking. Period.” 
He says writers and directors need 
to work harder on crafting these 
parts. “These characters are being 
whitewashed.” 

Struggling ‘Babies’ 

When they’re not white¬ 
washed, however, minority char¬ 
acters get little play. Frameline has 
struggled to release the huge fes¬ 
tival hit Chocolate Babies, Steven 
Winters’ sassy film about a gang of 
black activists who kidnap a white 
politician. “The problem ex¬ 
hibitors have with these charac¬ 
ters is that they’re not heroes,” says 
Del Valle. “You can get away with 
Frisk, The Living End and No Skin 
Off My Ass because at least there 
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Anne Lambert in 
Picnic at Hanging Rock

pretation of the film’s events is 
possible. 

Indeed, the deceptions come 
so fast and furious that Picnic’s 
real concerns are easily missed. 
Weir spends so much time casting 
suspicion over his various charac¬ 
ters — among others, two boys 
who see the girls before they dis¬ 
appear, and the deeply repressed 
and weird schoolmistress, Mrs. 
Appleyard — that the film threat¬ 
ens to devolve into a run-of-the- 
mill shaggy dog tale. Hard to dis¬ 
cern in all the machinations is a 
concern with religion vs. pagan¬ 
ism, a theme that becomes mani¬ 
fest in the relations between crone 
Appleyard and her beautiful 
young charges. 

Though easily overlooked, 
enough of this nature vs. culture 
theme emerges that Picnic at 
Hanging Rock has found its way 
into the pantheon of Serious 


Filmmaking. Serious it may be, 
but sublime it is not. What seemed 
deep 20 years ago looks obvious 
and thin today. Things aren’t 
helped any by Weir’s tendency for 
heavy-handed effects like the 
soundtrack, which indelicately 
lurches between one too many bits 
of the Largo from Beethoven’s 
Emperor Concerto and one too 
many bits of a sentimental theme 
played on a recorder. Worse yet is 
some of the insufferably preten¬ 
tious dialogue, as in: “Miranda al¬ 
ways used to say that a surprising 
number of human beings are 
without purpose.” 

Weir’s indulgences aside, Picnic 
at Hanging Rock does have quali¬ 
ties that make it stick in the mind. 
The acting is impeccable, most of 
it achieved with simple, silent ges¬ 
tures, and Russell Boyd’s cine¬ 
matography is breathtaking, his 
camera turning nature itself into a

Jeffrey Meyers, author of the new 
biography Gary Cooper: American 
Hero (William Morrow and 
Company, $26), mines the legacy 
of “Coop” and brings him back 
for a bracing and worthy re¬ 
assessment. 

Cooper (1901-1961) was the 
most Apollonian of Hollywood’s 
leading men in the so-called 
Golden Age. More honest in his 
masculinity than Gable, less man¬ 
nered than Stewart, and less 
pathological than either Cagney 
or Bogart, he represented the vast 
horizons of America’s idealized 
self-image. He was the Montana- 
born hero with earnest expres¬ 
sions and few words whose anti¬ 
technique masked an uncanny 
ability at seduction. Men loved 
him because he was a regular 
outdoorsy guy and a self-sacrific¬ 
ing leader. On screen, he was ex¬ 
ceptionally able to project in¬ 
tegrity, as witnessed in many of 
his most famous films, including 
The Lives of a Bengal Lancer, 
Sergeant York (1941 Best Actor 
Academy Award), For Whom The 
Bell Tolls, The Fountainhead and 
Friendly Persuasion. High Noon 
(1952 Best Actor Academy 
Award) is perhaps the quintes¬ 
sential expression of Cooper’s 
stouthearted humanity, while 
Sergeant York, The Pride of the 
Yankees, Friendly Persuasion and 
the Frank Capra films (Mr. Deeds 
Goes to Town and Meet John Doe ) 
threatened to turn him into some 
sort of yokel saint. 

He was saved from the gallows 
of schmaltz by a face that could 
be tortured or angelic, and by a 
sexual appetite that burned on 
screen. His love scenes with In¬ 
grid Bergman in For Whom The 
Bell Tolls and Marlene Dietrich in 
Morocco shimmer with true feel¬ 
ing. And every well-adjusted 
lover of men wanted to be in his 
arms because he was both divine¬ 
ly priapic and a real gentleman on 
the town. 

Dunkin’ hunk 

Cooper was one of Holly¬ 
wood’s all-time great dick- 
dunkers, and Meyers doesn’t 
blink at the salacious stories. 
While he projected moral assur¬ 
ance on screen, Cooper ravaged 
female icons from Clara Bow to 
Audrey Hepburn. Along the way 
he broke the hearts of Fay Wray, 
Carole Lombard, Tallulah 
Bankhead, Lupe Veldez, Ingrid 
Bergman, Marlene Dietrich, 
Grace Kelly, Anita Ekberg, and 
Patricia Neal, who aborted their 
child under his urging. He man¬ 
aged to try marriage, too, to so¬ 
cialite Veronica Balfe, aka 
“Rocky.” Every one of them, and 
several men, have rapturous 
things to say about Cooper’s sex 
appeal. Richard Widmark noted 
that Cooper “was catnip to the 
ladies.” But it was Bow who got 
down to basics with her famous 
declaration that Cooper had “the 
biggest cock in Hollywood an’ no 
ass t’push it with... He’s hung like 
a horse and he can go all night.” 

Meyers has an unpretentious 


writing style not unlike Cooper’s 
acting. They both know how to 
tell a story simply and effectively. 
Meyers has done plenty of re¬ 
search, with interviews galore and 
a slight overdependence on sec¬ 
ondary sources. Curiously, Gary 
Cooper: American Hero lacks a fil¬ 
mography. Instead, we get a 


like film-class vendetta-settling. 

Cooper’s fast decline and 
death from cancer in 1961 was 
heartbreaking for millions. He 
managed to stay at the top of his 
game for well over thirty years, 
never falling far below the top ten 
most popular movie stars. In a 
business that’s always looking for

wimpy two pages of “Cooper’s 
Films,” which Meyers lists by 
“Best,” “Important,” “Seeable,” 
and “Poor.” A little editorializing 
is fine, but save it for the text and 
give us a useful reference to the 
man’s career instead. And while 
we’re at it, his prodigal praise of 
High Noon over Rio Bravo reads 


the next sensation, he had not yet 
overstayed his welcome. That’s a 
testimony to Cooper’s ability to 
manufacture fantasy, and Ameri¬ 
ca’s appetite for self-congratula¬ 
tions. Carping aside, little escaped 
Meyers, and Gary Cooper: Ameri¬ 
can Hero has the sheen of author¬ 
ity about it. T

Intuitive motion

obert Moses is an extraordi- 
.' nary dancer. The first time I 
• saw him perform a solo 
work of his own choreography 
several years ago, I was astounded 


by his range of expression and 
technical prowess. Fortunately for 
all of us, he left ODC/San Fran¬ 
cisco, where his talents were large¬ 
ly underutilized, and ventured off 
on his own. This past February his 
company, Robert Moses’ Kin, cel¬ 
ebrated its third annual Reason 


with performances at Theatre Ar¬ 
taud. Shared with the Los Ange¬ 
les-based- Donna Sternberg & 
Dancers, his latest concert this 
past weekend at the Brady Street 
Dance Center revealed Moses to 
be exploring new ground. 

Instead of using the previous

“extended family” of 13 dancers 
including himself, Moses draws 
on a tighter “nuclear family” of six 
which shows his work to better 
advantage. The structure of the 
pieces can be more controlled, 
and the dancers remaining or 
newly acquired are more com¬ 
fortable and adept with Moses’ 
very idiosyncratic vocabulary. His 
choreographic phrases come from 
deeply within someone who is an 
intuitive mover, and their physi- 
cality, a lyrical ebb and flow, is 
often breathtaking. 

In all three works-in-progress, 
there is already a lot of solid 
choreography. Though they need 
some refining and editing, their 
ideas are engaging and show 


tensity. For me, the most com¬ 
pelling piece on the program was 
This State of Annihilation. On my 
third viewing, it became clear that 
its success did not depend solely 
on the dancers’ interpretations or 
technique. With Tristan Ching re¬ 
placing Catherine Ybarra, the pas 
de deux still had impact, and was 
possibly even more effective, as 
Ching brought more humanity to 
her role, while Ybarra seemed 
more ethereal. Choreographed to 
Cesar Franck’s Prelude, Fugue and 
Variation, Opus 18, this piece 
works on many levels, from the fa¬ 
cial and gestural to the steps them¬ 
selves, to the patterns in space and 
the overall composition. Even 
without Moses’ and Ching’s nu-

promise. Spellbound, a series of 
couplings and recouplings be¬ 
tween/among two women and 
two men in every combination, 
had a riveting section in which 
Moses, thrown around like a dead 
body, even rolled his eyes back to 
show only the whites. Lucifer's 
Prance, an intimate exploration of 
surrender between two people, 
was sensitively performed by 
Tianne Frias and Moses. This slow 
and sculptural pas de deux had 
great tenderness and contained 
several striking counterbalanced 
movements. In Untitled Solo #4, 
Moses literally threw himself on 
the floor, sprang up to pirouette 
on his knees or the tips of his 
shoes, and hurled to the floor 
once again. This tour de force of 
self-abusive break-dancing and 
beyond was danced to Variations 
from Prelude Suite #2 in D Minor 
by J.S. Bach, performed live by 
cellist Dan Reiter and percussion¬ 
ist Joe Venegoni. It had the feeling 
of a jam session, totally improvi- 
sational, with Moses, his back to 
the audience most of the time, en¬ 
grossed in the music and the mu¬ 
sicians. However exciting the 
dancing, with more structure, it 
could be even better. 

From Kin’s past repertory, per¬ 
formed entirely in a six-foot 
square of red light center-stage 
front, Sanctuary was mesmeriz- 
ingly performed by Jamela Uwez- 
zo, who can match Moses’ own in- 


anced performances, the shape of 
the choreography alone would 
convey the feelings and ideas. 

Dancing about paintings 

Donna Sternberg 8c Dancers 
brought two major works: Por¬ 
traits by Egon Schiele, inspired by 
the paintings of the 20th-century 
Austrian Neo-Expressionist artist, 
and Emily Carr: Paintings in Mo¬ 
tion, based on the work of the 
British Columbian’s paintings of 
nature and indigenous peoples of 
Canada. Both were choreo¬ 
graphed by Sternberg. In the Carr 
piece, the most successful sections 
were two solos. Jennifer Backhaus 
evoked the essence of fauna in 
“Animal Totems,” and Sternberg 
eerily created a tree and flames in 
“Scorched as Timber, Beloved of 
the Sky.” The Schiele work was 
more interesting overall, with 
music by Britten, Bartok and 
Shostakovitch which aurally re¬ 
flected the mood of the paintings. 
Particularly effective was Stern¬ 
berg’s dancing and choreography 
in her solo, which suggested a 
mad woman in an asylum. 

While Sternberg’s work is 
solid, with especially interesting 
uses of gesture and facial expres¬ 
sion, it tends to engage more in¬ 
tellectually and aesthetically, and 
not as emotionally or kinestheti- 
cally as Moses’ choreography, 
which has a greater sense of risk 
and spontaneity. ▼ 
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often and for far too many of us. 

Perhaps this reviewer’s qualms 
are too picky; perhaps books such 
as these are not meant to be cri¬ 
tiqued, but rather simply to be ac-

cepted for what they are: feel¬ 
good treatises on how lesbians 
and gay men can be just like 
straight folks, from the white 
dress and bridal bouquet to being 
embraced by one’s in-laws. 

These books will make most 
queers want to run out and get 
married. But then, assimilationist 
texts from Bride magazine to Love 
Story always do. For some, that 
will be enough, no questions 
asked. For those folks, these books 
will make the perfect gift for that 
summer (winter, spring, fall) 
queer wedding. ▼

if f you thought June was re¬ 
served for celebrations of 
Queer Pride and July limited 
to celebrations of Independence 
Day and circuit parties, think 
again. The rosy blush of summer’s 
heat, in which every straight girl 
child imagines her wedding, now 
touches lesbians and gay men 
with its febrile magic. If the 
plethora of new books debuting 
this month is any indication, 
summertime is as much for les¬ 
bian and gay weddings and com¬ 
mitment ceremonies as it is for 
their straight counterparts. 

Two of the more accessible of 
this new crop are Paula Martinac’s 
The Lesbian & Gay Book of Love & 
Marriage: Creating the Stories of 
Our Lives and Men Together: Por¬ 
traits of Love, Commitment, and 
Life, with essays by Anderson Jones 
and photographs by David Fields. 

Martinac’s book, an outsized 
paperback, is a sort of handbook 
of queer commitment, a chatty 
resource guide with equal interest 
for lesbians and gay men who are 
marriage- and commitment- 
minded. Best known for her fic¬ 
tion, Martinac has branched out 
into trendy non-fiction with her 
most recent books, including this 
one. The writing has a confiden¬ 
tial, “just-between-us” tone meant 
to make the reader feel any and all 
of these stories could be hers/his. 
Addressing all aspects of the com¬ 
mitment process from “Meeting 
Mr. or Ms. Right” to getting seri¬ 
ous to marriage to starting a fam¬ 
ily, Martinac both tells her own 
tales of life and love and gives tes¬ 
timony of various men and 
women and their personal process 
toward wedded bliss and happily- 
ever-afterness. (There is also a 
section on D-I-V-O-R-C-E, but 
the emphasis of Love & Marriage 
is just what the title suggests.) 

Love & Marriage certainly of¬ 
fers a range of experiences and 
suggestions on how to approach 
and maintain a long-term rela¬ 
tionship, and has some handy re¬ 
source info at the end. Pho¬ 
tographs throughout the book 
give a picture of commitment in 


action. But there really isn’t much 
difference between Love & Mar¬ 
riage and the myriad of straight 
tomes on the same topic. This re¬ 
viewer found the lack of last 
names in the text, the unidentified 
queers in the photos, and the end¬ 
lessly perky tone somewhat irri¬ 
tating by book’s end. More dis¬ 
turbing, from a political perspec¬ 
tive, are quotes like, “I loved say¬ 
ing, ‘This is my fiancee.’ I enjoyed 
talking [to straight people] about 
being engaged. It was almost as if 
being an out, engaged lesbian gave 
many straight people I knew an 
opportunity to talk about my life 
in a way that being a single lesbian 
did not.” You go, girl! 

Portraits of privilege 

If Martinac’s is a workwoman¬ 
like marriage guide, Anderson 
Jones and David Fields present 
the ultimate trendy coffee table 
book for gay men on marriage. 
Full of lush photographs of regu¬ 
lar guys and gay celebs with ac¬ 
companying text rather preten¬ 
tiously called “essays,” Men To¬ 
gether is very pretty and pretty 
shallow. Of the 30 couples fea¬ 
tured, all have rather dramatic 
levels of privilege — we see men 
with their horses, pools, speed¬ 
boats, in the windowfronts of 
their stores in New York, in their 
posh digs. And (surprise, sur¬ 
prise), with the exception of one 
black couple and three interracial 
couples, this book is as white as 
the pants at a South Beach party. 

Where Martinac makes a con¬ 
certed effort to address a wide 
range of issues related to the com¬ 
plexities of commitment between 
lesbian and gay male couples of all 
races, Men Together is like that bim- 
bette in spandex at the gym — this 
is a variation on the Rod and Bob 
Jackson-Paris package; much more 
tasteful, but just as treacley. (One 
piece in the book, about the rela¬ 
tionship between a psychologist 
and psychiatrist, actually begins: 
“They wrote the book on love.” Be¬ 
cause they wrote a book together 
about male couples, get it?) 

What essayist and photogra¬ 
pher want to convey is quite sim¬ 
ple: Gay men are just as commit¬ 
ted to longterm romance as any¬ 
one else, but they have to struggle 
harder. The “evidence” of older 
male couples doesn’t really dispel 
the questions of just what kind of 
commitment these men enjoy, 
however. As one peruses the text, 
particularly those pieces about 
men we all know a great (sordid) 
deal about like former Congress¬ 
man Gerry Studds or the infa¬ 
mous Mr. Blackwell (he of the 


haberdashery hubris), one wishes 
for some of the honesty, discom¬ 
fiting as it sometimes is, of Mar¬ 
tinac’s just-plain-(queer)-folks. 

What about fidelity and sex 
outside the relationship? (I mean, 
Tom Bianchi is one of these guys.) 
Infidelity has finished many a gay 
male relationship observed by this 
reviewer. There is some discussion 
of differences within these rela¬ 
tionships — one partner’s success, 
for example — and the stresses 
this can cause. And sadly, the 
specter of AIDS looms over these 
relationships as it does far too 
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Deviance deluxe 


T he Raven Gallery’s current show of erotic art, Pride ’98, In Cel¬ 
ebration of Diversity, opened last Thursday to some attractive 
first-nighters. There was one man in a floor-length pleated 
skirt, and one man in nothing at all, but the soignee crowd 
leathermen and bears in full-dress uniform, and designer-clad 
young hetero-looking couples who had perhaps been sent over by 
the valet parker at nearby Mecca — was too hip to make mention 
of these dress code deviances. 

The art on display, however, glories in deviance, with an array of 
sexually-informed work by 18 artists in a variety of media: pho¬ 
tographs, paintings, sculpture, novel constructions, and several 
forms of graphic work. The majority of the work is surprisingly ac¬ 
complished, and for various reasons, unsuitable for reproduction. 
Not so the endearing work of self-taught photographer Bernard 
Spunberg, who pays homage to the innocent physique photos of 
the 1950s. “I love posing straps,” Spunberg confided. “I always want 
to pull them down, but I never can. That tension keeps the pictures 
fresh.” The exhibit continues at the Raven Gallery, 2187 Market

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From Laos with love

A Thousand Wings by T.C. Huo; 
Dutton, $23.95 

"••••• he literary evidence that we 
are everywhere is the ever- 
I growing number of nations 
represented by gay novels. With A 
Thousand Wings, Laos now 
weighs in, lightly as it turns out. 

The irony is that its protago¬ 
nist, Fong Mun, is, by his own 
reckoning, overweight. A caterer 
and cookbook author when we 
first encounter him, in San Fran¬ 
cisco in 1995, he is also (again in 
his own estimation) effeminate — 
and, as a result of both traits, shy 
and sexually recessive. Though fa¬ 
mous and in steady demand, 
largely among the city’s A-gay 
clientele, for his Lao delicacies, 
family recipes he has perfected 
and brought to new sensory 
heights, he frets that some have 
discerned a feminine touch in his 
culinary prose. He compensates 
with a defensive hauteur about 
the proper way to eat his food, in 
particular his signature eggrolls, 
but his condescension seems 
more a problem for him than for 
the gay milieu to which he feels 
such a tenuous connection. 

There’s a certain daring on the 
part of T.C. Huo, a Laos-born 
writer now living in the Bay Area, 
in proposing a central character 
so close to one gay Asian stereo¬ 
type and, first to last, so hard to 
get close to, say nothing of like. It’s 
an interesting vein for a venture¬ 
some writer to mine. But it’s a lit¬ 
erary bet that doesn’t pay off. Try 
as a reader might to bond with 
Fong Mun, the character keeps 
pushing him away. 

Huo tells Fong Mun’s story in a 
dual time frame, shuttling back 
and forth chapter to chapter be¬ 
tween his childhood in war-torn 
and rebellion-prone Laos and 
Thailand in the 1970s and his 
adult present in mid-’90s San 
Francisco. The expectation that 
the author will make connections 
between the two time frames — 


to explain the adult Fong Mun 
by depicting his childhood — is 
continually thwarted. Midway 
through the book, preferring 
one strand of the narrative to 
the other and finding whatever 
emerges as the subsidiary story 
becomes a distraction if not a 
downright annoyance. 


Strong cast 

The earlier, Asian, part of 
Fong Mun’s story is, on its own 
terms, easily the more com¬ 
pelling. Huo creates an innate¬ 
ly interesting and well-drawn 
cast of characters — besides 
the difficult, petulant young 
boy, a complex and deeply 
sympathetic father figure, a 
shrill, overbearing but never 
dull sister figure, and the 
obligatory larger-than-life 
Asian mater familias, in this 
case a strong and at times de¬ 
fiant old crone called, of 
course, Ahma. And he situ¬ 
ates them in a climate of po¬ 
litical unrest and social in¬ 
stability that makes their 
struggle for sheer survival a real 
nail-biter. 

More important, Huo writes 
well. “The cluster of dark dots 
soared and spread out like an 
open fan in the cloudless sky,” he 
writes in a vivid description of a 
politically motivated assembly of 
young school students, Fong Mun 
among them, that gives the novel 
its cryptic title. “At the same in¬ 
stant the chirping of sparrows and 
the fluttering of a thousand wings 
came within earshot.... The army 
of sparrows arrived, and it looked 
as if they would swoop to the 
ground level when in the next in¬ 
stant they veered and shot higher 
— as if sucked — into the sky, 
turning it dark.” 

But in the end, neither the 
story nor its telling has much im¬ 
pact. Shyam Selvadurai, a Sri 
Lankan-born Tamil writer now 
living in Canada, tells a remark¬ 
ably similar story, with an almost 
eerily similar central character, in 
his 1994 novel, Funny Boy, which 
takes the Tamil-Sinhalese civil war 


makes A Thousand Wings 
seem all the more pallid 
in its subtleties. 

From the start, Huo 
sets up his present-day, 
San Francisco narrative as 
an encounter between 
Fong Mun and Raymond, 
a Lao guest at a party he’s 
catering, that’s fraught 
with sexual possibility. 
That will-they-or-won’t- 
they story, likely to be of 
greater interest to most 
readers, turns out to be a 
tease the author himself in¬ 
advertently explains. “How 
would Raymond see him?” 
Fong Mun worries, crip- 
plingly self-conscious about 
his “love handles and a pot¬ 
belly.” Then the give-away: 
“He couldn’t care less how 
the world viewed him; he 
only cared how Raymond 
would see him.” 

In fact so little does he, or 
Huo, care about how the 
world sees him that at the 
end of the novel, when it 
seems at last that something for 
which the author has long whet¬ 
ted our appetites will happen be¬ 
tween Fong Mun and Raymond, 
Huo closes the bedroom door, 
gently, in the reader’s face. The 
great disappointment of A Thou¬ 
sand Wings is that with two you 
get eggroll. ▼

Bad Sex Is Good by Jane DeLynn; 
Painted Leaf Press, $12

4' 5 and a title practically every¬ 
body over the age of sixteen 
would argue with. Now that au¬ 
thor Jane DeLynn has our atten¬ 
tion, what’s she going to do with 
it? Well, something good and 
something lazy, and unlike De¬ 
Lynn in every piece in this collec¬ 
tion of fiction and essays, I’m not 
being ironic. 

First, allow me a quick detour 
to note that DeLynn admits to 
harboring “contempt for people 
who live in northern California.” 
(New York editors don’t know we 
capitalize the n, nor do they care.) 
Don’t worry, though — you’re not 
letting yourself in for a slugfest of 
New York snobbism, a la Sarah 
Schulman, because DeLynn has 
fleshier fish to filet, like who she 
is, who she might be, and who she 
should be in the midst of many 
lousy encounters, all of which fall 
under the multiplicity of mean¬ 
ings conveyed by “bad sex.” 

DeLynn’s particular talent, 
apart from living to tell the tale, is 
this: “As I have little imaginative 
ability... I quickly realized that the 
way I wrote about ‘sex’ was similar 
to the way I wrote about any sub¬ 
ject at all: i.e. tried to remember as 
much as I could about it and then 
to transcribe both my actions and 
the sentences that occurred in my 
mind while I was performing 
these actions, as faithfully as pos¬ 
sible.” (Italics DeLynn’s.) 

Witness a passage from “Faith¬ 
fully Yours,” in which our writer- 
hero journeys to OutWrite, which 


she calls the Perverse Writers’ 
Conference. Upon arriving at her 
hotel, she discovers that her room 
has hardly any of the necessities of 
life, like a shoehorn or body lotion 
or cream rinse. But DeLynn 
proves she can forge ahead with¬ 
out a shower cap. “I lay down in 
the water to take a long, skin-dry¬ 
ing bath (there were no bath oil 
beads or bubble bath either). The 
skin on my fingers would shrivel 
into lizards, but what did it mat¬ 
ter? No one would care but me, 
and I didn’t count. 

“Why didn’t I ‘count’? I have 
been pondering this my entire life 
and still have not found a satisfac¬ 
tory answer.” 

Peppery gumbo 

DeLynn peppers each mun¬ 
dane moment with such asides, 
resulting in a highly satisfying and 
rich gumbo. Almost all of it is en¬ 
tertaining, though some might 
grow weary of DeLynn and her 
characters’ tendency to dissect at 
length each thought and action, 
while ignoring the thoughts and 
actions of anyone else, even those 
with whom they’re intimately en¬ 
gaged. In fact, to people who 
.focus more on others, DeLynn 
might seem incomprehensible, 
but I can’t speak to that — her 
mental meandering*seemed right 
on target, if dysfunctional. Still, 
even people who dislike self-in¬ 
volvement will find something 
here: since the subject at hand is 
bad or good sex, or sex that does¬ 
n’t happen or shouldn’t have, we 
can all identify, and sometimes 
DeLynn’s offhand perceptions get 
too evocative. 

Where DeLynn goes wrong, 
however, is in choosing her mate¬ 
rial. Out of fourteen selections, 
five are from past novels and two

The Nightbird Cantata by Donald

plore other worlds. But L.P., 
the narrator of The Nightbird 
Cantata, finds himself unexpect¬ 
edly banished from his upper- 
class, high-rise Phoenix condo¬ 
minium by his mother and grand¬ 
mother. He lands, for a three- 
month stay, in the home of his 
grandmother’s black maid, Betty, 
and her husband Frank. With 
Grandma in Europe and Mom off 
to consummate yet another bad 
marriage, L.P. struggles to find 
himself with the help of a loose- 
knit circle of African American 
adults and their young children. 

Donald Rawley’s first novel re¬ 
calls Truman Capote’s Other Voic¬ 
es, Other Rooms, but unlike 
Capote's juvenile lead, L.P.’s ho¬ 
mosexuality in The Nightbird 
Cantata is explicitly presented in¬ 
stead of vaguely implied. Rawley, 
a writer of poetry and short sto¬ 
ries, does an exceptionally good 
job of creating the insular world 
of his adolescent protagonist. It is 
a world where L.P. must learn as 
much through intuition as he 
learns by direct questioning. Raw- 
ley effectively contrasts the sterile, 



unloving world of his affluent 
family with the warm and nurtur¬ 
ing environment of Betty and 
Frank’s household. Yet he wisely 
avoids romanticizing the black 
subculture as a happy-go-lucky 
complement of religious convic¬ 
tion and inner peace. The black 
families of The Nightbird Cantata 
are as dysfunctional as the white 
ones, but young L.P. — by virtue 
of his race, wealth, and age — is 
afforded a unique position in the 
black community from which he 
can better evaluate his place in the 
world at large. 

Rawley’s prose reflects his ex¬ 
perience as a poet, sometimes to

from unpublished novels, which 
means that most of the fiction was 
not written to stand alone. The 
two excerpts from Don Juan in the 
Village, DeLynn’s best-known 
work, are episodic in nature, but 
others aren’t so blessed. (And why 
should we read these in Bad Sex 
when we can simply pick up the 
novel?) Both pieces from her un¬ 
published (unfinished?) novels 
are fascinating — I wish she’d 
given us a clue whether more 
would ever be forthcoming. Her 
explanation that some of the work 
is out of print doesn’t wash; ex¬ 
cerpts that don’t make it as com¬ 
plete stories shouldn’t have been 
included whether the novels are 
widely available or not. 

But don’t pay too much atten¬ 
tion to my grumpiness. If you 
haven’t read DeLynn, this collec¬ 
tion will send you to the second¬ 
hand bookstores to pick up her 
novels. Meanwhile, you’ve got 
plenty here to make you laugh 
and cringe, mostly at the same 
time. ▼

theater as she was getting ready 
for her entrance as Miss Gulch in 
a touring version of The Wizard of 
Oz, arriving in San Francisco this 
week. After terrorizing Dorothy 
and her dog in Kansas as Elmira 
Gulch, Kitt returns to the makeup 
chair to get slathered in green 
makeup before making a flying 
entrance as the Wicked Witch of 
the West. “I can’t get that stuff out 
of my hair, my skin, my clothes,” 
she said. “No matter how much I 
bathe or shower, it’s still there. I 


think it’ll be there the rest of my 
life.” 

A 90-minute stage version of 
the MGM movie, this Wizard was 
developed in 1996 as a holiday at¬ 
traction at Madison Square Gar¬ 
den in New York. Roseanne 
played the witch the first year, and 
Kitt took over when the show was 
revived at the Garden last winter. 
In March, she began a year-long 
tour, with Mickey Rooney sharing 
top billing as the Wizard. 

Unlike Broadway shows and 
their touring counterparts which 
have eight performances a week, 
this production cranks out 12 a 
week. “Because the schedule has 


been so heavy, there is usually no 
time to go out on the town,” she 
said. “And because my character is 
running all over the place, I have 
to keep my time to myself more to 
save my energy.” 

Even so, flying around a stage 
12 times a week isn’t bad for 
someone who celebrated her 71st 
birthday in January. “Thank God 
I’m still able to do it,” she said. 
“But when I’m 75 or 80,1 don’t 
know about that anymore. They’ll 
have to strengthen the harness.” 

Kitt acknowledged that retire¬ 
ment is something she has occa¬ 
sionally been thinking about. 
“What am I going to do when I

can’t sing ‘I Want to Be Evil’ any¬ 
more? I keep saying I’m too old to 
be singing these songs. And I went 
shopping with some girlfriends 
this afternoon, and I keep think¬ 
ing, T can’t wear that. I’m too old.’ 
But I’m still having a lot of fun 
being Eartha Kitt.” 

Kitt often talks about herself in 
the third person. “I like Eartha 
Kitt because I think she’s a very 
funny woman,” she said, “but I 
don’t take her seriously. I take my 
work seriously, but not Eartha 
Kitt.” 

Urchin girl 

She also talks about Eartha 
Mae, the person she becomes 
when she can drop the Eartha Kitt 
facade. “Eartha Mae is a very 
hurting child, and she can cam¬ 
ouflage that by being Eartha Kitt,” 
she said. “Eartha Mae is that little 
urchin girl who was rejected, who 
nobody wanted. You’re talking to 
me because you want to talk to 
Eartha Kitt, but if you take me to 
dinner, you’ll find another person 
with no makeup on, and I’m the 
vagabond girl that you would see 
in the cotton fields of South Car¬ 
olina.” 

As she has recounted in her 
three autobiographies, Kitt was 
born in a sharecropper’s shack in 
South Carolina. Her father, whom 
she never knew, was white, her 
mother was black, and she entered 
the world as a “yellow gal” de¬ 
spised by both blacks and whites. 
Her mother handed her over to an 
aunt in Harlem when she was 8, 
disappearing from her daughter’s 
life forever. After a rough adoles¬ 
cence, Kitt’s big break came when 
she was accepted into the 
Katharine Dunham Dance 
Troupe when she was 19. She got 
to see the world. 

There followed nightclub en¬ 
gagements in Paris, hit records in 
the United States, Broadway and 
film appearances, a well-remem¬ 
bered stint as Catwoman on the 



Eartha Kitt a very long time ago. 


Batman television series and, of 
course, her career-damaging lec¬ 
ture in 1968 to Lady Bird Johnson 
against the Vietnam War. There 
have also been men, including a 
short-lived marriage that pro¬ 
duced a daughter who has twice 
turned Kitt into a grandmother. 

“I am a man’s woman,” she 
said. “I love men. I’ve had some 
great men in my life, and I loved 
every one of them. It’s too bad 
they went west of the sunset.” 

Is Kitt still in the market for 
romance? “Mostly my gay friends 
take me out to the theater and 
things like that, but somebody 
who I would want to lay down 
with, or who would want to lay 
down with me, no, not in the last 
10 or 15 years. Not that I want to 
lay down with anybody anymore.” 

As she looks back on her life, 
there isn’t much she would 
change, even though there have 
been plenty of pains and prob¬ 
lems. “Problems can make you 
strpnger or weaker,” Kitt said. 
“And I think of myself as being a 
very constructive person, so I use 
them as an asset and not a hin¬ 
drance. As I’ve always said, when¬ 
ever they throw merde on me, I 
just use it as fertilizer.” T

depiction of the disease shifts from 
an outmoded emphasis on victim- 
hood and dying to the current 
focus on small triumphs and lives 
lived long and fully. 

Which brings us to Cocktail 
Hour: New Imagery in the AIDS 
Era, a generous, heartening, if 
somewhat uneven group show on 
view at SF Camerawork. Intelli¬ 
gently curated by Bob Kelley, and 
featuring the work of 17 local and 
international photographers and 
multimedia artists, Cocktail Hour 
is mercifully bereft of the dooms¬ 
day warnings and panic-stricken 
tone that characterized much 
AIDS-related artwork throughout 
the ’80s. Rather, these artists en¬ 
gage personal and universal issues 
of dignity, fear, sex, and survival 
through a refreshing diversity of 
stylistic approaches, from 
straightforward documentary re¬ 
portage and autobiographical rev¬ 
elation to poetic metaphor and ir¬ 
reverent eroticism. At its best, the 
work of these honest, innovative 
artists suggests that individual 
and cultural perspectives on living 
with AIDS are expanding in pro¬ 
portion to the advent of daring vi¬ 
sual representations of illness, 
narrative and community. 

Several of the artists have 
drawn on their own experiences, 
whether to comment on their 
own HIV status or on how they’ve 
been affected by losing loved ones 
to the disease. Clare Wren’s spare, 
delicate photocollages consist of 
cut-up Polaroids arranged in 
elegy to her brother and a close 
friend, both of whom died of 
AIDS. In the pointedly titled Do 


Not Categorize, Organize, or Clas¬ 
sify, Wren positions a hypodermic 
needle and other emblems of 
medical treatment in a cruciform, 
as if spiritual salvation might lend 
meaning to secular grief. Albert J. 
Winn more decisively incorpo¬ 
rates religious tradition in his 
black-and-white photographs, in 
which he equates Jewish rituals 
with the monthly task of having 
his blood drawn. In Falling, a dis¬ 
armingly humorous yet frighten¬ 
ing photocollage series produced 
during a two-week-long health 
crisis, David King pictures himself 
plummeting down the Grand 
Canyon and other deathly 
precipices. Retaining a sense of 
the absurd, King deftly filters his 
autobiography and uncertain fu¬ 
ture through the kitsch lens of a 
’50s teen exploitation flick. 

Documentary photography is 
well represented in the exhibition, 
most notably by Thomas McGov¬ 
ern. Responding to Jesse Helms’ 
typically heinous 1995 remark 
that PWAs are such because of 
“deliberate, disgusting and revolt¬ 
ing conduct,” McGovern offers 
Bearing Witness (to AIDS), an elo¬ 
quent portrait series that might 
actually shame, then educate, 
Helms and anyone else who re¬ 
mains unable to recognize the 
human face of illness behind their 
own hateful rhetoric. 

Women with HIV 

Mary Berridge’s similarly 
point-blank series, A Positive Life: 
Portraits of Women Living with 
HIV, reminds us that the virus 
isn’t always visible or noticeably 
debilitating, and that best friends, 
neighbors and relatives might be 
positive without our knowing.

Louise Roach’s photo-text scrap¬ 
book project, Friends, Family, and 
Lovers: Those Left Behind, and 
Steve Hart’s CD-ROM documen¬ 
tary, A Bronx Family Album: The 
Impact of AIDS , achieve the same 
effect, though the latter’s high- 
tech application at times seems 
ill-suited to such gritty material. 

Bay Area artists Frank Yamrus 
and J. John Priola both eschew 
straightforward documentation in 
favor of a poetic, metaphoric ap¬ 
proach to difficult subject matter. 
Yamrus’s stunning black-and- 
white photos of lone figures lying 
naked and abandoned in the sand 
dunes of Provincetown — histori¬ 
cally a site of anonymous sex — 
refer to AIDS as a battleground 
dotted with fallen soldiers. By 
floating ambiguous, symbolically 
loaded objects — a spider web, a 
soap bubble, an extinguished can¬ 
dle—on silky black backgrounds, 
Priola conjures up the conflicting 
feelings of uncertainty and hope 
that surround new AIDS therapies. 

These drug treatments are more 
directly depicted in Guy Kitchen’s 
Cabinet, a medicine chest jammed 
with hypodermic needles and jars 
of medication, and by his gumball 
machine that dispenses multicol¬ 
ored pills. Alejandro Kuropatwa’s 
emblematic color photograph, Yo, 
is an in-your-face image of a blue 
pill resting on an outstretched 
tongue, demanding to be swal¬ 
lowed every eight hours without 
fail. In the startlingly direct image- 


text piece I Popped, Paul Fukui of¬ 
fers a sex-positive version of swal¬ 
lowing down pills: “I popped it into 
my mouth just as he shot, pump¬ 
ing a thick, salty gob of jism into 
my throat.” 

While many of the exhibition’s 
savvy, undeniably committed 
artists incorporate barbed social 
commentary into their deeply 
personal investigations, they gen¬ 
erally remember that aesthetic ex¬ 
perimentation and a spoonful of 
sugar help to make the medicine 
go down. Arthur Tress’s campy 
tableaux feature condoms as pro¬ 
phylactic heroes of the epidemic, 
while Kevin Hill’s aqua-tinted 
photo grids transform the sexy 
promise of hot summer days by 
the swimming pool into what the 
artist calls “narratives of optic 
bliss.” Jerome Caja, who died in 
1995, is represented with a hand¬ 
ful of cheerfully vulgar works, and 
Ken Probst scores with a series of 
behind-the-scenes photographs 
taken on the sets of gay and 
straight porn films. By revealing 
the workaday drudgery and tech¬ 
nical mishaps intrinsic to shoot¬ 
ing porn, Probst demythologizes 
the industry’s seedy glamour 
while stressing the ongoing im¬ 
portance of safe sex. 

That said, Probst’s excellent 
work doesn’t necessarily fit within 
the context of this exhibition. Al¬ 
though AIDS and its attendant is¬ 
sues are of course far too sprawl¬ 
ing to be represented by a single, 
cohesive body of work or con¬ 
tained in a nice, neat package, 
Cocktail Hour overflows with al¬ 
most too many mixed messages to 


hold together as a cognitive 
whole. Still, until we’re lucky 
enough to live in a post-AIDS era 
— during which exhibitions of 
this type will be seen as historical 
retrospectives rather than con¬ 
temporary surveys — Cocktail 
Hour is as unmissable as a mid¬ 
night dose of Crixivan. ▼

We ran into photogra¬ 
phers, web design, and layout guys 
we know, but never saw coverboy 
John Bartlett or any top editors. 
The kurant vodka was yummy. 
“But if no food arrives soon, I’m 
going!” swore one partygoer. It 
didn’t, and we did. 

Psycho killer 

Just eight weeks after homo se¬ 
rial killer Andrew Cunanan’s sui¬ 
cide on that Miami houseboat last 
year, exploitation movie company 
Pan Am Pictures (in association 
with Splash Films) was already 
filming The Versace Murder, 
now available on home video 
through the appropriately-named 
TapeWorm Video Distributors. 

The quick make-a-buck jump 
on still-warm bodies drew the at¬ 
tention of TV’s Entertainment 
Tonight, which followed the Pan 
Am production crew as they re¬ 
enacted the FBI siege on “the ac¬ 
tual houseboat where Cunanan 
died.” Model-turned-actor Shane 
Purdue, whose portrayal of Cu¬ 
nanan involved many scenes clad 
only in his underpants, told ET a 
tad defensively: “Somebody was 
going to make this movie, some¬ 
body was going to do this role” — 
and (we can only fill in) it may as 


well be me cashing in! 

Director Menahem Golan 

said, “I’m not exploiting his killing, 
I’m using his killing as a symbol of 
what’s going on in our life that this 
century has created monsters like 
Cunanan” (and Golan). 

Steven Bauer, who plays an 
FBI agent, admitted to ET: “I was 
skeptical at first because of the ob¬ 
vious exploitation factor.” Evi¬ 
dently Bauer got over his initial 
reluctance to appear in this atro¬ 
cious project. Or perhaps no 
other roles were forthcoming. 

We forced ourselves to watch 
The Versace Murder so you don’t 
have to. Even though we braced 
ourselves for the lowered stan¬ 
dards of a true splatter film, we 
were still appalled by the cheesy 
production values of this effort. 
It’s the kind of no-budget trash 
where a seaside hotel (obviously 
in Miami) is meant to represent 
San Francisco; the kind of excres¬ 
cence in which innocent by¬ 
standers pop off with lines like, 
“Oh my God! A body!” 

Pan Am Pictures (we guess 
after they lost the airlines and the 
building on Park Avenue, they 
were lucky to keep the B-movie 
franchise) is not above product 
placement (at one point Cunanan 
examines his victim’s cocktail bar 
and exclaims, “Skyy vodka — 
cool!”) or the flashing of a little 
flesh (for no reason other than tit- 
illation, we get a good look at 
“Cunanan’”s nekkid white boy- 
butt). We must say Purdue plays 
his role with sadistic glee, even 
when he is prevailed upon to per-

are hunky white boys to watch.” 

Marcus Hu, founder and co¬ 
president of Strand Releasing, dis¬ 
tributor of gay and lesbian titles in¬ 
cluding Frisk and The Living End, 
agrees. “That’s part of it, definite¬ 
ly,” he says. “But those films would 
have worked without the bodies.” 
Hu says there’s nothing wrong 
with marketing a little nudity. 

But Roy thinks filmmakers 
often add minority characters 
solely for sexual titillation. 
“There’s a documentary making 
the fest rounds, Sex/Life L.A., in 
which a black hustler is pho¬ 
tographed to look like this big, 
shiny beast,” Roy says angrily. 
“This director really had a five- 
minute film about [model] Tony 
Ward jerking off, so he added this 
garbage to make a feature. This 
regressive filmmaking really irks 
me.” 

Director John G. Young, whose 
film Parallel Sons was finally re¬ 
leased this month, says the mix of 
color and queer in his story made 
many uncomfortable. 

The wonderfully nuanced 
film, which focuses on a romance 
between a young white teenager 
and a black man fleeing the law,

his own detriment. There are 
more than a few self-conscious 
passages where the author’s prose 
waxes purple. Young L.P. opines, “I 
knew they would not see the puz¬ 
zles of blackened, incendiary 
plains, the slits of old light and 
sage... Suddenly I knew this is how 
we went to heaven. In our own 
manure, on a rusty track, with our 
faces to the wall.” And regarding 
the nightbird’s cantata, L.P. de¬ 
clares, “I thought how this is what 
flowers would sound like if they 
sang, tiny rounded notes softened 
with feathers and impending light. 
Only their music would be per- 
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petrate unpleasantness like decap¬ 
itating a poor fellow with a chain 
saw, or merrily running over an¬ 
other victim with his own Lexus. 
He also gets to be smutty and slut- 
ty, spying himself in the inevitable 
panties in the mirror and purring, 
“Hello, gorgeous. You look good!” 

Bauer’s scenes are even worse. 
Scenes at FBI headquarters are so 
fake they’re surreal — the Bureau 
is apparently big on top-secret 
meetings clustered around the 
overhead projector. But perhaps 
nothing is as outrageous as this 
schlock-fest’s presuming to por¬ 
tray designer Gianni Versace in his 
last hours as remembering, in 
patently absurd flashbacks, having 
rejected Cunanan from the model 
list of his Italian menswear show. 
Bad enough to use the circum¬ 
stances of this man’s tragic death 
as splatter entertainment — must 
we make him complicit in his 
own murder? T 


languished unseen for three years 
after its Sundance debut. “It was 
hard for distributors to put race 
and sexuality together,” he says, 
“in something that wasn’t a Ben- 
netton ad.” 

P.J. Castelanneta’s distributor¬ 
less film Relax, It's Just Sex features 
a scene in which a black artist 
named Buzz argues that the 
healthcare system favors whites 
over blacks, an argument that po¬ 
larizes a group of friends along 
racial lines. But it also leads Buzz 
to his first date with Javi, an HIV¬ 
positive Hispanic man, making 
Relax one of the first gay films in 
recent memory to feature a mi¬ 
nority couple as romantic leads 
with narrative weight equal to the 
white folks. 

Hu says things will change 
only if the audience demands it. 
“The viewing community needs 
to make really clear their displea¬ 
sure about this kind of casting,” 
he says. “These filmmakers are, 
for the most part, privileged white 
guys who have a very skewed per¬ 
ception of racial identity. We’re 
not going to get anything deeper 
until that changes.” T

fumed.” Rawley’s young protago¬ 
nist is constantly making “I knew” 
statements that assess the meaning 
of life, but this is entirely consis¬ 
tent with a ten-year-old point of 
view, especially when the ten-year- 
old is an effeminate, precocious 
only child like L.P. 

The sweep of the novel, as L.P’s 
pivotal summer comes to an end, 
leads the reader to a sad and slight¬ 
ly ambiguous conclusion. Will L.P.

ery of his childhood? This question 
will remain unanswered, since the 
author of this highly autobio¬ 
graphical novel died in May of this 
year, a month before his first novel 
was released.

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Interview with Kim Fox 


Taking pop to new heights

| | ne listen to Moon Hut 
\ (Dreamworks) by Kim Fox 
and you will find that she is 
a woman of her word, and then 
some. Fox, whose instruments of 
choice are her piano and her 
voice, credits a piano teacher with 
introducing her to Laura Nyro, 
and let me personally extend my 
thanks to that piano teacher. Fox’s 
playing propels her pop songs to 
great heights. There are elements 
of Nyro in songs such as “Bleed A 
Little, Allison,” the homoerotic 
“Jen,” and “Fool.” But Fox’s own 
originality comes through on 
every song. 

Gregg Shapiro: I can't think of 
too many singer/songwriters who 
thank both Laura Nyro and Lisa 
Germano in their liner notes. How 
has each of these women influ¬ 
enced you? 

Kim Fox: I was a big music fan as 
a kid, a lot of musical theater. I 
had this piano teacher, but we 
never really studied anything, be¬ 
cause she taught me some chords, 
and once I learned the chords, I 
just wanted to write. So I’d go to 
class and just screw around on the 
piano, even though I was sup¬ 
posed to be learning my classical 
scales. She gave me a copy of 
Laura Nyro’s New York Tendaber- 
ry, and I was never the same. I 
can’t really explain to you why 
every single chord she plays on 
the piano makes it feel like I have 
a knife going through my chest. 
There’s something about her 
rhythm and her melodies and the 
chord structures and her voice, it’s 
extremely spiritual and emotion¬ 
al. The way in which a lot of 
[Nyro’s] songs were arranged, 
there’s lots of solo piano, so you 
could really hear the chords and 
the timbre of the piano. A lot of 
the big-band, swing arrange¬ 
ments, I just thought it was the 
best music I’d ever heard. She’s 
still my favorite. I listened to New 
York Tendaberry for about a year, 
and nothing else. Then I got Eli & 
The Thirteenth Confession , then 
Christmas and the Beads of Sweat, 
then The First Songs, then Gonna 


Take A Miracle. The records are so 
deep that I would listen to each 
one for a year, and I couldn’t even 
digest any other music. 

What about Lisa Germano? 

Lisa lives in Bloomington, Indiana 
[where Fox lives]. I heard Lisa’s 
records right when I started writ¬ 
ing music. I was really intrigued 
with her because of the way in 
which she would write a song. It 
was cool, all the different layers 
and textures. She’s a great song¬ 
writer. She just went on tour to 
Europe with Opi-8 [comprised of 
former members of Giant Sand], 
because she did a record with 
them, and she let me use her 
house to write in. It looks like an 
awesome little gingerbread house, 
it’s got all this vibe to it. It was just 
me in there with the piano. 

Speaking of pianos, when I found 
out that you were touring with 
Ben Folds Five last year, I 
thought, wow, what a perfect 
match. 

I saw one of their first shows ever 
when I lived in New York. I was 
like one of five people there, it was 
really hilarious. And I thought, 
this guy is really amazing. 

Dreamworks, the label for which 
you record, seems to have re¬ 
gained some momentum that was 
lost earlier, especially with the re¬ 
lease of your disc and the eels' 
disc Beautiful Freaks. How has 
your experience been with the 
label? 

I think what’s really great about 
being on Dreamworks is that they 
started out from a secure place, 
with a lot of money. Mo and 
Michael Ostin, and Lenny 
Waronker, who run the label, 
come from a period in history in 
songwriting where artists were re¬ 
ally developed. As many one-hit- 
wonders as they might have had, 
they were really fighting for the 
career and the long-term artist. 
Look, we’re all under money pres¬ 
sure, let’s not kid ourselves, but. 
their attitude is, “We think your 
record is amazing, and we believe 
in you as an artist. This is your 
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Kim Fox 


first record, and we get to be with 
you from the beginning.” 

I’m really proud to be associat¬ 
ed with all the artists on the label. 
I think the eels are awesome, and 
have you heard of Rufus Wain- 
wright? [His record is] the most 
amazing thing ever. It’s the best 
record of the decade. It’s so emo¬ 
tional, so moving. He writes these 
songs that sound like the classic 
songs from the 1920s or 30s. 

There is a frankness emerging in 
women's music that is particular¬ 
ly refreshing. In the song "Barren 
Egg," Jill Sobule sings about the 


futility of menstruation for 
women who don't plan to raise a 
family. 

I see a really positive change, too, 
[in the subjects women songwrit¬ 
ers are choosing], which I noticed 
more when I moved from New 
York to Bloomington. I got that 
recently-released Smithsonian 
/Folkways American folk song 
collection, and the Carter Family 
has this song which I’m covering 
right now about how much better 
it is to be a single woman than a 
married woman. It goes [sings], 
“Oh, single girl/Single girl/Do 
what you please/Oh, married 
girl/Married girl/Baby on her 
knee/Single girl/Goes to store and 
buy/Oh, married girl/Married 
girl/Baby on shoulder cry.” I was 
at my friend Jenny’s house, and 
we were writing other verses to 
the song: “Single girl gets to stay 
out all night/Married girl home 
while it’s still light.” 

Your lesbian and gay fans are 
going to want to know who Jen is, 
in the song of the same name. 

Jen, who hates being called Jen 
(which I do in the song for artistic 
license), has been a friend of mine 
since we were three. She is a very 
sensual, sexual person. She’s an 
artist and a sculptor and a pup¬ 
peteer. I wrote this song about her 
at a time when I was feeling really 
repressed. I looked at her as being 
someone who was free with her 
body and free in expression. At 
that time, I felt like 1 wasn’t, so it 
was inspiring for me to break free 
and learn from her. A lot of peo¬ 
ple do take it as being either that 
I’m singing about a woman that 
I’m very attracted to or that it has 


more sexual connotations, which 
is perfectly fine. Why can’t I ad¬ 
mire another woman for being 
sensual and beautiful? 

Do you do any other cover tunes 
during your set? 

As a matter of fact, one of the 
songs that I most like to do dur¬ 
ing my set is the Lemonheads’ 
song “Big Gay Heart.” I love that 
song, and I actually do it in a lot 
of my shows. 

We didn't need Spin's November 
1997 "Girl Issue" to know that 
1997 belonged to the women in 
music. How does it feel to be a 
"woman in music" during a peri¬ 
od of such creative and bountiful 
energy? 

I feel really proud of it, but I’ll be 
honest, I think that women have 
always been making a lot of really 
great music. From Laura Nyro to 
Joni Mitchell to Carole King to 
Patti Smith, women have been 
making incredibly important and 
influential music since the begin¬ 
ning of rock and roll, really since 
the beginning of time, but that’s 
another story. 

At the same time, sometimes I 
see things about women in music 
that I don’t necessarily feel. I think 
it’s great that there are a lot of 
women on the radio, whereas it 
was once 70 or 80% men on the 
radio. Now, in the mainstream, fe¬ 
male voices are being accepted, 
the scales are even, the way that it 
should be. I still think there’s a lot 
of exploitation of female sexuali¬ 
ty. There’s a lot of pressure for 
new artists to accentuate that side 
of themselves, which is not really 
all of themselves. T

|| am a stickler for detail, for 

plausibility, and when a novel¬ 
et ist opens her book with an im¬ 
possibility, that’s all I can see for 
the rest of the piece. Julia's Song 
begins with a concert that is re¬ 
viewed by Julia Moran for an Aus¬ 
tralian monthly. Julia turns in her 
review on Monday, and on Tues¬ 
day morning, the glossy maga¬ 
zine, with her review, is on the 
newsstands. Not possible. 

Just to be sure, I contacted 
some glossy monthlies, and out¬ 
lined the timing of the review and 
publication. The reaction was pro¬ 
longed laughter at the sheer absur¬ 
dity of said timing. The lead time 
for monthlies is figured, in fact, in 
months, not hours. One editor told 
me that the difference between a 
critic and a writer was that a critic 
actually checked things, while an 
author just made them up. 

OK. My rant is over. 

Julia’s Song is a coming-out 
tale of the exotic variety, involving 
international travel, rock stars, 
writers, betrayal, true love, and 
happily-ever-after. Julia is a 
straight writer who assumes her 
lack of interest in men, especially 
her current boyfriend, represents 
a deficiency in her, and she’s de¬ 
cided she can live with the bore¬ 
dom of het love. 

However, when she meets 
American rock star Samantha, a 
decidedly uncloseted dyke, Julia 
quickly figures out that her interest 


in sex is much stronger than she 
previously thought. After several 
chapters of this-can’t-work, you’re- 
straight, followed by this-can’t- 
work, you-live-in-Australia, the 
perfectly matched pair have mind- 
blowing sex, and... well, you can’t 
guess the rest, because Ann O’Leary 
has several entertaining plot twists 
with which to engage your imagi¬ 
nation before she and we find our 
way to the happv ending. 

O’Leary skillfully creates believ¬ 
able characters, both major and 
minor, a real plus given the fantas¬ 
tic nature of the plot. Her heroes 
are so engaging that I found myself 
wishing for a sequel with this duo, 
if only because I think it would be 
fun to see the playing-house part 
played out in a semi-real world sit¬ 
uation. Julia’s Song is a fun read — 
romantic, touching, and except for 
that little publication problem, a 
pleasant way to while away a sum¬ 
mer day. Y

Murder on the Prowl by Rita Mae 
Brown and Sneaky Pie Brown;

| urder on the Prowl is the 
sixth of Rita Mae Brown’s 
-' ' : faux mysteries, and in 
these novels, the animals, especial¬ 
ly Mrs. Murphy, the cat, and Tuck¬ 
er, the dog, are the sleuths. The an¬ 
imals speak and understand Eng¬ 
lish, but, alas, are unable to com¬ 
municate with their humans, so 
even though they solve the mys¬ 
teries fairly quickly (not as quick¬ 
ly as the reader, of course, who can 
solve everything by about page 
four if she or he is paying any at¬ 
tention at all), their humans need 
to bumble along for pages and 
pages before all is finally revealed. 

OK. I was willing to suspend 
disbelief for two of Rita Mae and 
Sneaky Pie’s mystery novels (I 
know how smart my own cat is, 
after all), but Murder on the Prowl 
requires enough suspension to hold 
up the Golden Gate Bridge, and 
that much I don’t have. The previ¬ 
ously cute animals now talk like 
William F. Buckley, Jr. without the 
wit, and they can read. The head 
cat, Mrs. Murphy, reads literary 
criticism, and the second cat, lower 
in brow, “favored mysteries or 
thrillers. Pewter couldn’t raise her 
sights above genre fiction.” Huh? 

Had either Brown evidenced 
any hint of irony, wit, or the 
slightest sense of humor, I might 
think that the Browns were send¬ 
ing up literary critics, lesbian 


presses, something, but in the ab¬ 
sence of any evidence to the con¬ 
trary, I have to think that Rita 
Mae was just showing off her 
awareness of certain literary mat¬ 
ters. Here’s the thing — if the cats 
can read, then they can spell, and 
if they can do that, they could 
surely find a way to communicate 
with their humans, especially 
when their favorite human is in 
mortal danger, but they don’t. 
The other confusing problem 
with these literate cats is that their 
human, a woman named Harry 
(and, no, not a single gender was 
bent in the making of this book 
— Harry is simply short for 
Haristeen), regularly fills the ani¬ 
mals in on any events pertaining 
to the mystery that they miss, all 
the while insisting that they 
couldn’t possibly understand 
what she’s saying. Huh? 

The novel takes place in the 
kind of small town where every¬ 
one knows everyone else’s histo¬ 


ry, current situation, and hopes 
for the future. This means that 
Prowl also suffers from the Jessica 
Fletcher syndrome: way too many 
murders for so small a location. 
You’d think that someone might 
notice that folks are being slaugh¬ 
tered like sheep and head for the 
hills, but no, the townspeople 
hang around their fabulous burg 
watching friends, enemies, and 
acquaintances die. When some¬ 
one confesses murder to Father 
Michael, a Catholic priest, the 
priest immediately calls the police 
to let them know. He doesn’t say 
who, because he doesn’t know 
who the confessor is. Later, when 
a local confesses to the police, Fa¬ 
ther Michael announces at a party 
that this person had already con¬ 
fessed to him. Hint to Rita Mae: 
the seal of the confessional is con¬ 
siderably sturdier than that. 

The depth, spurious though it 
is, of the non-human characters 
serves to highlight the monodi¬ 
mensionality of the humans. 
They all sound the same and are 
dumb as posts. Brown raises is¬ 
sues of child abuse, teen pregnan¬ 
cy, kiddie porn, adultery, and 
drops them just as fast, with nary 
a thought to what any of them 
might mean to the characters in¬ 
volved. An animal subplot con¬ 
cerning a threatening bobcat is as 
lame as all the rest in this tedious 
tome. The final insult to the read¬ 
er comes on the last page, when 
we learn that we can buy cat toys 
from Rita Mae and Sneaky Pie. I 
guess they figure that shelling out 
$23.95 for this crappy book is not 
fiscal penalty enough. Trust me 
— if you’ve read Prowl, you’ve 
been punished enough to last a 
lifetime. ▼
